Albany  High  School, 

Albany,  December  31,  1894. 

To  the  Qommittee  on  Text-books  : 

Gentlemen — There  are  at  present  about  sixty  pupils  of  our 
school  that  have  been  studying  French  since  September,  using 
Gaillard's  **  French  for  Young  Folks."  I  think  they  are  now 
prepared  to  read  and  to  begin  the  study  of  grammar  entirely  in 
French.  The  book  that  seems  to  me  best  suited  to  their  wants  is 
**  Livre  de  Lecture  et  de  Conversation,"  by  C.  Fontaine,  and  pub- 
lished by  D.  C.  Heath  &  Co. 

The  book  they  are  using  at  present  will  be  of  use  all  this  yeiir, 
but  if  the  other  can  be  added  it  will  be  the  greatest  advantage  to 
them  as  it  would  take  the  place  of  both  a  reader  and  a  grammar.

The  Faculty  of  the  Albany  High  School  desire  to  oxpiess  the 
sorrow  and  deep  sense  of  loss  they  have  sustained  in  the  death  of 
their  associate,  Rebecca  I.  Hindman. 

As  a  member  of  the  Faculty,  from  the  organization  of  the  In- 
stitution, she  has  been  most  efficient  and  untiring  in  promoting 
its  best  intei*ests  and  extending  its  circle  of  usetulness. 

Possessing  a  mind  of  native  strength,  with  powers  disciplined 
by  education  and  experience,  she  used  ber  talents  and  acquire- 
ments skillfully  in  her  work  of  teaching. 

Zealous  and  persistent  in  seeking  for  the  best  methods — i)atient 
in  selecting  facte  from  a  wide  range  of  reading,  and  illustrating 
with  aptness  and  force  those  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  her  pupils, 
she  was  ever  enthusiastic  for  progress,  and  generous  in  praise  of 
worthy  effi)rt,  she  thus  developed  an  educational  power,  the  re- 
sults of  which  cannot  be  overlooked  or  lightly  estimated. 

Her  life  exemplified  in  n  marked  manner  the  strong  virtues  ot 
patieuce,  generosity  and  self-sacrifice  and  an  ever  rejuly  dei^ire  to 
assist  the  weak  and  encourage  *the  disheartened.  A  quick  ac- 
knowledgment of  personal  worth  or  a  timely  word  of  warning 
have  many  times  brought  the  careless  pupil  to  a  higher  plane  of 
achievement  and  duty. 

In  the  varied  requirements  of  her  work,  she  exhibited  a  native 
refinement  of  taste  and  an  aptitude  in  simplifying  the  difficulties 
that  beset  the  student. 

An  art  feeling  for  beauty  and  appropriateness  characterized  her 
use  of  matenals  and  the  touch  of  grace  was  never  wanting  when 
an  appeal  was  made  to  her  helpful  aid. 

She  possessed  a  nature  tender  and  responsive  to  sorrow  or  need. 
In  her  thoughtful  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  others,  brain  and 
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hand  have  been  willing  contributor,  her  ample  gifts  and  soothing 
words  have  I'evealed  her  kindly  sympathy  for  pain  and  suffering. 

The  Faculty  can  look  back  in  their  long  association  with  her  to 
many  other  admirable  points  of  pei-sonal  character — not  the  least 
were  abounding  cheerfulness  and  hopefulness,  that  made  dark 
times  bright  and  changed  despondent  moods.  « 

Her  life-work  as  a  teacher  will  bear  close  inspection  as  to  wide 
influences  for  good^and  the  results  merit  the  plaudit :  **  Well 
done."  We  who  remain  will  take  heart  and  comfort  from  her 
life,  feeling  that  the  continuance  in  well-doing  will  bring  strength 
and  the  i-eward  of  divine  approval.

Mr.  Shoemaker,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  reported  verbally 
that  the  application  could  not  be  granted  from  lack  of  funds. 

Application  to  the  Regents  of  the  University. 

The  Board  adopted  the  application  for  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  ($300)  for  the  purpqse  of  buying  books  and  appara- 
tus, and  ordered  the  same  properly  transmitted  to  the  Regents  of 
the  Univei'sity. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Miss  Ida  J.  BuUis,  of 
School  No.  22,  asking  a  leave  of  absence  till  February  1,  1895.

Resolutions. 
By  Mr.  Bendell :

report  to  this  Board,  as  soon  as  practicable,  how  the  expenses  of 
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conducting  the  public  schools  of  this  city  can  be  reduced,  either 
by  the  consolidation  of  classes,  the  discharge  of  teachers,  the  re- 
duction of  salaries,  the  changing  of  school,  grades,  or  in  any  way 
tending  to  a  more  economical  administration  of  the  public  school 
system. 

Adopted. 

By  Mr.  Lynch : 

Resolved,  That  the  Building  Committee  be  instructed  to  have 
the  i-oof  of  School  No.  6  repaired  immediately ;  also,  to  have 
shaking-grates  placed  in  the  furnaces  at  School  No.  21. 

Adopted. 

By  Mr.  Lynch : 

Resolved^  That  a  fii-eman  be  employed  to  assist  the  engineer  of 
the  High  School  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  four  months  from 
Januai*y  10,  1895,  who  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars 
per  month  ;  and  that  an  assistant  to  the  Janitor  at  School  No.  6 
be  employed  for  the  time  above  stated,  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  dollars  per  month. 

Adopted,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Shoemaker. 


Mr.  Lynch,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  made  a 
verbal  report  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  a  new  heaterfor  School 
No.  8.  He  presented  a  bid  from  Kerwin  Bros,  offering  to  furnish 
the  "  Boynton  "  furnace  for  the  sum  of  $110,  and  one  from  Ed- 
ward Gorman  offering  to  furnish  the  **  Palace  Queen  "  furnace  for 
the  sum  of  $125.  He,  also,  read  a  letter  from  Prof.  Sherwood, 
Principal  of  School  No.  8,  commending  the  latter  furnace,  and 
moved  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  Edward  Gorman  for  the 
sum  of  $125. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Ruso  offered  the  following,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Instruction  : 
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Albany,  January  8,  1895. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Albany  School  Board  : 

Gentlemen — -I  eartiestly  request  that  you  will  consider  the 
matter  of  a  change  of  drawing  books,  recommended  to  you  in  my 
last  report  to  the  Superintendent,  and  submitted  to  your  body. 
I  want  the  White's  *'New  Course  in  Ait  Instruction  "adopted  for 
the  lower  schools,  to  go  into  use  as  soon  Jis  practicable  ;  and  the  • 
'* Educational  and  Industrial  Drawing"  adopted  for  the  High 
School  classes. 

The  White  system  conforms  perfectly  with  the  course  laid  out 
by  the  state  and  is  indoi'sed  by  the  State  Director  of  Drawing. 
Its  principal  features  include  drawing  from  the  objects,  modeling, 
color  and  making,  which  are  not  embodied  in  the  system  now  in 
use.  The  only  reason  why  I  ask  for  a  separate  system  for  the 
High  School  is  that  the  White  system  is  not  sufficiently  advanced 
for  High  School  grades. 

Kindly  give  this  matter  your  imme<liate  attention.

Special  Committee. 

President  Learned,  on  behalf  of  the  special  committee  appointed 
to  report  on  the  action  of  the  Common  Council  in  relation  to  the 
budget,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Albany,  January  22,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  communication  of 
the  Common  Council  containing  the  resolution  adopted  by  it  No- 
vember 20,  1894,  respectfully  reports  : 

By  chapter  171  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  a  restriction  which  pre- 
viously existed  was  taken  away.  That  restriction  prevented  the 
Common  Council  from  making  changes,  in  the  budget  sent  to 
them,  in  respect  to  the  appropriations  for  public  schools  and  for 
some  other  purposes. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  therefore,  the  Common  Council  is  au- 
thorized to  adopt  the  budget  presented  by  the  Board  of  Finance 
'*  with  such  changes  and  amendments  as  shall  seem  to  it  proper,'' 
except  that  no  changes  are  to  be  made  in  the  itenois  relating  to  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  debt  or  of  the  sinking  fund. 

The  Common  Council,  by  their  resolution  of  November  20, 
1894,  reduced  the  appropriations  of  this  Board  as  follows ; 

For   teachers'   salaries,    from   $138,050   to   $136,050 
Repairs  and  heaters,  12 ,  000   to        10 ,  000 

School  furniture,  2,600   to  500 
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They  added  an  item,  viz.  : 

Addition  to  School  No.  21 $6,000  00 

making,  therefore,  the  aggregate  as  it  was  before,  $193,310. 

Under  title  VIII,  section  6,  of  the  charter,  therefore,  as  thus 
amended,  the  action  of  the  Common  Council,  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  stands  as  the  budget  for  the  purposes  of  our  Board. 

By  title  VI,  section  16,  it  is  not  lawful  for  the  Chamberlain  to 
apply  money  collected  or  appropriated  for  one  purpose  to  any 
other  purpose.  Of  coui*se,  this  word  **  purpose''  may  have  a 
broad  or  a  restricted  meaning. 

By  title  VIII,  section  8,  this  Board  is  to  certify  **  the  several 
purposes  for  which,  and  the  amounts  in  which,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary that  money  should  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  purposes  of  said 
Board."  Evidently,  therefore,  each  of  the  several  items  of  the 
budget  is  a  distiuGt  pu7*pose  for  which  money  is  to  be  raised.  It 
is  intended  that  the  Board  should  give  in  detail  the-  amounts 
needed  lor  each  '^purpose.^^ 

These  amounts  having  now,  in  three  instances,  been  reduced, 
we  shall  be  limited  to  those  reduced  amounts,  viz. : 

Teachers'  salaries $136 ,050 

Repairs  and  heaters 10 ,000 

School  furnitnie 500 

If  these  prove  insufficient,  we  have  no  remedy.  The  schools 
must  get  on  as  well  as  they  can.     Title  III,  section  37. 

As  to  the  item  which  hjis  been  added  by  the  Common  Council, 
viz.  :  $6,000,  for  an  addition  to  School  No.  21,  it  will  be  for  this 
Board  to  consider  whether  such  an  addition  is  desirable  or  not. 

We  do  not  think  that  the  appropriation  in  the  budget  requires 
us  to  expend  this  money  in  building  this  addition.  If  we  do  not 
think  it  wise  to  make  an  addition  to  School  No.  21,  the  money 
ought  not  to  be  expended  for  that  purpose  nor  for  any  other. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  expenditures  of  the  three 
reduced  items  be  kept  strictly  within  the  amounts  to  which  they 
were  reduced.

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Albany,  January  24,  1895. 
Hon.  William  L.  Learned, 

Prest.  Board  Public  Instruction,  Albany  : 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  letter,  relating  to  the  acts  of  the 
Common  Council,  when  that  body  had  under  consideration  the 
annual  tax  budget  and  the  appropriations  for  the  use  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  city  government,  for  the  coming  year,  I 
would  respectfully  say  that  I  find  that  the  Board  of  Public  In- 
struction has,  in  connection  with  the  preparation  and  adoption  of 
the  annual  tax  budget,  two  requirements  imposed  upon  it  by  the 
statute. 

The  first  is,  to  certify  to  the  Finance  Committee  on  or  before 
November  1,  in  each  year,  in  detail,  the  several  purposes  for 
which,  and  the  amonnts  in  which,  it  will  be  necessary  that  money 
shall  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Public  In- 
struction, and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Board  to  insert  such 
an  amount,  without  change,  in  the  city  tax  budget  to  be  prepared 
by  it.     Section  8,  title  8,  city  charter,  as  amended. 

Second.  The  Board  of  Public  Instruction  shall,  on  or  before 
the  fii-st  day  of  November,  in  each  year,  certify  to  the  Common 
Council  the  amount  of  money  which  will  be  required  for  school 
purposes  the  ensuing  year,  in  addition  to  the  public  money,  speci- 
fying the  several  purposes  for  which  the  same  will  be  required 
and  the  amount  for  each.     Section  15,  chapter  444,  laws  1866. 

In  each  case  it  is  not  sufficient,  under  the  law,  that  the  Board 
should  certify  the  amount  which  will  be  required  for  school  pur- 
poses, but  it  nmst  certify  and  state  in  detail  the  several  purposes 
for  which  these  amoiuits  are  required. 

The  city  tax  budget,  which  must  include  all  sums  which  will 
be  required  for  all,  each  and  every  municipal  purpose  during  the 
coming  year,  is  reported  by  the  Board  of  Finance  to  the  Common 
Coimcil,  and  in  this  report  there  must  be  specified  the  several 
purposes  for  which  money  should  be  raised  and  the  amount  re- 
quired for  each  purpose,  and  the  Common  Council  must  consider 
and  adopt  the  same,  with  such  changes  and  amendments  as  shall 
seem  to  it  proper.  Section  6  of  title  8  of  the  city  charter,  as 
amended  by  chapter  635  of  the  laws  of  1886,  and  by  chapter  171 
of  the  laws  of  1892. 

Before  the  amendment  of  this  section,  by  the  law  of  1892,  the 
Common  Council,  in  eflfect,  had  no  power  to  alter,  modify  or 
change  the  school  budget.  Under  the  law  as  it  stood  before  the 
amendment  referred  to,  any  item  of  appropriation  for  the  Board 
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of  Public  Instruction  might  be  objected  to  or  reduced  by  the 
Mayor,  but  if  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction  should  vote  in  favor  of  the  original  item,  so 
objected  to  or  reduced,  and  the  Board  should  notify  the  Mayor 
and  the  Common  Council  of  such  vote,  such  original  item  must 
be  included  in  the  annual  tax  budget  notwithstanding  the  objec- 
tion of  the  Mayor. 

To  me  it  seems  as  if  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
give  to  the  Common  Council  the  power  which  they  did  not  have 
under  the  law  as  it  stood  previous  to  1892,  that  is,  the  power  to 
consider  the  several  items  making  up  the  annual  school  budget 
and  make  such  changes  and  amendments  as  shall  seem  to  it 
proper.  This  act  of  the  Common  Council,  of  course,  under  the 
law,  must  be  approved  by  the  Mayor.  So  that,  inider  the  law, 
we  have  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  certifying  the  amount 
that,  in  their  opinion,  they  desire,  giving  all  details  of  amounts 
required,  and  the  Common  Council  reviewing  the  siime  and  making 
such  changes  and  amendments  as  shall,  to  the  Common  Council, 
seem  proper,  and  the  Mayor  reviewing  the  act  of  the  Common 
Council. 

The  act  of  the  Common  Council  in  fixing  the  items  is,  as  I  have 
l)efore  stated,  subject  to  review  by  the  Mayor,  and  under  the  law 
he  has  the  power  to  object  to  one  or  more  and  to  each  of  the 
items  of  the  annual  tjix  budget  or  may  reduce  the  amount  thereof, 
while  approving  of  the  other  portions  of  the  budget.  If  any  item 
is  objected  to  it  does  not  take  eflect,  or  if  reduced  it  takes  effect 
only  to  the  amount  to  which  it  is  reduced  unless  approved  by  a 
four-fifths  vote  of  the  Common  Council.  Section  11,  title  3,  of 
the  city  charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  286  of  the  laws  of 
1891. 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  refer  to  the  several  statutes  govern- 
ing the  preparation  and  final  adoption  of  the  city  tjix  budget,  with 
which,  no  doubt,  you  are  familiar,  but  to  me,  read  together,  they 
indicate  that  the  intention  that  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  in 
the  first  instance  shall  certify  the  amount  which,  in  their  opinion, 
is  required  to  conduct  the  school  system  for  the  coming  year,  but 
that,  after  such  certification,  the  function  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  ceases  so  .  far  as  the  appropriation  of  the  several 
amounts  required  for  school  pui*poses  is  concerned,  and  that  there 
after  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  Mayor  to  fix 
and  determine  what  amount  shall  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned. 
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Under  the  law,  as  it  existed  previous  to  the  amendment  referred 
to,  the  fixing  of  the  amount  required  was  practically  left  with  the 
School  Board,  that  Board  having  the  power  of  overriding  the 
Mayor's  veto  and  the  Common  Council  having  no  voice  in  the 
fixing  of  the  amount  to  be  used  for  school  purposes.  The  change 
in  the  law  took  from  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  this  power 
and  requires  of  that  Board,  as  it  does  of  every  other  board,  only 
a  certification  as  to  the  amount  necessaiy  to  be  used  and  vests  in 
other  branches  of  the  city  government  the  power  finally  to  say 
.  what  that  amount  shall  be. 
I  I  come  now  to  the  consideration  of  your  inquiry  as  to  whether 

in  the  use  of  the  money  appropriated  the  Board  is,  limited  to  the 
use  of  the  amounts  to  which  the  Common  Council  reduced  two 
of  the  iti*ms.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  is  thus  limited. 
Moneys  collected  by  tax  or  otherwise  for  the  expenses  of  the  city 
government  or  for  any  specific  puipose  or  object  whatever,  shall 
be  applied  by  the  Chamberlain  to  the  payment  of  such  expenses, 
and  for  such  purposes  or  object,  and  to  no  other.  Section  16, 
title  6,  of  the  city  charter. 

I  think  that  the  last  statement  also  answers  your  questions  as  to 
whether  the  Board  could  pay  any  deficiency  which  might  arise 
on  teachers'  salaries  account  from  any  other  source. 

I  have  been  informed  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  a  deficiency 
upon  the  teachei^s'  salaries  account,  and  with  no  idea  of  advising 
you  as  to  the  conditions  existing,  but  simply  that  you  may  have 
the  same  information  which  I  have,  I  will  say  that  the  informa- 
tion which  comes  to  me  is  as  follows  : 

Amount  of  teachers'  salaries  as  repoiled  Octo- 
ber 1,  1894  (which  has  probably  not  been  |in- 
creased) $180,610  00 

Less  estimated  appoilionment  from  the  State  and 
Regents,  applied  to  the  payment  of  teachers'

Amount  required $136,110  00 

Amount  ot  budget $136,050  00 

Balance  on  hand  to  teachers'  salaries  account,  Jan. 

1,  1895 1,043  30 

Amount  thus  available $137,098  30 
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111  addition  to  the  above,  tuition  fees  received  from  non-resi- 
dent pupils,  which  amounted  last  year  to  $2,000,  can  be  used  to 
pay  teachers'  salaries. 

Lastly,  I  do  not  think  the  Board  is  required  to  expend  the 
money  appropriated  for  a  purpose,  not  in  their  budget,  for  the 
purposes  specified  by  the  Common  Council.  In  other  words,  if, 
in  the  opinion'of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  it  is  not  neces- 
saiy  to  make  an  addition  to  School  No.  21,  I  know  of  no  power 
or  authority  vested  in  the  Common  Council  which  can  compel 
the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  to  make  such  addition  and  ex- 
pend the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Common  Council  for  that 
puipose.

An  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  correct  answers  to  be 
accepted  for  admission  ;  provided  that  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  be 
attained  in  each  subject. 

Resolved,  That  candidates  for  admission  to  the  High  School, 
who  have  been  attending  other  than  the  public  schools  of  this  city, 
be  admitted  upon  meeting  the  conditions  pi^escribed  in  the  fore- 
going resolution,  or  upon  presenting  a  Regent's  Pi-eliminary  Cer- 
tificate, and  a  Regents  pass-card  in  American  History  ;  provided 
that  applicants  for  admission,  not  able  to  attend  the  examinations 
above  provided  for  on  account  of  personal  illness,  or  for  some 
other  equally  good  reason,  may  be  specially  examined  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  upon  test-papers  of  equal  difficulty  with 
those  submitted  to  the  public  school  pupils,  and  such  applicants 
shall  be  admitted  only  on  attaining  the  average  per  cent,  of  cor- 
rect answers  required  of  said  public  school  pupils.

(30)  pupils  who,  at  the  request  of  their  parents — either  on  account 
of  poor  health  or  because  of  inability  to  perform  the  full  amount 
of  work  required  in  the  counse — have  been  allowed  to  drop  a 
study.  Three  (3)  other  pupils  who,  from  sickness  or  because  of 
conditions,  were  unable  to  graduate  last  year  are  taking  the 
studies  necessary  to  enable  them  to  graduate  this  year.  Three  (3) 
graduates  of  the  Albany  High  School  and  four  (4)  graduates  of 
other  High  Schools  are  taking  studies  which  were  not  included  in 
the  coui^ses  in  which  they  graduated.  * 

I  desire  further  to  state  that  no  such  course  of  study  as  a  *<  par- 
tial course"  or  **  special  course  "has  an  existence  in  the  High 
School.     The  only  courses  of  study  known  in  the  school  are  those 
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prescrilied  by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction.  The  only  classes 
in  existence  in  the  school  are  those  authorized  by  the  Board.  No 
classes  have  ever  been  formed  for  those  doing  incomplete  work,  and 
no  pupils  are  ever  recommended  for  graduation  except  upon  com- 
pletion of  one  of  the  courses  prescribed  bj*^  the  Board.  Everyone  of 
the  forty  (40)  pupils  referred  to  in  this  report — with  the  exception 
of  one  tuition  scholar — is  a  resident  of  Albany,  of  legal  school 
age,  and  has  been  admitted  to  the  school  under  the  rules  established 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  as  I  understand  them.

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Your  Committee  on  Library  respectfully  represents  that  in 
order  to  render  the  library  as  serviceable  as  it  should  be  to  those 
entitled  to  its  use,  it  will  be  necessary  to  re-incorporate  with  the 
school  librai^y  the  books  separated  therefrom  by  direction  of  the 
Board  two  yeais  ago.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  April,  1893, 
the  Committee  on  Instruction  reported  that  in  accordance  with  a 
reeolution  adopted  in  the  preceding  Januaiy  and  under  the  au- 
thority of  chapter  573,  Laws  of  1892,  a  separation  of  the  books 
designed  for  the  school  library  alone  from  those  proposed  to  be 
used  for  a  free  public  library  had  been  completed. 

It  was  ascei-tsiiued  immediately  thereafter  that  before  this  Board 
could  esteiblish  a  free  public  library  with  the  books  thus  set  a[mrt, 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  must  be  obtained, 
and  a  resolution  was  adopted  asking  the  Common  Council  to  give 
its  consent  to  the  transfer  of  such  books  to  a  board  of  trustees 
thereafter  to  be  appointed.  Although  repeated  and  strenuous 
efibi'ts  were  made  to  {)r<)cure  a  favorable  consideration  of  this 
proposition,  all  such  efforts  utterly  failed  and  the  Common  Coun- 
cil practically  refused  to  give  its  consent  to  such  action.  Since 
that  time,  the  public  has  been  allowed  to  borrow  and  use  the 
books  set  apart  as  above  described,  but  this  Board  has  not  been 
able  to  purchase  any  additional  books  and  in  consequence  thereof, 
the  circulating  portion  of  the  libraiy  has  rapidly  deteiiorated  and 
will  inevitably  soon  be  worn  out  by  use. 

After  giving  this  matter  careful  consideration,  your  committee 
has  determined  to  recommend  that  this  Board  give  up  the  project 
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of  trying  to  establish  a  free  public  library,  and  in  place  thereof  to 
make  a  public  school  library  of  the  entire  store  of  books  in  its 
charge.  Although  such  action  will  confine  the  use  of  these  books 
to  the  pupils,  teachers  and  officers  of  the  schools,  ncveitheless 
your  committee  believes  that  practically  the  library  will  be  used 
by  just  as  many  pei-sons  as  heretofore,  since  the  pupils  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  are  the  representatives  of  so  many  families  scattered 
over  the  entire  territory  of  the  city 'that  certainly  a  very  large 
majority  of  our  citizens  will  have  the  use  of  these  books  if  they 
desire.  Furthermore,  the  Board  will  be  able  by  the  arrangement 
recommended  to  add  constantly  fresh  books  to  the  circulating 
portion  of  the  library  by  the  use  of  the  funds  which  will  be  de- 
rived every  year  from  the  state  and  city.

A  century  of  magnificent  achievement  in  public  education  in 
this  State  will  be  completed  on  Tuesday  next,  April  9,  the  anni- 
vei-aary  of  the  signing  by  Governor  George  Clinton  of  chapter  75 
of  the  Laws  of  1795,  entitled  *'  An  act  for  the  encouragement  of 
schools,"  passed  by  the  legislature  of  that  year  upon  the  Gov- 
ernor's i*ecommendation. 

The  commanding  position  held  by  our  State  in  commerce, 
manufactures,  science,  the  arts,  agriculture   and   hi   educational 
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progress,  is  largely  the  result  of  the  wise  aud  liberal  policy  of  our 
successive  State  administratious  toward  the  common  schools. 

One  hundred  yeare  of  energetic  and  successful  educational 
effoit  has  followed  that  important  measure,  and  besirs  abundant 
testimony  to  the  wise  discernment  of  the  first  Govei'nor  of  the 
commonwealth  and  to  the  loynlty  of  the  people  who  supi3oi'ted 
his  purpose  in  making  the  fii'st  generous  provision  for  carrying 
his  views  into  effect. 

If  we  of  to-day  emulate  that  devotion  to  the  instruction  of  our 
youth  which  characterized  the  founder  of  the  system  ^nd  ipakfs 
this  annivei*sary  conspicuous  in  our  annals,  those  who  follow  in 
the  century  to  come  will  write  our  names,  as  we  now  write  those 
of  1795,  with  grateful  remembrance  in  the  history  of  education 
in  the  State  of  New  York.  It  will  increase  the  regard  in  which 
those  who  laid  the  foundations  of  our  educationals  ystem  are  held 
if,  on  Tuesday  next,  we  commemorate  in  some  fitting  manner 
their  services  aud  recount  the  blessings  reaped  from  their  labors. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  to  all  principals,  teachera  and  others 
in  authority  in  the  schools,  academies  and  colleges  throughout 
the  State,  that  they  devote  some  portion,  at  least,  of  that  day  to 
appropriate  exercises  by  the  pupils,  their  officei's  and  friends,  in 
recognition  of  this  important  annivei'sary.

To  Schcol  Commissioners  and  City  Superintendents: 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  law,  approved  by  the 
Governor  April  3,  being  Chapter  222  of  the  laws  of  1895 : 

AN   ACT  to  provide  for  the  purchase  and   display   of  United 
States  flags  in  connection  with  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

SEcnoN  1.  The  school  authorities  of  every  public  school  in 
the  several  cities  and  school  districts  of  this  State  shall  purchase 
a  United  States  flag,  flagstafi^  and  the  necessary  appliances  there- 
for, and  shall  display  such  flag  upon  or  near  the  public  school 
building  during  school  houre,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  school 
authorities  may  direct.  The  necessary  funds  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense incurred  by  this  act  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  moneys  for  public  school  purposes  are  now  raised 
by  law. 

City  Superintendents  will  call  the  attention  of  their  boards  of 
education  to  this  matter,  and  School  Commissioners  will  notify 
trustees  by  circular  or  letter  of  the  requirements  of  the  act.  In 
very  many  cities  and  school  districts  this  law  has  been  anticipated, 
through  the  patriotism  and  generosity  of  membei-s  of  Grand  Army 
posts  and  other  citizens.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  object  is 
very  commendable,  and  aims  at  proper  attention  to  patriotic  edu- 
cation in  all  our  schools.  It  is  an  important  step  in  the  direction 
of  education  for  citizenship. 

The  law  carries  with  it  no  specific  regulations.  These  must  be 
left  to  the  judgment  of  local  school  authorities.  Boards  of  edu- 
cation in  cities  are  authorized  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act.  In  all  school  districts  a  vote 
of  the  inhabitants  qualified  to  vote  at  school  meetings  will  be  nec- 
essary to  authorize  the  expense  to  be  incurred.  Trustees  should 
be  warned  against  misrepresentations  of  canvassers  who  may  de- 
sire to  dispose  of  flags  of  poor  material  at  unreasonable  prices. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  has  taken  measures  to 
ascertain  the  sizes  and  prices  of  good  bunting  flags,  and  will  cheer- 
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fully  give  school  officers  reliable  iiifoiination  concerning  the  mat- 
ter. The  United  States  military  regulations  recognize  only  these 
standard  sizes,  viz.: 

1.  The  Garrison  flag,  36  feet  by  20  feeU 

2.  The  Post  flag,  20  feet  by  10  feet. 

3.  The  Storm  flag,  8  feet  by  4  feet  2  inches. 

It  is  plain  that  few  school  districts  will  require  the  fii*st  two  sizes 
here  given,  and  other  sizes  will  no  doubt  be  required,  and  can  be 
readily  furaished.  The  flagstaff^  should  he  about  twenty  feet 
high,  if  placed  on  the  top  of  a  building,  and  high  enough  to  raise 
the  flag  considerably  above  the  roof  of  the  building,  if  raised  from 
the  ground.  The  height  of  the  staff  is  largely  a  matter  of  taste 
and  judgment  to  be  decided  by  each  locality. 

The  intent  of  the  law  is  to  display  the  flag  during  school  houi^) 
in  favorable  weather.  It  should  not  be  displayed  in  stormy  or 
threaltening  weather,  and  at  such  times  it  may  properly  be  hung 
conspicuously  in  the  school  room.  It  need  hardly  be  urged  that 
attention  be  given  to  a  proper  display  of  the  flag  on  national  and 
state  holidays,  and  on  such  special  school  days  as  may  interest 
teachers  and  children.  Birthdays  of  prominent  educators,  authoi-s, 
statesmen  and  generals  may  properly  be  noted. 

It  will  add  to  the  intei'estof  pupils  if  one  or  more  of  their  num- 
ber be  selected  each  month  to  have  charge  of  the  flag,  and  to  sec 
that  it  is  properly  displayed  and  cared  for. 

In  many  localities  it  will  no  doubt  be  found  possible  to  provide 
for  all  necessary  expense  by  voluntary  contributions.  Wherever 
practicable,  this  plan  should  be  encouraged.

Sib — I  have  long  de^ii^ed  to  collect  in  the  museum  of  this  Bu- 
reau as  many  photographs  as  possible  of  schools  in  the  seveml 
counties  of  the  several  States,  each  photograph  to  show  the  fapade 
or  some  view  of  the  school  building  with  the  pupils  and  teachers 
grouped  in  front  in  such  a  way  that,  one  can  study  costumes  and 
to  some  extent  the  expressions  of  the  faces.  I  think  that  any 
State  that  would  present  a  complete  set  of  such  photographs  of 
all  its  schools  would  make  an  exhibit  that  wou!d  be  more  instruct- 
ive than  any  other  exhibit  of  education  that  has  as  yet  been  made. 
We  are  preparing  an  exhibit  of  this  Bureau  for  the  Atlanta  Ex- 
position, to  be  opened  in  September,  and  I  wish  that  you  could 
furnish  me  with  as  many  photographs  of  the  schools  of  your  State 
as  you  can,  the  same  to  become  a  |)ermanent  part  of  the  museum 
of  this  Bureau. 

A  photographic  firm  in  Danville,  111.  (Messrs.  Jenkins  Brothers), 
has  been  making  a  tour  through  the  western  country  taking  pho- 
tographs of  schools,  and  I  have  obtained  a  large  number  of  pic- 
tures of  the  schools  of  Texas  taken  by  this  firm,  some  also  from 
other  States. 

One  noteworthy  thing  that  would  be  shown  by  the  exhibit,  I 
think,  is  this :  The  uniformity  of  the  States  as  regards  provisions 
for  school  buildings,  and  as  regards  pei*sonal  appearance  in  mat- 
tei*s  of  clothing  and  facial  ^expression  of  pupils  and  teachei's. 
Peraons  from  Europe  frequently  say  on  being  shown  a  picture  of 
a  school  in  one  of  our  cities  :  **  Yes,  but  this  is  no  fair  specimen 
of  the  schools  of  the  United  States."  The  good  appearance  of 
school  buildings,  the  presentable  characteristics  of  dress,  intelligent 
expi*ession  of  countenance,  and  such  mattei's,  would  appear  in 
every  State  if  photographed.  But  the  exhibit  ought  to  contain 
pictures  of  all  the  schools  in  a  State,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  such 
an  exhibit  ought  to  be  at  the  capital  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Superintendent  as  an  object  lesson  to  the  legislature.  Upon  occa- 
sion there  could  be  shown  a  hundred  rural  schools  in  some  county  ; 
perhaps  in  some  cases  the  buildings  woi'se  than  the  barns  of  the 
coQnty.  The  negative  side  must  be  shown  as  well  as  the  positive 
side. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  an  expression  of  your  views  on 
this  subject  and  for  any  assistance  that  you  may  give  toward  pro- 
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viding  the  museum  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  with  illustrations

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  note  the  comparatively  large  in- 
crease in  attendance,  amounting  to  nearly  twenty  per  cent,  more 
than  the  attendance  during  the  simie  period  in  1893. «  Principal 
Howe,  of  Evening  School  No.  1,  says  in  his  report  just  rendered  : 

'^  If  these  schools  were  continued  through  the  winter  under 
principals  not  engaged  in  the  day  schools,  with  a  regular  course 
of  study  ending  with  a  regular  examination  and  a  High  School  or 
Begents'  certificate,  I  think  the  attendance  could  be  kept  up  and 
their  effectiveness  very  much  increased." 
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Your  committee  believes  that  this  conclusion  is  a  con-ect  one, 
and,  since  enough  money  is  now  on  hand  to  provide  for  coutinn- 
ing  the  schools  from  September  to  January  next,  and  a  sufficient 
amount  might  be  placed  in  the  next  budget  to  cover  the  entire 
year,  it  is  practicable  to  carry  on  a  continuous  evening  school  in 
Albany  as  has  been  done  very  successfully  in  San  Francisco  for 
some  years.  But  in  order  to  make  these  schools  thoroughly  prof- 
itable, it  will  be  necessary,  as  Mr.  Howe  suggests,  to  employ  prin- 
cipals and  teachers  who  are  not  engaged  in  day  school  work,  and 
to  pay  them  enough  to  enable  them  to  devote  their  entire  time  to 
this  work,  since  in  order  to  have  thorough  work  done  in  the  even- 
ing schools  as  well  as  in  the  day  schools,  ccmsiderable  time  must 
be  given  for  the  preparation  of  the  exercises. 

The  practice  of  appointing  the  assistant  teachei-s  of  evening 
schools  from  the  head  of  the  Merit  List  has  proved  enlii-ely  satis- 
factoiy.  The  experience  of  the  past  twenty-five  yeai-s  affords'  no 
other  instances  where  so  good  work  has  been  done  as  during  the 
past  three  years,  and  this  is  largely  owing  to  the  high  quality  of 
the  teaching  service  given  by  the  assistants.  These  teachei-s  have 
all  gi*aduates  of  our  Teachers'  Training  Class  and  their  success 
has  been  largely  due  to  the  excellent  pi*eparation  for  the  practical 
work  of  teaching  furnished  them  by  the  Board.  Thei-e  will  be, 
thei*efore,  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  supply  of  competent 
assistsmts  in  the  evening  as  well  as  in  the  day  schools,  i\a  long  as 
the  Training  School  continues  its  l>eneficent  work.  Competent 
principals  of  evening  schools,  not  engaged  in  day  school  work, 
cannot  be  so  easily  provided,  unless  the  pay  l>e  made  adequate  to 
the  needs  and  deserts  of  experienced  and  skillful  teachers. 

It  is  possible  that  the  effect  of  the  compulsory  law  will  be  to 
reduce  the  number  attending  the  evening  schools,  as  all  between 
12  and  14  years  of  age  must  attend  the  day  schools  for  sixteen 
weeks,  or  nearly  one-half  the  school  year.  The  fact  that  the 
compulsory  law  docs  not  makq  any  allowance  for  attendance  upon 
evening  schools  in  the  case  of  pupils  between  12  and  14  yem-a  of 
age,  is  likely  to  send  all  of  this  class  of  pupils  into  the  day  schools 
for  the  required  time  at  the  beginning  of  each  j^ear.  Should  this 
prove  to  be  so,  the  older  pupils,  who  now  attend  evening  schools, 
would  be  likely  to  desii-e  to  pursue  the  moi-e  advanced  branches, 
as  suggested  by  Mr.  Howe.  This,  can,  however,  be  determined 
only  by  awaiting  the  experience  of  the  next  term.  Your  commit- 
tee would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  evening  schools  be 
opened  on  September  23,  1895,  upon  the  same  plan  as  has  ob- 
tained for  the  past  five  years. 
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Your  committee  regrets  the  intimation  contained  in  what  Prof. 
Howe  says,  namely,  that  he  is  not  inclined  to  serve  as  Principal 
another  year,  and  desires  to  i*ecord  here  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  work  of  organization  and  instruction  performed  by  Mr. 
Howe  during  his  management  of  Evening  School  No.  1.

Reports  of  Committees 

Mr.  Ruso,  on  l>ehalf  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  and  resolutions  : 

.  Change  of  a  Text-book. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

Several  months  since,  a  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Instruction  in  regard  to  introducing  Melcalfs  Grammar  in 
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the  Gi'aninmr  Schools.  Your  committee  has  made  a  cai'eful  in- 
vebtigutiou  of  the  subject,  and  find  that  theix)  has  been  considerable 
dissatisfaction  with  the  text-book  in  grammar  now  in  use  in  our 
schools.  For  the  preliminary  work  we  have  the  language  tablets 
prepared  by  Prof.  Gilbert  of  our  High  School,  which  seem  to  meet 
the  i-equirenieuts  of  the  children  in  the  lower  grades,  but  in  the 
last  three  grades  of  the  grammar  course  the  book  now  in  use,  en- 
titled **  A  One  Book  Coiii-se  in  English,"  has  not  been  satisfactory 
to  the  teachers.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  Princi- 
pals of  the  Grammar  Schools  as  to  the  merits  of  the  book  refer- 
red to  in  the  resolution  of  Commissioner  Shoemaker  (introduced 
March  26,  1895,  and  printed  on  page  52  of  the  current  minutes), 
a  letter  was  addressed  to  each  Principal,  asking  him  to  give  his 
opinion  of  the  book.  In  a  majority  of  cases  the  opinion  was 
favorable,  in  one  or  two  cases  there  was  a  qualified  approval,  and 
iu  one  instance  an  advei'se  opinion. 

Your  committee  also  ascertained  that  in  three  schools  Met- 
calfs  Grammar  had  been  in  use  in  the  class  room  for  several 
weeks,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Principals  of  such  schools  was 
supplemented  by  the  opinion  of  the  teachers  in  whose  rooms  the 
books  had  been  used,  and  in  each  case  the  opinion  was  favorable 
to  the  book. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  several  other 
grammars,  such  as  Lessons  in  English,  published  by  D.  C.  Heath 
&  Co.,  Pattei«on's  Elements  of  Grammar,  published  by  Sheldon 
k  Co.,  Maxwell's  Lessons  in  Grammar,  published  by  the  Ameri- 
can Book  Co.,  Whitney  &  Lockwood's  English  Grammar  and  Tar- 
bell's  Language  Series,  published  by  Ginn  &  Co.,  and  Elements 
of  Composition  .and  Grammar,  published  by  Leach,  Shewall  & 
Co.  Each  of  these  books  has  some  paiticular  point  of  merit, 
some  running  exclusively  to  technical  grammar,  others  to  compo- 
sition, and  others  to  a  combination  of  the  two.  After  considering 
the  points  of  merit  in  each  book,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  Metcalfs  Grammar  for  use  in  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth-year  grades  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

ADDiTioNAii  Substitutes. 

During  the  past  year  some  of  our  schools  have  been  seriously 
handicapped  in  not  being  able  to  secure  substitutes  at  times  when 
the  regular  teachers  were  absent,  owing  to  the  insufiScient  number 
of  substitutes  stationed  at  the  various  schools.  In  view  of  that 
fact,  your  committee  have  concluded  to  recommend  that  four  ad- 
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ditional substituten  be  placed  on  the  list;  one  to  be  stationed  at 
School  No.  5,  one  at  School  No.  11,  one  at  School  No.  14,  and 
one  at  School  No.  21. 


Transfeb  of  Teaohebs. 

The  necessity  of  strengthening  the  teaching  force  in  School  No. 
24  has  been  evident  for  some  time.  Inasmuch  as  that  school  is 
used  as'a  Training  School  for  those  desiring  to  become  teachers, 
it  is  important  that  the  best  talent  in  the  city  should  )>e  located 
at  that  school.  Owing  to  vacancies  caused  by  resignations,  sev- 
eral new  and  comparatively  inexperienced  teachers  have  been 
placed  in  School  No.  24,  and  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  school  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  your  com- 
mittee have  decided  to  i*ecom'mend  that  certain  tra^sfei*s  should 
be  made  in  order  that  our  best  teachers  may  be  located  in  that 
school.  We  believe  the  change  will  be  u  judicious  one,  and  will 
result  in  a  decided  improvement  in  the  school  itself,  and  will 
afford  the  Training  Class  better  opportunities  for  observing  the  best 
forms  of  teaching. 


Drawing  Master^s  Request. 

It  has  been  impossible  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  for  the 
Drawing  Master  to  give  the  attention  to  the  various  schools  which 
he  desired,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  time  required  in  the 
High  School  on  account  of  the  introduction  of  a  new  system  of 
drawing.  A  request  has  been  made  for  an  assistant  teacher  in 
drawing,  but  your  committee,  before  making  such  recommenda- 
tion, prefer  to  have  the  Drawing  Master  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  High  School  and  such  general  supervision  in  the  Grammar 
Schools  us  is  possible,  and  leave  the  supervision  of  drawing  iu 
the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  to  the  teachers  in  charge  of 
the  various  rooms. 


Substitution  of  a  New  Edition  of  a  Text-book. 

Bequest  has  been  made  that  substitution  of  the  later  edition  of 
CoUyar  &  Daniel's  Latin  Book  should  be  made  in  the  High  School 
for  the  edition  now  in  use.  Your  committee  think  the  suggestion 
a  wise  one,  and  recommend  the  change.

Greek  Histort. 

A  request  has  also  been  made  for  a  Greek  History  for  the  High 
School,  but  imismuch  as  no  books  have  been  submitted  to  your 
committee,  we  make  no  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  same. 

Suspension  of  a  Rule. 

Your  committee  also  recommend  that  section  56,  Article  VI,  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  suspended  for  the  purpose  that,  all 
pensons  heretofore  on  the  Merit  List,  who  have  been  given  an 
opportunity  to  teach  and  declined  the  same,  shall,  on  their  request, 
be  restoi-ed  to  the  Merit  List,  having  their  names  placed  at  the 
bottom  thei'eof.

Annexed  hereto  we  present  the  Merit  List  for  the  ensuing  year, 
having  given  to  all  those  now  on  the  Merit  List  who  have  been 
teaching,  and  who  have  furnished  evidence  to  the  committee  of 
having  been  successful  in  their  teaching  during  the  past  year,  five 
l)er  cent  additional,  placing  on  the  Merit  List  those  who  have  re- 
cently gi'aduated  from  the  Training  Class,  according  to  their  per-

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lynch,  Miss  Mary  F.  Ryan,  of  School  No, 
17,  was  tran&ferred  to  School  No.  21.

Mr.  Hall,  as  special  commissioner  of  School  No.  6,  reported 
verbally  that  he  was  unable  to  find  any  additional  accommoda- 
tions in  Schools  Nos.  7  and  22  which  would  relieve  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  School  No.  6,  and  that  he  had  determined 
that  no  change  of  boundary  lines  would  afford  relief,  He  had, 
therefore,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  nothing  could  be  done  to 
remedy  the  evil  except  to  increase  the  facilities  at  School  No.  6. 
This  could  be  done  by  providing  four  additional  school  rooms  in 
the  attic  story,  which  he  thought  could  be  done  at  an  expense  of 
five  or  six  thousand  dollars.  He  moved  that  the  whole  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  consideration  and  re- 
port in  connection  with  their  presentation  of  the  annual  budget.

Mr.  Bendell  moved  that  the  Committee  on .  Buildings  be 
directed  to  build  such  temporary  fences  at  School  No.  4  as  would 
prevent  the  perpetration  of  nuisances  complained  of  by  the  Prin- 
cipal of  that  school,  and  also  that  new  shades  be  provided  at 
School  No.  2  where  needed.

School  Census. 

The  following  circular  was  presented  by  Mr.  Hall,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Attendance  : 

State  of  New  York, 
Department  of  Public  Instuotion. 

Albany,  October  4,  1895. 
To  Cuy  and  Village  Superintendents : 

Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  me  by  chai)ter  550,  Laws 
of  1896,  entitled  **An  act  in  relation  to  a  biennial  school  census," 
I  have  caused  blanks  to  be  prepared  which  you  will  use  in  taking 
the  said  census.  These  blanks  will  l)e  bound  in  book  form,  each 
book  furnishing  space  for  twelve  hundred  names.  These  books 
will  be  ready  for  distribution  about  the  tenth  of  October,  and  will 
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be  furnished  you  in  such  numbers  as  you  shall  i*equire  at  cost. 
Please  forward  to  this  Department  at  once  your  estimate  of  the 
number  you  will  need,  and  make  a  remittance  sufficient  to  cover 
cost  of  same  at  30  cents  pei'  book.  The  books  will  then  be  shipped 
to  you,  express  paid  and  receipt  given. 

By  a  ruling  of  this  Department,  the  census  will  be  taken  in  all 
cities  and  also  in  hicorporated  villages  of  the  State  having  a  pop- 
ulation of  10,000  or  upwards.  Villages  claiming  a  population  of 
10,000  will  have  their  claims  taken  under  consideration.  The 
census  will  be  taken  between  the  fourteenth  and  thirty-fii-st  days 
of  October,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  enumerators  should  be  em- 
ployed to  faithfully  and  accurately  perform  the  required  work 
within  the  time  sj^ecified.  Enumeratoi-s  should  study  carefully 
instructions  given  on  the  **  Specimen  page ''  inserted  in  the  front 
of  each  book,  and  you  are  earnestly  requested  to  see  that  these  in- 
structions are  understood  and  followed. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  Boards  of  Educiition  wherever 
practicable  and  advisable  employ  the  moBt  efficient  teachers  con- 
nected with  their  public  schools  to  act  as  enumeratoi's,  pt'ovided 
the  time  in  which  the  census  is  to  be  taken  will  admit  of  it.  Each 
enumerator  should  be  required  after  conipleting  the  census  of  his 
district,  to  fill  out  the  **  Summary  "  in  the  back  of  his  book  or 
books,  and  make  affidavit  thereto  ;  and  a  careful  and  accunite 
summary  of  the  school  census  of  the  entire  city  or  village  should 
be  compiled  therefrom,  the  compilation  for  cities  being  extended 
by  wards  as  indicated  by  the  *^  Compilation  Blanks,"  which  will 
be  sent  you  with  the  census  books.  This  will  necessitate  the 
taking  of  the  census  by  wards,  and  care  should  be  exercised  in 
assigning  districts,  that  ward  lines  are  observed.  General  quali- 
fications requisite  for  appointment  as  enumemtors  are  good  pen- 
manship, accurate  spelling,  good  general  information,  sound  judgt 
ment  and  discretion.  In  certain  localities  special  qualifications 
may  be  essential.  Each  enumerator  will  be  entitled  to  not  less 
than  three  dollui*s  for  each  eight  horn's  of  service. 

The  appointment  of  these  enumerators  is  made  from  this  De- 
partment, and  you  will  please  have  your  Board  of  Education  sub- 
mit for  our  approval  their  recommendations  for  such  appoint- 
ment's as  soon  as  possible. 

The  expense  incurred  in  taking  this  census  will  be  a  charge 
against  the  villages  and  cities  respectively,  as  per  section  4  of  the 
law,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed.  The  books  in  which 
the  census  is  taken  will  be  the  property  of  the  city  or  village,  and 
should  be  filed  for  future  reference.     The  " Compilation  Blanks'* 
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will  be  sent  in  duplicate,  and  one  copy  must  be  returned  to  this 
office  as  soon  as  completed.

Resolved,  That  the  enumeratoi-s  of  the  school  census,  ap])ointed 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  550,  Laws  of  1895,  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  three  dolla]*8  ($3)  for  each  day  of  eight  hours  of  service, 
to  be  rendered  between  9  a.  m.  and  6  p.  M.,  the  term  of  total 
sei*vice  not  to  exceed  twelve  days,  on  the  ceitificate  of  the  State 
Superintendent  that  the  census  has  been  satisfactorily  taken  ;  the 
total  cost  to  be  paid  from  the  '*  Miscellaneous  Fund,"  or,  if  neces- 
sary, from  any  other  fund,  or  funds,  from  which  the  amount 
needed  can  be  properly  obtained  without  exhausting  such  fund  or 
funds.

Young  Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

In  the  absence  of  our  esteemed  and  honored  President  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  the  pleasant  duty  of 
congratulating  you  on  your  promotion  has  been  assigned  *  to  me. 

Commencement  day  is  a  glad  and  impressive  day ;  it  is  the 
end  of  a  long  and  hard  straggle  through  which  you  nave  success- 
fully passed. 

On  this  happy  day  your  parents  and  friends  cluster  about  you 
to  participate  in  your  gladness  and  witness  the  conferring  of  the 
final  and  highest  school  honors.  With  feelings  akin  to  joy  you 
hoar  the  portals  of  school  close  behind  you,  and  though  the 
happiest  days,  the  truest  friendships,  the  noblest  ambitions  were 
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youFB  within  the  sacred  precincts  of  your  Alma  Mater,  you 
gladly  exchange  all  for  the  higher  school  —  Beal  Life  —  which 
lies  before  you. 

In  severing  your  connection  with  the  Albany  High  School  in

Teachers. 

On  January  5,  1895,  Miss  Bebecca  Irwin  Hindmnn,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  since  the  organization  of  our  school,  wa3 
removed  by  death,  after  a  brief  but  painful  illness. 

Endowed  with  rare  and  versatile  native  ability  which  she 
never  ceased  to  cultivate  by  all  the  means  within  her  reach,  Miss 
Hindman  had,  during  her  long  and  faithful  service,  assisted  in 
every  department  of  study  in  the  school  with  the  single  exception 
of  foreign  languages.  The  foUowingbrief  extracts  from  the  daily 
papers  are  woilhy  of  notice  as  indicating  the  esteem  in  which  she 
was  held  by  former  pupils  and  friends  outside  the  school : 

Prom  the  Evening  Journal,  January  5,  1895  : 

Miss  Rebeooa  I.  Hindman. 

Graduates  and  pupils  of  the  Albany  High  School  will  be 
shocked  and  giieved  to  hear  of  the  sudden  death  of  Miss  Rebecca 
I.  Hindman,  who  was  one  of  the  few  remaining  teachei-s  in  the 
High  School  whom  the  oldest  of  the  graduates  will  remember, 
both  as  an  instructor,  a  companion  and  a  friend. 

Miss  Hindman,  at  the  time  of  her  death,  occupied  the  position 
of  assistant  teacher  in  natural  science.  She  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Albany  Female  Academy  and  has  devoted  a  lifetime  to  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  this  city. 

Miss  Hindman  never  lost  interest  in  the  feelings  and  pursuits 
of  tho  youth  about  her,  and  members  of  classic  who  long  ago 
bade  farewell  to  student  life  and  constitute  to-day  the  brain 
power  and  working  force  in  control  of  this  and  other  municipali- 
ties, will  recall  with  pleasure  the  days  when  she  accomi)anied 
their  youthful  excui-sions  and  added  zest  to  their  holidays. 

A  woman  of  resolute  will  and  purpose,  she  marked  out  her 
own  path  in  life,  and,  though  it  was  rugged  enough  at  times  to 
have  deterred  many  a  representative  of  the  so-called  sterner  and 
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stronger  sex,  she  pursued  it,  not  only  without  complaint,  but 
with  a  cheerfulness  of  spirit  that  no  increase  of  years  has  seized 
to  diminish. 

Sudden  as  has  beeu  her  summons,  none  of  those  who  have 
kaown  her  in  the  piist  and  been  associated  with  her  in  later 
years,  will  doubt  that  her  independent  spirit  would  have  pre- 
ferred death  to  come  quickly  rather  than  to  have  a  lingering 
illness  compel  a  dependence  on  others. 

A  busy  life  has  ended.  A  teacher  has  met  her  classes  for  the 
last  time.  The  High  School  faculty  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
&miliar  figures. 

The  Alumni  Association  at  its  reunion  the  other  nio^ht  missed 
the  cheery  presence  of  Miss  Hindmau,  and  its  membei-s  will  be 
saddened  to-day  by  the  thought  that  she  will  never  greet  them 
agEiin. 

From  the  Sunday  Preaa^  January  6,  1895  : 

The  numerous  friends  of  Miss  Rebecca  Irwin  Hindmau  will  be 

Sained  to  hear  of  her  suddeii  death  yesterday  morning  after  an 
Iness  which  began  only  on  Thursday  last. 
Miss  Hindman  was  a  lady  of  versatile  character  and  has 
instructed  in  a  greater  variety  of  subjects  than  any  other  member 
of  the  faculty.  Looking  upon  the  bright  side  of  life,  always 
cheerful  and  willing  to  put  hei*self  out  to  help,  she  was  beloved 
by  both  her  co-workers  and  scholars  so  that,  although  the  position 
can  be  filled  in  some  respects,  in  others  there  will  be  a  void. 

She  was  a  frequent  contributor  of  articles  and  poems  to  the 
local  papers,  and  occasionally  to  the  magazines.  She  was  the 
authoress  of  a  text-book  on  botany,  and  as  an  artist  did  excellent 
work.  In  the  Dana  Natural  History  Society  she  was  one  of  the 
moat  energetic  membera  for  a  long  time,  and  also  served  as  an 
officer. 

Out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased  the  High  School 
session  was,  by  order  of  the  Board,  omitted  on  the  day  of  the 
fitneral. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  .faculty  held  January  8,  1895,  the 
following  memorial  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Albant  High  School. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Albany  High  School  desire  to  express  the 
sorraw  and  deep  sense  of  loss  they  have  sustained  in  the  death  of 
their  associate,  Kebecca  I.  Hindman. 
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As  a  member  of  the  faculty,  from  the  orgHDization  of  the 
institution,  she  has  been  most  efficient  and  untiring  in  promoting 
its  best  interests  and  extending  its  circle  of  iisefuhiessw 

Possessing  a  mind  of  native  strength,  with  powers  disciplined 
by  education  and  experience,  she  used  her  talents  and  acquire- 
ments skillfully  in  her  work  of  teaching. 

Zealous  and  persisteut  in  seeking  for  the  best  methods,  patient 
in  selecting  facts  from  a  wide  range  of  I'eading,  and  illustrating 
with  aptness  and  force  those  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  her  pupils, 
she  was  ever  enthusiastic  for  progress  and  generous  in  praise  of 
worthy  effoil;  she  thus  developed  an  educational  power,  the 
results  of  which  cannot  be  overlooked  or  lightly  estimated. 

Her  life  exemplified  in  a  marked  manner,  the  strong  virtues  of 
patience,  generosity  and  sclt-sacrifice  and  an  ever  ready  desire  to 
assist  the  weak  and  encourage  the  disheaileued.  A  quick  acknow- 
ledgment of  personal  worth  or  a  timely  word  of  warning,  have 
many  times  brought  the  careless  pupil  to  a  higher  plane  of 
achievement  and  duty. 

In  the  varied  requirements  of  her  work,  she  exhibited  a  native 
refinement  of  taste  and  an  aptitude  in  simplifying  the  difficulties 
that  beset  the  student. 

An  art-feeling  for  beauty  and  appropriateness  chanicterized  her 
use  of  materials,  and  the  touch  of  giace  was  never  wanting  when 
an  appeal  was  made  to  her  helpful  aid. 

She  possessed  a  nature,  tender  and  responsive  to  sorrow  or 
need.  In  her  thoughtful  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  othei'S,  brain 
and  hand  have  been  willing  contributors,  her  ample  gifts  and 
soothing  words  have  revealed  her  kindly  sympathy  for  pain  and 
suffering. 

The  faculty  can  look  back  in  their  long  association  with  her 
to  many  other  admirable  points  of  personal  character — not  the 
least  were  abounding  checifulness  and  hopefulness,  that  made 
dark  times  bright  and  changed  despondent  moods. 

Her  life-work  as  a  teacher  will  bear  close  inspection  as  to  wide 
influences  for  good,  and  the  results  merit  the  plaudit,  **  Well 
done."  We  who  remain  will  take  heart  and  comfort  from  her 
life,  feeling  that  the  continuance  in  well-doing  will  bring  strength 
and  the  reward  of  divine  approval. 

Hoping  that,

Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  8,  1895. 
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January  29,  the  Board  appointed  Mr.  Frank  P.  Huested — a 
former  graduate  of  the  High  School — as  assistant  in  science 
studies,  and  he  entered  at  once  upon  his  work.  The  Chemistry 
pupils,  numbering  about  one  hundred,  were  airanged  in  two  divi- 
sions and  assigned  to  Mr.  Huested,  who  had  enjoyed  special  train- 
ing for  that  kind  of  work,  and  all  the  pupils  in  Physics,  about  one 
hundred  and  eighty,  were  assigned  to  Prof.  Onderdonk,  in  four 
divisions.  Mr.  Huested  proved  himself  an  efficient  and  thorough 
instructor,  not  only  in  Chemistry,  but  in  other  subjects. 

The  substitutes  for  the  year  were  Misses  Mary  M.  Morrissey, 
Emily  C.  Ryan  and  Amy  Cohen. 


Course  of  Study  and  Tsxt-books. 

My  report  of  last  year  contained  the  following  ; 

*•  I  believe  the  time  hjis  arrived  when  the  continuous  study  of 
at  least  one  foreign  language  (either  ancient  or  modern)  should 
be  required  in  every  coui-se.  The  substitution  of  Physics  for 
Classical  Reviews,  in  the  senior  classical,  first  semester,  was  a 
valuable  change,  and  I  recommend  that  in  the  second  semester, 
Chemistry  be  substituted  for  mathematical  reviews  in  the  same 
division.  I  have  also,  after  careful  investigation  and  a  comparison 
of  our  courses  of  study  with  those  of  the  best  schools  of  similar 
grade,  recommended  various  changes  which  I  hope  the  Board  will 
see  fit  to  adopt.  These  suggested  changes,  if  adopted,  will  bring 
our  various  courees  of  study  largely  into  harmony  with  the  rec- 
ommendations contained  in  the  report  of  the  *  Committee  of  Ten  * 
of  the  National  Educational  Association." 

All  the  changes  recommended  in  the  foregoing  were  adopted 
by  the  Board  in  setison  for  last  year's  work,  and  the  good  efiect 
has  been  apparent  from  the  first.  After  another  two  yeai"s  it  will 
be  impossible  for  any  pupil  to  graduate  from  the  Albany  High 
School  without  some  knowledge  of  at  least  one  foreign  language. 
The  next  step  in  this  direction  should  be  to  place  all  foreign  lan- 
guages on  the  same  basis,  so  that  a  pupil  may  combine  any  two 
of  them  for  a  course  as  the  **  Classicals ''  now  combine  Latin  and 
Greek. 

Repeated  requests  have  been  made  for  a  change  of  text-books 
in  our  fii-st-year  work  in  English.  Much  time  is  now  occupied 
by  our  large  clas'^es  in  taking  notes  from  dictiition  during  the  reci- 
tation period,  or  in  copying  from  black-boards  matter  which 
would  be  found  in  a  suitable  text-book. 
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By  order  of  the  Board,  spelling  and  penmanship,  as  regular 
exercises,  were  abolished  at  the  beginning  of  last  year,  notwith- 
standing the  almost  unanimous  opinion  of  the  faculty  that  they 
should  be  retained.  The  time  saved  for  otiier  subjects  by  this 
change  amounted  nominally  to  one  hour  per  week,  though  in 
reality  to  about  forty-five  minutes,  or  an  average  of  two  and  one- 
fourth  minutes  to  each  of  the  twenty-five  periods  of  the  week. 

I  believe  the  omission  of  stated  exercises  in  spelling  to  be  a 
decided  loss  with  no  compensating:  gain.  I  am  less  positive  as 
regards  penmanship,  though  I  think  the  brief  time  regularly'  de- 
voted to  it  was  well  spent. 

Owing  to  the  changes  made  by  the  Board  during  the  last  two 
years  in  our  study  courses,  manual  training  and  sloyd  have  been 
made  optional  to  all  students  not  taking  the  *'  Industrial ''  course, 
and  French  and  German,  formerly  open  us  extra  studies  twice  a 
week  to  all  pupils  of  the  three  upper  classes,  can  now  be  taken 
only  by  those  in  the  **  Industrial  *'  and  **  Modern  Lianguage  " 
couises.  The  introduction  of  lathes  into  the  boys'  manual  training 
room  has  proved  a  valuable  addition  to  that  department. 

Publics. 

The  so-called  **  Christmas  and  Easter  Publics'' were  held  as 
usual,  also  public  exercises  in  the  chapel  on  February  21  and  May 
29.  On  the  former  date  the  students  presented  to  the  school 
fi-amed  portraits  of  Washington  luid  Lincoln,  and  on  the  latter 
the  well-known  picture  of  **The  Three  Generals." 

The  following  brief  extract  of  the  events  is  from  the  Evening 
Journal  of  February  21 : 

Gen.  Geobob  Washington — His  Deeds  of  Valor  Rbofted  in 
SoNO  AND  Story — Exercises  in  the  High  School  To-day. 

In  common  with  educators  of  other  cities  the  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals of  the  schools  of  Albany  improve  every  opportunity  to 
instill  and  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  students  under  their  care  a 
lasting  patriotism  and  an  admiration  for  the  men  who  have  been 
prominent  in  the  history  of  the  country. 

At  the  High  School  the  annual  observance  of  this  day  always 
dmws  a  large  crowd  of  visitors.  To-day  Wiis  no  exception,  and 
seats  could  scarcely  be  provided  for  all  who  desired  admittance  to 
the  chapel.  Membei-s  of  the  School  Board  were  present,  together 
with  prominent  city  clergymen  and  officials  of  greater  or  less 
impoiiance.

The  High  School  Exoels — Compliment  'Paid  the  Insti- 
tution BY  Sons  op  the  Revolution — Letter  Read 
to  the  School  To-day — Loud  and  Long  Continued 
Applause. 

The  following  letter,  read  by  Prof.  O.  D.  Robinson  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Albany  High  School  to-day,  was  greeted  with 
applause  such  as  has  been  seldom  equalled  even  in  that  room, 
where  so  many  enthusiastic  scenes  have  been  enacted.  It  was 
dated  New  York,  February  22: 

Principal  of  Albany  High  School:  My  Dear  Sir — I  write  to 
state  that  the  gold  and  silver  medals  offered  by  this  society  for 
essays  first  and  second  in  merit  written  by  High  School  scholars 
in  any  of  the  High  schools  in  eleven  of  the  large  cities  of  this  state, 
on  the  subject,  '*  New  York  \\\  the  War  of  the  Revolution,''  have 
been  awarded,  the  first  prize  gold  medal  to  Robert  Livingston 
Allen  of  the  Albany  High  School  and  the  second  prize  silver 
medal  to  Ludwig  S.  Mayer  of  the  Albany  High  School.  The 
third  prize  bronze  medal  was  a\Varded  to  Henry  E.  Fosdick,  a 
pupil  in  the  Buffalo  High  School.  The  medals  will  be  sent  to  the 
successful  contestants  as  soon  as  their  names,  etc.,  are  property 
engraved  upon  them.

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In  a  few  appropriate  words,  Prof.  Robinson  dwelt  upon  the 
importance  of  the  prizes  that  have  come  to  the  school,  and  of  the 
honor  the  High  School  had  won  in  taking  two  of  the  thi^ee  offered, 
when  the  schools  of  the  eleven  largest  cities  of  the  state  exclusive 
of  New  York  were  in  the  competition. 

The  essays  were  written  last  June.  Mr.  Allen  was  at  that  time 
a  junior  in  the  school  and  Mr.  Mayer  was  but  in  his  second  year. 
About  ten  essays  were  submitted  in  competition  from  the  Albany 
High  School,  and  the  total  number  from  all  schools  must  have 
been,  according  to  the  estimate  of  Frederick  E.  Wadhams,  a 
prominent  Albany  member  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  at 
least  150. 

From  the  Evening  Journal^  March  22  : 

Merit  Medals  Presented  —  Two  High  School  Students 
RECEIVE  Awards  of  Honor  —  Robert  L.  Allen  and 
LuDwiG  S.  Mayer  the  Successful  Competitors — Jar£d 
L.  Sanford  of  the  New  York  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
MAKES  AN  Address  —  The  -Exercises  in  the  School 
To-day. 

A  pretty  and  sentimental  scene  was  enacted  in  the  High  School 
this  afternoon  when,  in  the  presence  of  over  600  of  their  fellow 
students,  Robert  L.  Allen  and  Ludwig  S.  Mayer  were  presented 
with  the  medals  which  were  recently  awarded  to  them  by  the 
Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution. 

The  pi'esentation  was  made  by  Judge  William  L.  Learned, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  and  amid  the 
applause  of  the  audience  the  young  men  received  the  decoratioas 
with  as  much  pride  and  pleasure  as  a  Frenchmen  might  receive 
the  cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

Exactly  one  month  has  elapsed  since  the  Sons  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, at  their  annual  Washington's  birthday  banquet  in  New  York 
city,  ainiounced  the  names  of  the  successful  competitoi*s  in  the 
essay  contest  which  they  stalled'  last  May. 

Of  the  school  commissioners  there  were  present  Messrs. 
Learned,  Ruso  and  Shoemaker.  City  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Charles  W.  Cole  was  also  present,  together  with  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  Charles  R.  Skinner  and  Deputy 
Superintendent  Jared  Sanford. 

The  chapel  of  the  school  was  neatly  decorated  with  silken 
American  flags  and  the  portraits  of  Lincoln  and  Washmgton, 
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recently  presented  to  the  school,  were  hung  on  the  wall  over  the 
platform.  The  presentation  of  the  medals  took  place  immediately 
after  the  regular  Friday  afteruoou  exercises.  Principal  O.  D. 
Robinson  made  the  introductory  speech,  reading  the  circular 
issued  by  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  a  year  ago, 
and  also  the  letter  received  by  himself  announcing  the  awards 
that  had  been  made  on  February  22. 

The  introduction  of  military  training  in  the  schools  of  the 
State,  he  said,  he  did  not  consider  necessary  for  the  propagation 
of  patriotism  among  her  young  men.  Such  exercises  as  those 
that  wei*e  being  held  at  that  time,  he  said,  and  the  repetition  of 
Websterian  and  other  great  speeches  would  do  far  more  to  instill 
a  love  of  country  into  the  hearts  of  the  school  students. 

He  called  the  two  young  men,  one  a  senior  and  the  other  a 
junior,  to  the  platform  and  Judge  Learned,  with  a  few  appro- 
priate words,  pinned  the  medals  on  the  coat  fronts  of  the  embryo 
historians. 

Following  this  came  speeches  by  Mr.  Sanford  and  Mr.  Skinner, 
who  directed  their  attention  not  only  to  the  honor  that  had  como 
to  the  school  in  securhig  first  place  among  the  schools  of  the 
State,  but  also  to  the  growth  of  patriotism  among  the  young  men 
and  women  of  this  generation.  Mr.  Sanford  is  a  member  of  the 
original  New  York  city  society  that  suggested  the  idea  of  a  State 
High  School  competition. 

Class  day  exercises  were  held  in  the  chapel  on  June  7,  1895, 
when  a  beautiful  window  was  presented  to  the  school  by  the 
members  of  the  graduating  class,  constituting  the  seventh  gift  of 
the  kind  by  successive  classes. 

The  following  brief  account  of  the  exercises  is  from  the  Argus 
of  June  8 : 

Class  Day  Exercises  obsebved  by  the  Graduating  Class 
OF  THE  High  School — The  Largest  Class  in  the,  His- 
tory OF  the  School — A  Most  Interesting  Program — 
The  Seventh  Stained  Glass  Window  Presented  to 
THE  School. 

On  the  calendar  of  the  High  School  two  eventful  days  in  the 
year  are  marked  in  red  letters — class  day  and  commencement 
day. 

Class  day  is  always  a  day  of  pain  and  pleasure ;  pain  at  the 
near  dissolution  of  ties  of  friendship  and  companionship,    and 
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pleasure  at  the   near  approach   of  commencement  day,  which 
brings  with  it  a  fruition  of  four  years'  hard  study. 

Yesterday  was  class  day  in  the  Albany  High  School,  for  the 
class  of  1895,  and  seldom  has  a  class  day  been  celebrated  with 
more  iclat  The  class  is  larger  than  that  of  any  pi*eviou3  year, 
the  general  proficiency  assured  every  member  a  certainty  of 
graduating  with  honors,  and  the  program  provided  for  the 
exeix)ises  was  a  most  intei^esting  one,  and  included  the  presenta- 
tion to  the  chapel  of  the  High  School  by  the  class  of  a  magnifi- 
cent stained  glass  window. 

The  exercises  opened  with  a  chorus  by  the  class,  "  How  Swiftly 
O'er  Life's  Ocean."  This  was  followed  by  appropriate  quota- 
tions by  Ralph  W.  Home,  Laura  B.  Cai*ey,  R.  Harold  Shi^ve, 
Clara  Burgess,  Eleanor  D.  Van  Vranken,  Helen  K.  Hoy,  Harold 
J.  Hinman,  Jerome  L.  Marx,  Anna  Clark  and  Alfred  O'Neill.  A 
chorus,  '*  Lausi  Fond  Memento,"  followed,  and  Miss  Helen  Kath- 
eriuo  Hoy  read  the  class  history,  a  piece  of  clever  work  in  which 
she  had  some  very  amusing  and  interesting  reminiscences  in  the 
history  of  the  class  chronicled.  A  chorus,  **  In  Happy  Moments." 
was  then  given,  and  Miss  Greorgia  Benedict  recited  the  class  poem, 
a  very  happy  and  clever  conception,  full  of  good  points. 

A  piano  duet  was  then  rendered  by  Misses  Carey  and  Bell,  and 
Clarence  R.  Smith,  as  class  prophet,  undeitook  to  tell  the  au- 
dience of  the  wonderful  progress  the  world  would  make  in  the 
twentieth  century  when  the  class  of  '95,  after  graduating,  would 
take  upon  themselves  the  task  of  shaping  its  destiny. 

A  chorus,  *'  Glide  On,"  was  then  rendered  and  the  great  event 
of  the  day  occurred,  the  presentation  by  the  class  of  the  stained 
glass  window. 

The  president  of  the  class,  Raymond  D.  McMahon,  made  the 
presentation  speech,  and  in  the  course  of  it  he  said  :  **  On  this  day 
the  predominant  feeling  in  our  class  is  one  of  gratitude,  and 
moved  by  this  feeling  we  of  the  class  of  '95  desire  to  express  our 
sense  of  heaitfelt  gratitude  to  the  faculty,  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  to  the  city  of  Albany.  To  them  shall  we  be  largely 
indebted  for  any  success  we  may  attain.  The  pathway  has  not 
always  been  easy,  nor  the  road-bed  smooth.  Ofttimes  encumbered 
by  discouragement  and  checked  by  defeat,  we  faltered  on  the 
way.  But  wherever  the  hills  were  steepest  and  the  descents  to 
the  valleys  most  wearisome,  friendly  hands  and  kind  sympathy 
were  freely  offei^d.  Mindful  of  all  that  we  have  received,  the 
class  of  '95  desires  to  present  to  the  Albany  High  School  this 
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wiudow.  There  may  it  evei:  remain  ca^tiag  its  halo  of  royal 
purple  as  a  token  of  love,  esteem  aud  gratitude  to  our  Alma  Maten 
Mr.  Principal,  permit  me  to  commit  to  your  oare  this  pledge  of 
the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  class  of  '95." 

As  he  ceased  speaking  the  covering  drc^ped  from  the  jsiew  wiu- 
dow, and  the  hu*ge  audience  in  the  chapel  loudly  applauded  the 
beautiful  gift. 

Principal  Oscar  D.  Robinsou  then  responded  on  behalf  of  the 
High  School.  He  said  that  it  was  a  pleasant  idea  and  a  com- 
mendable one  that  a  number  of  people  passing  through  a  phase 
of  life  together  like  their  school  career  should  leave  after  them 
some  memento  which  would  be  a  pleasure  aud  encouragement  to 
their  successoiu 

The  cla&s  was.the  largest  which  bad  ever  passed  through  the 
school,  and  their  proficiency  had  nerer  been  excelled.  He  now 
adjured  them  to  adopt  as  their  motto  the  motto  of  their  class 
inscribed  on  the  beautiful  window  they  had  just  presented, 
"  Honor,  not  honors."  If  they  would  only  live  up  to  that  motto 
they  would  gain  the  esteem  of  their  fellows  and  secure  an  ulti- 
mate reward.  In  some  cases  he  reminded  them  that  it  might 
prove  a  difficult  task,  as  very  often  honor  has  lain  in  a  dimgeou 
when  honora  sat  on  a  throne,  but  he  assui'ed  them  that  ultimately 
honor,  not  bond's,  would  prove  to  be  the  standard  by  which  would 
be  meted  out  appreoiation  and  reward. 

A  chorus,  **  Only  Remembered,"  by  the  class,  then  concluded 
the  exercises. 

The  new  window  makes  the  seventh  stained  glass  wiudow  in  the 
chapel,  and  it  is  very  beautiful  and  costly.  The  design  is  a  very 
happy  and  beautiful  one,  and  commemorates  the  class.  In  the 
centre  is  the  class  pin,  bearing  the  inscription:  **  A.  H,  S.*— 
Honor,  not  honoi-s — '95."  Above  the  pin  is  the  traditional  laurel 
crown  of  reward,  and  on  each  side  is  the  torch  of  wisdom,  while 
beneath  the  pin  is  a  bunch  of  yellow  roses,  the  class  flower. 
Ai*ound  the  center  design  are  conventional  designs  in  the  most 
exquisite  colors. 

Conclusion. 

With  by  far  the  largest  enrollment  and  avenige  attendance  in 
the  history  of  the  school  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  tiie  increase 
in  numbers  is  wholly  in  the  upper  classes. 

The  evil  of  tardiness  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  ;  in  two 
of  the  largest  study  halls  the  proportion  of  tardiness  was  respec- 
tively .0001  +  and  .00007  +. 
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Conscientious  zeal  on  the  pai-t  of  teachera  and  loyal  codpera- 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  have  kept  our  school  to  its  former 
high  standard  intellectually  and  morally. 

In  closing  this — my  ninth — ^annual  report,  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
acknowledge  the  hearty  support  which  I  have  received  from 
menibei's  of  the  Board  both  individually  and  in  their  corporate 
capacity.

The  Committee  on  Public  Health  respectfully  raquest  that 
your  Honorable  Board  will  include  the  small  appropriation  of 
$1,200  in  your  budget  for  this  year  to  equip  one  school  kitchen, 
pay  the  salary  of  one  teacher,  and  cover  the  general  food  ex- 
penses of  a  year's  instruction  in  cooking  and  housekeeping  in  the 
public  schools.  They  sisk  this  appropriation  with  confidence  after 
careful  study  of  the  subject,  believing  that  this  is  the  most  prac- 
tical form  of  manual  training  for  girls  ;  that  it  will  fit  thim  for 
an  intelligent  care  of  the  home,  and  will  do  much  to  bring  about 
the  use  of  better  food,  increased  order,  cleanliness  and  health, 
which  will  reach  all  classes  of  homes. 
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The  subject  has  met  with  much  interest  and  favor  as  a  practical 
question  of  public  health  and  morals,  not  only  from  members  of 
this  Board  hut  widely  wherever  presented.  The  Mayor  is  warmly 
in  favor  of  this  form  of  manual  training,  and  it  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instiniction.

63.  It  is  enjoined  on  the  teachers  to  exercise  vigilant,  prudent 
and  firm  discipline,  and  to  govern  by  persuasion  and  gentle  meas- 
ures, as  far  as  practicable.  For  violent  opposition,  irregular  at- 
tendance, namely,  a  loss  of  one-third  or  more  of  school  time,  or 
for  gross  misbeha\ior,  the  Principal  may  suspend  a  pupil  from 
attendance  either  temporarily  for  not  more  than  one  week,  or  fur 
a  definite  period  not  to  exceed  four  weeks ;  and  in  all  cases  of 
such  temporary  suspension,  shall  forthwith  give  information  in 
writing  of  the  cause  thei*eof  to  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  shall 
apply  to  the  member  of  the  Boaixl  in  special  charge  of  the  school 
for  advice  and  direction.  But  in  all  cases  of  suspension  for  more 
than  one  week,  the  Principal  shall  direct  the  suspended  pupil  to 
attend  one  of  the  ungraded  schools  set  apart  for  this  purpose  by 
this  Board,  and  shall  also  forthwith  notify  the  parents  or  guardian, 
the  attendance  officer  and  the' Principal  having  charge  of  the  said 
ungraded  school,  of  his  action.  The  pupil  thus  directed  to  attend 
an  imgraded  school  shall  so  attend  during  the  penod  for  which 
he  was  suq>ended  ;  unless  sooner  returned  to  the  school  from 
which  he  was  suspended  by  a  vote  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  attendance  officera  to  see  that  the  pupils  suspended 
for  more  than  a  week  ai*e  punctual  and  regular  in  their  attend- 
ance at  the  ungraded  schools  and  to  report  all  facts  concerning 
such  suspended  pupils  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  No  pupil 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  one  school  who  has  been 
expelled  by  the  Board  from  another,  or  while  under  temporary 
suspension,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  ;  but  any  child  under 
public  censure,  who  shall  have  expressed  to  the  teacher  his  regret 
for  his  folly  or  indiscretion,  as  openly  or  explicitly  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  may  require,  and  shall  have  given  evidence  of  amend- 
ment shall,  with  the  previous  consent  of  the  said  member  of  the 
Board,,  be  reinstated  in  the  privileges  of  the  school.

the  year  ending  August  31,   1895,  which   was  ordered  to    be 

printed.

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

GENTiiEMEN — ^lu  Compliance  with  your  rules,  I  respectfully 
submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  progress 
of  the  public  schools  of  this  city. 

Attendanob. 

The  attendance  upon  the  schools  for  the  past  school  year  has 
been  very  satisfactory  ;  the  average  attendance,  10,381,  being  the 
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highest  ever  registered.  It  is  quite  evident,  from  the  record  of 
the  psuft  four  or  five  years,  that  the  population  of  Albany  is  not 
increasing  to  any  appreciable  degree ;  this  is  shown  by  our  statis- 
tics of  attendance,  which  are  much  more  accurate  than  statistics 
generally  are.  The  registered  number,  13,532,  is  only  thirty-one 
(31)  more  than  that  of^l894,  and  is  382  less  than  in  1892.  As 
we  are  satisfied  that  the  attendance  upon  private  schools  has  not 
increiu^ed,  it  is  clear  that  the  number  of  (people  residing  in  the 
city  has  neither  materially  increased  nor  diminished  sinoe  1892. 
These  items  taken  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Principals  show 
the  general  trend  of  attendance  :

The  average  membership  shows  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
eighty  (180)  and  the  average  attendance  an  advance  of  one  hun- 
dred seventy -two  (172).  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  on  net  reg- 
istration is  eighty-one  (bl),  which  is  a  very  pleasing  result,  since 
not  many  yeai-s  ago  a  per  cent,  of  sixty-five  (65)  was  considered 
creditable.  The  increasing  regularity  of  attendance  may  prop- 
erly be  accepted  as  evidence  of  the  constantly  improving  man- 
agement of  the  schools;  indicating  also  the  general  satisfaction 
of  parents  and  guardians  with  the  progress  of  their  children  and 
wards. 

While  there  are  enough  separate  seats  in  the  schools  of  the  city 
to  accommodate  all  the  children  applying  for  attendance,  in  one 
or  two  localities  there  is  still  an  over-crowding  in  the  primary 
grades.  This  was  especially  notable  in  the  cases  of  Schools  Nos.  6, 
12  and  21,  where  the  over-crowding  had  become  so  serious  as  to 
demand  vigorous  remedies.  School  No.  12  was  relieved  in  Feb- 
ruary last  by  a  transfer  of  three  classes  of  the  upper  grades  to 
School  No.  4,  which  was  accordingly  made  a  com[)lete  school, 
with  a  full  line  of  both  primary  and  gi'ammar  classes.  As  the  re- 
sult of  this  transfer,  School  No.  12  wtis  enabled  to  take  in  primary 
pupils  who  had  been  awaiting  admission,  and  the  prospect  is  that 
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at  the  begianing  of  the  next  school  year,  the  building  will  b? 
almost,  if  not  quite  as  full  as  heretofore. 

The  chnnge  of  grade  in  School  No.  4  necessitated  the  provid- 
ing of  a  male  principal,  and  the  Board  transferred  to  the  charofe 
(^this  school  Mr.  John  A.  Howe,  for  many  years  the  successful 
Principal  of  Schools  Nos.  5  and  1,  who  has  brought  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  new  school  the  skill  and  experience  of  a  life-time. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  within  two  years  No.  4  will  be  one  of 
the  most  important  schools  in  the  city.  At  the  same  time  that  the 
change  was  effected  in  School  No.  4,  the  Board  tninsfonned  School 
No.  1  into  a  primary  and  placed  Miss  Kate  Mc Auley,  Principal  of 
School  No.  4.  while  it  was  a  primary,  in  charge.  This  enabled 
the  Board  to  make  a  consolidation  of  upper  grade  classes  by 
dividing  the  pupils  between  Nos.  8,  14  and  l5,  giving  those 
schools  full  class-ro<jms  in  the  upper  grades  and  making  room  in 
School  No.  1  for  all  applications  for  primary  instruction.  This 
arrangement  gives  the  best  gradation  and  accommodation  to  pu- 
pils in  the  southern  part  of  the  city  that  we  have  ever  had. 

The  condition  of  the  attendance  at  No.  21  has  been  commented 
upon  unfavorably  for  many  years,  as  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  place  about  two  hundrad  (200)  children  upon  half-day  attend* 
ance  and  to  refuse  admission  .to  a  larire  number  besides.  A  care* 
ful  investigation  showed  that  even  the  construction  o(  a  new  pri- 
mary school  in  a  locality  which  would  relieve  Schools  Nos.  6,  7, 
12  and  22,  would  not  help  the  case  of  School  No.  21  in  the  least, 
because  the  distances  are  so  great  as  to  prevent  the  attendance  of 
primary  children  at  any  other  building.  It  was,  therefore,  de- 
cided to  build  an  addition  of  four  school  rooms,  increasing  the 
capacity  of  School  No.  21  by  two  hundred  (200)  sittings.  This 
work  was  successfully  accomplished  during  the  summer  vacation 
of  1895,  :ind  now  ample  provision  is  made  for  the  surplus  children 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  school,  that  will  provide  for  the  needs 
of  that  locality  for  some  yeai*8. 

This  leaves  School  No.  6,  as  the  only  problem  of  attendance 
requiring  immediate  attention.  Here  there  are  still  about  one 
hundred  (100)  pupils  on  half-day  attendance,  and  the  most  careful 
investigation  of  the  condition  of  neighboring  schools  has  proved 
that  no  relief  can  be  obtiiined  by  the  transfer  of  pupils  of  any 
gnule.  The  proi)osition  has  been  made  to  increase  the  capacity 
of  School  No.  6,  by  placing  four  new  achool  rooms  in  the  attic 
story  of  the  building,  a  work  which  can  be  accomplished  for 
probably  five  or  six  thousand  dollars.     To  this  project,  there  are 
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severul  serious  objections.  In  the  £1*31  place,  it  seems  quite 
doubtful  whether  the  rooms  placed  in  the  attic  of  No,  6,  could  be 
easily  furnished  with  the  means  of  proper  light,  heat  and  ventila- 
tion demanded  by  the  sanitary  precautions  which  every  school 
board  feels  it  has  to  take.  Again,  school  rooms  in  the  third  stoiy 
are  justly  regarded  as  evils  to  be  avoided  in  view  of  the  dangers 
attendant  upon  an  effort  at  rapid  dismission  in  case  of  fire  or  a 
panic  from  any  other  cause.  There  are  also  hygienic  objections 
to  compelling  young  children  constantl}'  to  iiscend  and  descend 
three  flights  of  stairs.  To  my  mind,  the  greatest  objection,  how- 
ever, is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  teachei-s  and  classes  to  be 
supervised  by  one  person.  There  is  certainly  a  limit  to  the  ability 
of  even  so  excellent  a  supeiTisor  as  the  Principal  of  No.  6,  to 
manage  and  successfully  inspect  and  direct  the  work  of  twenty- 
one  class-teachers.  The  school  has  now  nineteen  teachei's  and 
classes,  and  while  the  addition  of  four  woms  in  the  third  story 
would  not  mean  four  more  teachers,  because  two  small  rooms 
now  used  would  be  closed,  it  would  mean  twenty-one  teachers 
and  over  one  thousand  pupils,  a  number  which  I  contend  no 
Principal  can  supervise  in  such  a  manner  as  to  feel  confident  that 
he  knows  the  exact  status  of  every  pupil  under  his  charge.  It 
seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  (iresent  condition  should  be 
endured  until  the  city  authorities  will  agi'ee  to  an  appi-opriation 
of  the  funds  needed  for  the  erection  of  a  primary  school  in  this 
vicinity. 

Compulsory  Education. 

The  new  compulsory  act  went  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1895,  and  although  there  was  a  delay  of  about  two 
weeks  before  the  attendance  officei'S  commenced  their  duties,  the 
work  was  pushed  vigorously  during  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year.  The  Board  divided  the  city  into  two  sections,  called  the 
northern  and  southern  districts,  and  appointed  an  attendance 
officer  to  take  charge  of  each  division.  The  total  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  officei's  to  the  several  schools  and  to  the  houses 
of  parents  during  the  five  months  was  1.470.  In  this  time  five 
hundred  five  (505)  cases  were  investigated  and  two  hundred 
forty-two  (242)  cases  were  re- investigated.  All  the  particulai*s  of 
the  disposition  of  these  ciises  will  be  found  in  a  table  published*ia 
the  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  efforts  of  the  officers  resulted  in  the  return  of  one  hundred 
fourteen  (114)  truants  to  instruction  in  the  several  public  and 
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private  scboolB  in  the  city  and  the  placing  of  two  hundred  one 
(201)  pupils  who   were   wandering   u{K)n   the   streets,  in  daily 
attendance   upon   some  school.     The   accomplishment   of   these 
results  certainly  more  than  repays  the  very  moderate  expense  to 
which  the  city  hiis  been  subjected  in  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 
The  deterrent  eifects  of  the  law  upon  truancy  were  not  as  evident 
as  might  be  expected.     This  is  largely  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
execution  of  the  law  was  necesssmly  somewhat  tentative  and  it 
was  deemed  wise  to  wait  until  a  [iroper  place  of  detention  was 
found  for  habitual  truants,  a  place  where  they  would  not  be  sub- 
jected to  the  contamination  arising  from  association  with  crimi- 
nals.    This  hampered  the  attendance  ofScei's  in  their  eflEbrts  to 
rehabilitate  the  persistent  truant.     As  no  place  w:is  provided  up 
to  the  end  of  the  school  year,  the  officers  were  obliged  to  rely 
upon  persuasion  and  upon   tepeated   return  to  the  school,  often 
returning  the  same  individual  to  sch(K>l  a  dozen  times,  thus  show* 
ing  to  the  truants  that  although  they  were  not  subjected  to  con- 
finement, the  vigilance  of  the  truant  officers  lemained  uurelaxed. 
As  a  rule,  this  kind  of  effort  resulted  in  keeping  the  truants  in 
school  ;  but  the  more  reckless,  seeing  that  the  law  apparently 
failed  in  execution  when  it  came  to  the  point  oi'  conviction  of 
truancy   and    banishment    from   home,    defied   the    law  and   its 
executors.     The  arrangements  which  are  about  completed  for  the 
care  of  the  truiuits  of  this  city  in   institutions  elsewhere,  and 
which  will  go  into  effect  on  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year 
will,  I  believe,  wholly  remedy  this  condition  and  enable  us  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law  with  effect.     A  few  examples 
of  rigorous  treatment  will  surely  have  a  strong  influence  in  the 
prevention  of  truancy.     While  our  experience  under  this  law  has 
been  too  short  to  l>e  regarded  as  a  test  of  its  usefulness,  it  is 
evident  that  several  amendments  in  its  details  will  be  needed  to 
make  it  work  smoothly.     All  the  various  provisions  of  the  law 
are  now  being  tested  and  whatever  defects  may  appear  will,  it  is 
understood,  be  set  forth  to   the   next  legislature  and   the  proper 
changes  made.     As  far  as  this  city  is  concerned,  the  placing  of 
over  two  hundred  children  who  had   been   wandering  over  our 
streets  and  growing  up  in  ignorance  and  vice,  more  than  justifies 
the  action  of  the  legislature  in  psissiug  the  law.     I  am  informed 
that  this  is  the  verdict  in  all  localities  throughout  the  stiite  and 
that  while  certain  amendments  arc  'desired,  there  has  been  no 
expression  of  public  opinion  other  than  favorable  to  the  continu- 
ance of  the  execution  of  this  l>eneficent  act. 
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It  is  still  too  early  to  say  M'hether  the  e^tablishmeDt  of  a 
truant  school  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  is  necessary  in 
Albany.  Should  it  appear  that  it  would  he  necessary  for  us  to 
cominit  no  more  than  a  half  dozen  or  so  of  truants  during  the 
year,  it  certainly  would  be  unwise  to  establish  such  a  school ;  but 
should  the  number  turn  out  to  be  some  greater  than  that,  it 
might  be  desirable  seriously  to  consider  such  a  plan.  It  has  been 
thought  by  some  that  a  school  established  in  Albany  would  be 
very  largely  supported  at  the  expense  of  neigliboring  cities  and 
cotmties  whose  truants  would  naturally  be  committed  to  such  an 
iustitutioti  in  this  city.  A  full  year  of  observation  will  be  neces- 
sary befora  any  considerations  can  be  reasonably  urged  that  would 
reqaii'e  this  action. 

It  has  been  veiy  gratifying  to  obsei-ve  the  cheeiiulness  with 
which  the  community  at  large  have  obeyed,  respected  and  up- 
held the  new  law.  The  attendance  officei-g  have  had  the  coope- 
ration of  parentis  and  the  public  generally  in  their  effoiiB  to 
replace  and  retain  neglected  and  truant  children  in  school.  Our 
thanks  are  especially  due  to  the  Police  Department  of  the  city 
for  its  heaa'ty  and  efficient  cooperation  in  the  daily  reporting  of 
the  names  of  children  found  on  the  streets  who  should  be  in 
school.  The  inspection  of  stores  and  ilictories  shows  also  an 
excellent  support  on  the  part  of  employee.  We  have  not  found 
a  case  of  violation*  of  the  law,  and  the  employei*s  seem  to  be  only 
anxious  not  only  to  obey  the  mandates  of  the  law,  but  to  promote 
the  proper  attendance  of  children  at  school  by  carefully  investigat- 
ing every  application  and  refusing  to  employ  all  within  the  pro- 
hibited ages  who  do  not  present  the  certifica/te  of  attendance. 
With  such  a  healthy  publie  sentiment  back  of  this  law,  it  would 
seem  as  if  its  execution  must  be  as  complete  as  it  will  undoubt- 
edly be  efficacious.  The  attendance  officera  have  been  prompt, 
active  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  theu*  onerous' duties. 

EXAIONATIONB  AND   PfiOMOTIONS. 

The  plan  of  promoting  pupils  and  classes  entirely  upon  the 
estimate  of  the  class-teacher  and  the  Principal  has  stood  the  test 
of  another  year's  use,  and,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  ivscertain,  has 
been  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  only  point  at  which 
Begents'  examinations  are  npw  used  to  determine  promotions  is 
in  the  transition  from  the  grammar  schools  to  the  High  School. 
The  Regents'  examijiations  were  again  used  in  June  last  as  a  basis 
of  promotion  to  the  High  School  with  pi-actically  the  same  results 
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as  m  previous  yeai*8,  very  few  pupils  failing  in  obtaining  a  full 
Begents'  certificate.  Five  hundred  eighteen  (518)  applied  for 
*  admission  to  the  High  School.  Four  hundred  seventy-nine  (479) 
of  these  were  from  our  own  schools  and  thuly-nine  (39)  from 
other  schools  in  this  vicinity.  As  a  result  of  the  examination, 
five  hundred  six  (506)  were  given  certificates  of  admission.  All 
but  one  of  our  own  pupils  were  among  the  number  admitted. 
The  examinations  for  preliminary  certificates  held  during  the  year 
resulted  in  the  pas&^ing  of  a  very  large  number.  Four  hundred 
forty-eight  (448)  passed  all  the  examinations  required  by  the 
Begents.  The  following  table  shows  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tions held  in  June,  1895  :

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendation  that  the  examinations 
for  admission  to  the  High  School  be  made  upon  question  papers 
prepared  by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction,  instead  of 
using  the  papers  prepared  in  t he  Begents'  office.  Peisonally  I 
am  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  Ix'tter  still  to  promote 
into  the  High  School  upon  the  estimate  of  the  Principals  and 
class-teachers,  but  as  that  does  not  coincide  with  the  views  of  the 
Principals,  I  am  ready  to  waive  my  own  conviction  and  retain 
the  examinations  ;  but  I  sincerely  believe  that  it  would  be  of  de- 
cided benefit  to  the  schools  should  such  examinations  no  longer 
consist  of  the  Begents'  papers.  As  I  m\d  last  year,  I  do  not 
object  to  the  continued  u^e  of  the  Begents'  examinations  as  a 
school  exercise,  but  I  decidedly  object  to  its  continuance  as  a  test 
for  admission  to  the  High  School. 
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Observations  and  Suggestions. 

A  careful  inspection  of  all  the  schools,  extending  through  the 
mo«t  of  the  school  year,  leveals  a  general  con(Mtion  of  school  work 
that  is  quite  reiissuring.  It  is  apparent  that  the  removal  of  the 
incubus  of  examinations  for  the  purpose  of  determining  promo- 
tions has  resulted  in  a  broader  plan  of  teaching  on  the  [)art  of 
many  who  hitherto  had  shown  the  narrowing  effects  of  consttint 
preparation  for  examination  tests.  This  bright  picture  of  progress 
on  coirect  educational  lines  is  made  more  distinct  bj'  the  nervous 
anxiety  and  persistent  drill- work  in  names  and  details  evinced  by 
many  of  those  teachers  whose  efforts  are  still  cramped  by  the  im- 
pending machinery  of  Regents'  examinations.  That  the  pupils 
have  acquired  an  unusual  and  intelligent  interest  in  their  dailj' 
work  is  shown  by  the  ease  with  which  even  inexperienced  teach- 
ei-s  manage  and  control  their  classes  while  unhampered  by  prepa- 
ration for  a  set  examination.  Tlie  teachers  are  giving  a  freshness 
and  brightness  to  school  exercises  that  hold  the  inteiHist  of  the 
pupils  in  such  a  way  that  the  necessity  of  enforcing  discipline 
rarely  obtrudes  itself.  The  infliction  of  such  a  severe  remedy  for 
disorder  as  suspension  from  school,  has  become  exceedingly  rare, 
and  the  friction  between  teachers  and  pupils  or  their  parents, 
which  formerly  appeared  with  great  froquenc}'  and  which  was 
often  due  to  the  over-strained  and  nervous  condition  of  the  teach- 
ei-s,  who  weie  carrying  too  great  a  burden  of  anxiety  concerning 
the  status  of  their  classes  in  respect  to  the  coming  examinations,  has 
materially  lessened  and  in  many  schools  has  entirely  disappeared. 
As  a  necessary  result  of  this  condition,  I  assert  with  confidence 
that  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  schools  has  such  real  pro- 
gress been  exhibited  as  during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  experiment  started  one  year  ago  in  penmahship  wherein 
the  instruction  was  based  upon  the  requirement,  at  a  very  early 
age,  of  the  free-arm  movement,  has  now  been  tried  long  enough 
to  give  a  fair  opportunity  to  judge  of  its  merits.  It  is  enough  to 
say.  without  entering  into  details,  that  although  for  less  than  a 
year  and  a  half  effort  has  been  made  in  this  direction,  our  pupils 
have  never  presented  such  uniformly  good  handwriting  in  their 
every  day  lessons,  which  were  not  in  any  sense  exercises  in  pen- 
manship, but  exhibit  their  genuine  handwriting  as  shown  in  reg- 
ular written  exercises  in  all  subjects  ;  for  example,  those  {u^sented 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Ninth  Year  Classes  in  the  exercises  based 
upon  the  Regents'  examinations.  The  nearly  universal  accord  of 
the  teachei*s  in  their  estimate  of  our  work  in  penmanship  is  the  best 
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poasiblo  enconmgcnient  to  the  continuance  of  the  use  of  the  sys- 
tem now  in  vogue. 

Mnch  has*  Ijeen  said  and  written  within  the  past  two  or  three 
years  concerning  what  is  called  vertical  writing.  The  arguments 
in  favor  of  this  innovation  are  generally  specious  and  mislending. 
In  the  firet  place,  it  is  claimed  that  no  other  system  is  compatible 
with  the  proper  position  from  ii  physiological  point  of  view,  of 
the  pupil's  body  at  the  desk.  The  fact  that,  heretofore,  pupils 
were  obliged  to  sit  with  the  side  turned  towards  the  desk  was  due 
wholly  to  the  fact  that  they  were  occupying  double  desks,  and 
that  it  was  impracticable  for  two  persons  to  write  at  such  a  desk 
without  assuming  the  unnatural  and  constrained  position.  This 
evil  is  wholly  eradicated  wherevei*  single  desks  have  displaced 
the  double  ones,  because  the  upright  position  facing  the  desk  is  a 
natural  and  e^isy  one  for  any  one.  As  soon  as  the  double  desks 
are  entirely  banished,  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  the  unnatural 
position  in  writing,  no  matter  what  the  system  of  instruction  may 
be.  I  have  looked  very  carefully  at  the  other  claims  made  by 
vertical  writing  and  am  wholly  convinced  that  this  style  is  entirely 
inferior  to  a  good  cursive  hand  in  the  most  important  elements, 
namely,  legibility  and  rapidity.  Of  course,  the  adoption  of  the 
vertical  style  of  writing  thoroughly  destroys  the  free-arm  move- 
ment and  with  it  all  possibility  of  acquiring  i*eal  rapidity  in  writ- 
ing. Again,  a  genuine  vertical  line  can  not  be  made  with  cor- 
rectness unless  a  position  of  the  pen  is  assumed  which  immediately 
destroys  all  freedom  of  movement.  Just  as  in  drawing,  in  order 
to  make  a  true  vertical  line  it  is  necessary  to  turn  the  hand,  so 
that  it  rests  on  the  side,  in  order  to  keep  the  growing  line  under 
the  control  of  the  eye  tis  well  as  the  hand,  just  so  it  will  be  found 
in  vertical  writing  that  no  perfect  lines  can  be  made  without  re- 
sortinor  to  the  restino:  of  the  hand  on  the  side.  In  view  of  these 
and  many  other  objections,  I  am  decidedly  avei'se  to  the  adop- 
tion of  veilical  writing  in  our  schools. 

In  view  of  the  change  made  in  the  coui-se  of  study  in  Language 
consequent  upon  adopting  a  new  text-book  in  Grammar,  whereby 
a  text-book  alone  without  the  l^anguage  tablets  is  used  in  the  7th, 
8th  and  9th  Yeai-s,  I  earnestly  renew  my  suggestion  made  last 
year,  that  a  daily  exercise  in  Composition  wherein  the  work  of 
other  studies  is  consUuitly  co-ordinated  with  the  practice  in 
English,  he  made  a  required  exercise  in  the  three  higher  grades, 
and  a  frequent  exercise  in  lower  gi-ades,  and  in  order  that  this 
may  be  thoroughly  understood,  I  recommend  that  the  plan  be 
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made  a  requirecl  pail  of  the  coui'se  of  study.  The  plan  suggested 
last  year  has  been  thoroughly  tried  iu  one  school  and  has  met 
with  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  teachere  who  used  it. 

The  experiment  of  introducing  the  elem*^nts  of  Algebra  in  the 
last  year  in  the  grammer  schools,  was  tried  in  three  schools  with 
gratifying  results.  I  am  confident  that  its  use  in  all  the  Ninth- 
Year  Classes  would  prove  highly  beneficial.  After  some  consid- 
eration of  what  proportion  of  time  should  be  given  to  Algebra 
in  the  Ninth- Year  Classes,  I  recommend  that  the  study  he  taken 
up  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  say  at  the  first  of 
February,  and  that  two  exercises  a  week  be  given  to  Algebra  and 
three  to  the  regular  coui^se  in  Arithmetic  during  the  rest  of  the 
school  year. 

The  innovation  made  a  year  ago,  requiring  every  student 
attending  the  High  School  to  take  some  one  language  study 
besides  English  has  thus  far  proved  quite  successful.  Not  a  word 
of  complaint  on  this  score  has  been  reported  to  me  from  parents 
or  guardians  ;  in  fact,  as  far  as  we  have  had  any  expression  from 
parents  or  guardians,  it  has  been  in  the  direction  of  entire 
approval  of  this  extejision  of  educational  opportunity  tor  their 
children .  I  renew  a  suggestion  made  seveml  years  in  succession  that 
the  High  School  be  provided  with  the  proper  laboratory  facilities 
so  that  the  studies  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  may  be  pui^ued  on 
the  best  approved  individual  opportunity  of  experimentation. 
This  provision  alone  is  necessary  to  place  the  High  School  on  a 
par  with  the  most  reputable  secondary  schools  in  the  country. 

An  important  step  has  been  taken  by  the  Board  in  adopting 
the  system  of  drawing  based  upon  the  principle  of  drawing  from 
the  object.  When  this  system  is  thoroughly  incorporated  with 
our  school  work,  it  will  form  the  necessary  articulation  in  our 
manual  training  course  which  will  connect  the  kir.dergaiteu,  the 
primary  and  grammer  grades  and  the  High  School  in  one  con- 
tinuous and  progressive  course.  I  again  suggest  that,  as  soon  as 
pmctic^ble,  some  instruction  in  metal  working  be  added  to  the 
course  for  the  boys  in  the  High  School.  The  one  thing  which  pre- 
vents a  full  and  complete  development  of  the  manual  training  work 
in  our  schools  is  a  natural  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  ask 
for  increased  appropriations  for  this  purpose  as  long  as  the  other 
expenses  of  the  schools  are  slightly  but  surely  increasing.  In 
many  of  the  large  western  cities,  this  diflSculty  has  been  overcome 
by  the  munificence  of  private  individuals  or  the  cooperation  of 
associated  mercantile  bodies,   who  have  erected   spacious   and

splendidly  equipped  buildings  aud  supplied  all  the  appliuuces 
needed  aud  then  have  presented  theui  to  theeonimunitiesin  whidi 
they  dwell.  Would  that  some  citizen  of  Albany,  who  is  inclined 
to  devote  some  of  his  means  to  public  use,  could  be  moved  to 
investigate  thoroughly  the  influence  of  manual  ti*aining  upon  the 
education  of  our  boys  and  girls  and  then  to  furnish  either  a  com- 
plete working  plant  or  an  endowment  sufficient  to  caity  it  on  id 
the  future. 

New  Legislation. 

The  last  legislature  enacted  several  laws  which  affect  our  school 
work  more  or  less  directly.  Most  of  these  laws  are  beneficent  in 
their  nature,  but  one  is  ceilainly  maleficent  in  some  of  its  details. 
The  law  providing  for  additional  fiicilities  for  visual  instruction  in 
geography,  natural  history  and  kindred  subjects  by  means  of  lec- 
tures and  accompanying  pictorial  representation  with  the  use  of 
lanterns  and  slides  must  prove  helpful  in  all  the  communities  in 
which  it  may  be  used.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  the  state 
will  furnish  to  every  city  and  village  having  a<suijerintendent  of 
schools,  the  manuscript  lectures,  oxy-hydrogen  lanterns,  screens, 
slides,  etc.,  nccessaiy  to  completely  illustrate  any  given  topics. 
The  entire  outfit  is  furnished  without  any  cost  to  the  cities  and  we 
exj^ect  to  be  al)le  to  give  to  the  pupils  in  Geography  at  least  four 
of  these  lectures  on  the  geography  of  New  York  State  during  the 
coming  year,  embracing  the  following  topics : 

Manhattan  Island  and  the  Hudson  River. 

The  Catskills  and  the  Adirondacks. 

The  Lakes  of  Central  New  York  and  the  Erie  Canal. 

Niagara  Falls. 

The  school  census,  which  was  ordered  to  be  taken  the  first  of 
October  next  by  the  legislature,  will  iorm  a  valuable  basis  for 
comparison  as  to  the  completeness  of  our  facilities  for  instruction 
of  children  of  school  age  and  also  of  the  efficacy  of  the  new  com- 
pulsory law. 

The  statute  requiring  that  the  American  Flag  should  be  placed 
upon  every  school  building  has  been  anticipated  by  our  action,  as 
the  custom  of  displaying  the  flag  on  our  school  buildings  has  been 
universal  in  this  city  for  some  yeare. 

The  act  to  promote  the  professional  tmining  of  teachers  was 
one  of  the  most  important  laws  passed  by  the  last  legislature.  By 
its  provisions  no  teacher  can  be  hereafter  appointed  in  any  city 
who  has  not  had  either  three  years'  experience  in  teaching  or  at 
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least  a  three  years'  High  School  coui'se  of  instruction  and  subse- 
quently one  year  of  special  professional  training.  As  this  has  been 
practically  the  requirement  in  Albany  since  ]883,  since  the  train- 
ing school  was  established,  it  calls  for  no  special  local  application, 
but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  will  exert  an  extraordinary  influ- 
ence in  raising  the  standard  of  preparation  for  the  work  of  teaching 
throughout  the  State.  The  minimum  three  years'  coui'se  of  study, 
as  required  by  this  law.  must  be  approved  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  an  important  step  placing  our  high 
schools  more  directly  under  the  supervision  of  our  State  Super- 
intendent and  thus  promoting  the  homogeneity  of  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  entire  State.  This  will  promote  also  a  systematic 
inspection  of  high  schools  by  a  competent  State  oflicial  which  will 
give  their  wcnk  a  stamp  which  will  be  recognized  throughout  the 
entire  country  and  especially  by  the  higher  institutions  of  learning. 
The  new  law  concerning  the  instruction  in  Physiology  and 
Hygiene  with  reference  to  the  use  of  narcotics  and  stimulants  is, 
in  some  of  its  details  a  most  pernicious  measure.  It  can  be  safely 
criticised  as  a  preposterous  piece  of  paternalism.  By  its  provi- 
sions, the  legislature  dictates  to  all  the  educators  of  the  State, 
the  details  of  instruction  in  this  subject  in  respect  to  the  time 
and  methods  of  teaching,  an  enterprise  entered  upon  by  even  the 
best  qualified  educational  experts  with  misgivings.  Truly,  **  Fools 
rush  in  where  angels  fe^ir  to  tread."  The  requirement  that  a 
text-book  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  pupils  that  can 
read  is  so  opposed  to  all  recognized  good  methods  of  teaching 
that  when  promulgated,  it  created  a  smile  of  incredulity  among 
educatoi^ ;  should  it  be  literally  obeyed,  the  excellent  results  of 
real  instruction  obtained  in  this  very  subject  for  a  number  of  years 
past  could  be  given  no  longer.  Should  this  kind  of  legislative 
action  go  unchallenged  in  respect  to  this  topic,  what  argument 
could  be  advanced  should  future  legislators  promulgate  their 
directions  ivs  to  the  teaching  of  political  economy,  morals  and 
cognate  subjects,  concerning  which  they  would  have  as  nmch 
excuse  to  exercise  their  law-making  powers  i\a  they  had  in  the 
present  instance  ?  Much  as  we  may  object,  however,  to  the 
provisions  of  this  law,  we  are  law-abiding  citizens  and,  as  long  as 
it  is  upon  the  statute  books,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  it  is  con- 
scientiously enforced.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  work  in  this 
subject  in  our  schools  will  be  as  fruitful  under  the  text-book  plan 
as  it  has  been  under  the  previous  mode  of  instruction ;  neverthe- 
less, as  the  law  provides  that  the  text-book  must  t>e  used,  it  would 
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be  well  to  select  the  best  books  that  can  be  obtained.  My  per- 
sonal construction  of  the  real  meaning  of  the  direction  that  books 
shall  be  used  by  pupils  that  are  able  to  read,  implies  the  ability 
to  read  some  l>ook  on  the  topic  of  physiology.  I  have  never  seen 
a  book  on  this  subject  which  can  be  intelligently  read  by  a  pupil 
in  a  lower  gi-ade  than  the  fourth  year,  and  most  of  the  books 
that  these  pupils  can  read  are  unscientific  in  arrangement  and  are 
often  ludicrously  diffuse  and  attenuated  in  thought.  I  recommend 
that  text-books  in  this  subject  be  selected  at  an  early  date  and 
that  the  manner  of  instruction  specified  in  the  law  be  given  at  a 
sufficiently  early  time  to  comply  with  its  provisions, 

EiNDEROARTBNS. 

The  regularity  of  attendance  upon,  and  the  pressure  for  admis- 
sion to  some  of  our  kindergartens  show  the  strong  hold  which 
these  schools  have  obt^iined  in  the  uiiections  of  the  people.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  all  of  the  kindergartuers  have  completed  their  three 
years  of  special  instruction  and  we  are  now  completely  equi[)ped 
with  Ji  thoroughly  trained,  skillful  corps.  The  training  depail- 
ment  for  kindergarlners  has  several  attendant>$  in  the  second  year 
of  the  course  and  it  is  evident  that  we  shall  hereafter  be  able 
always  to  obtain  a  supply  of  well-prepared  instructoi-s  in  this 
department  from  our  local  supply  of  teachers. 

One  of  our  graduate  kindergartoei's  has  been  called  to  establish 
the  kindergartens  in  a  neighboring  city,  at  an  immediate  salary 
as  large  as  she  could  obUiin  after  a  three  years'  service  at  home. 
We  have  other  evidence  that  the  work  of  preparation  in  our 
kiudeigailen  training-school  is  fully  up  to  the  highest  require- 
ments of  the  service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year,  another  kindergarten 
will  l)e  opened  in  School  No.  21,  This  will  be  our  eighteenth 
kindergarten,  and  leaves  only  Schools  Nos.  11,  14  and  17  with- 
out this  importiuit  adjunct  to  public  school  work.  No.  17  is  so 
crowded  with  primary  scholars  that  it  does  not  seem  practicable 
to  open  a  kindergarten  there,  unless  an  addition  is  built  to  pro- 
vide the  neces^ny  accommodations.  No.  14  should  have  a  kin- 
dergarten, and  I  recommend  that  one  he  opened  in  that  school  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  available.  School  No.  11  has  no 
grade  below  the  fourth  year,  but  it  has  a  vacant  room  and  should 
the  kindergarten  of  School  No.  24  become  over-crowded  so  as  to 
justify  the  employment  of  another  teacher,  this  vacant  room  can 
readily  be  used  for  the  purpose.  The  report  of  the  supervisor  of 
kindergartens  and  statistics  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 
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It  should  be  remembered  that  our  supervisor.  Miss  F.  C.  Haye^, 
not  only  supervise;^  i)ei^onally  all  the  kindergartens  in  the  city, 
but  also  is  the  sole  insU'uetor  in  kindergarten  methods  and  in 
training  her  pupil  teachers  in  this  art. 

MusiO  AND  Drawing. 

The  departments  of  music  and  drawing  have  been  conducted 
with  adequate  success  during  the  past  year.  On  the  recommend 
ation  of  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  the  Board  has  decided  to 
change  the  sybtem  of  drawing  which  had  been  confined  largely  to 
drawing  from  the  flat,  to  one  which  is  based  upon  drawing  dii-ectly 
from  the  object.  This  system  will  be  put  into  use  at  the  begin 
uing  of  the  next  school  year.  In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  Hailes  ha^ 
given  a  series  of  lessons  to  all  the  teachei-s  in  preparation  for  the 
work  and  will  continue  this  series  at  the  oi)enhig  of  the  school 
year,  until  he  is  satisfied  that  they  are  ready  to  begin  operations 
successfully.  The  reports  of  the  supei-visoi's  of  these  departments 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  this  repoil.  Special  attention  is 
directed  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Hailes  for  an  assistant  and  the  need 
of  supplying  the  department  of  music  with  a  large  number  of 
music  books. 

Evening  Sohools. 

As  has  been  done  during  the  past  two  years,  the  evening  schools 
were  opened  in  buildings  Nos.  1  and  12  in  the  latter  part  of  Sep- 
tember. The  attendance  for  the  year  shows  a  small  but  substan- 
tial increjwe.  The  work  done  in  the  schools  wjis  of  the  same  good 
character  that  has  marked  them  in  the  past.  The  attendance  is 
small  compared  to  the  size  of  the  city.  As  I  have  had  occasion 
to  oliserve  before,  this  is  because  the  ineans  of  obtaining  element- 
ary education  have  been  taken  advantage  of  to  such  a  degree  iu 
this  city  that  there  is  little  positive  need  of  instruction  of  this 
kind.  Nevertheless,  I  believe  that  the  results  justify  the  expend- 
iture of  the  vei'v  moderate  amount  that  the  schools  cost.  Should 
the  Boaitl  feel  like  extending  the  courae  of  instruction  in  the 
evening  schools,  I  am  conddeut  that  the  outcome  would  be  in 
eveiy  way  satisfactory.  It  is  the  experience  of  all  cities  which 
have  tried  the  experiment  that  in  order  to  secure  the  attendance 
of  puprls  over  sixteen  years  of  age  who  are  outside  the  provisions 
of  the  compulsory  law,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  ofier  instruc- 
tion in  such  branches  as  freehand  drawing,  bookkeeping,  U.  S. 
History,  Elementary  Physics,  English  Literature,  and,  in  some  in- 
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stances,  in  Algebra  and  the  higher  mathematics.  The  etatistica 
to  be  obtained  from  the  coming  school  cenmis  will  determine 
pretty  well  how  large  a  number  of  the  class  furnishing  evening 
school  attendants  we  have  In  the  city,  and  will  afford  a  veiy  iu- . 
tcUtgeiit  basis  for  diiuuesiou.

ToAiKiKQ  Class. 

As  usu^il,  two  terms  were  held  in  out'  tf-aiiiing  close  under  the 
direction  snd  i-egiilations  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
aud  the  sum  of  $622  was  received  irom  the  State  fVom  the  funds 
iiet  apart  for  the  inainteiiuuce  of  teiichere'  classes.  This  sum  makes 
the  total  amoniit  received  dining  the  past  thiileeti  years  from  this 
source  |6,163,  which  is  at  leuHt  two  or  three  thousand  dollars  more 
than  the  ti'aining  class  has  cost  the  city.  The  class  numbered 
twenty-one  at  the  opening  of  the  year  ;  eighteen  were  duly  gradu- 
ated aud  given  certificates  of  qualitication  to  teach.  Thesucceas 
of  the  course  of  instruction  iu  kindergarten  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  many  who  desire  to  become  specialists  in  this  branch, 
but  who  do  not  desire  to  become  applicants  for  positions  iu  our 
own  schools.  Applications  have  been  made  for  admission  to  the 
school  from  citizens  and  non-residents.  I  recommend  that  non- 
residents be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a  small  fee,  say  twenty 
dollni'S  a  year  for  the  special  course  in  kindergarten,  and,  provided 
the  number  is  not  very  large,  I  believe  we  should  permit  citizens 
to  attend  upon  this  course  without  cost.     Should  the  number 
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become  too  great,  so  as  to  require  additional  help,  T  think  we 
should  be  justified  in  charging  a  sufficient  fee  to  meet  the  addi- 
tional expenses.  As  some  recompense  for  the  instruction  given, 
we  shall,  of  course,  require  those  taking  this  special  course  to  give 
gratutious  aid  in  our  kindergartens  thix>ughout  the  year,  thus 
enabling  us  to  give  much  individual  attention  to  pupils  without 
additional  cost. 

The  lack  of  opportunity  for  practice  work  in  the  higher  gram- 
mer  grades  is  a  source  of  complaint  among  our  principals,  because 
substitutes  are  not  as  useful  in  those  giades  as  they  are  in  the 
primaries.  I  can  see  no  way  yet  of  accomplishing  what  seems  to 
be  needed  in  this  respect,  except  to  extend  the  course  for  two  years 
and  devote  the  second  year  largely  to  the  practice  in  higher  grades 
in  some  other  school  than  No.  24.  We  should  have  an  ample 
supply  of  candidates  for  appointment,  even  should  we  fail  to 
graduate  a  class  in  any  one  year.  The  admirable  results  of  the 
training  given  to  our  pupil  teachers  are  evinced  every  day  in  the 
improved  character  of  the  work  of  substitutes  in  our  schools ;  but 
another  and  a  paiticularly  convincing  piece  of  evidence  is  the 
eagerness  with  which  graduates  of  our  training  clajssare  sought  by 
the  rural  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  Albany.  I  believe  that  every 
graduate  of  the  training  class  could  immediately  obbiin  a  position 
in  a  rural  school,  should  she  be  willing  to  take  one.  There  is  a 
double  benefit  arising  from  the  employment  of  our  graduates  in 
the  country  schools ;  first  to  the  rural  schools,  since  they  obtain 
a  trained  teacher  at  a  moderate  cost  and  are  not  annoyed  by  the 
necessity  of  constant  changing  as  in  the  cases  of  teachei's  who  are 
unable  to  pass  the  uniform  examinations,  and  in  the  second  place, 
as  our  graduates,  may  at  any  time  be  called  to  take  a  place  in  our 
own  schools,  we  gain  the  benefit  of  their  additional  experience. 
It  can  readily  be  seen  that  in  this  way  we  constantly  make  adequate 
return  to  the  State  for  the  amount  of  money  we  receive  for  main- 
taining the  teachers'  class. 

Teachers. 

Two  hundred  eighty-seven  (287)  teachers  were  employed  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Two  hundred  sixty  three  (263)  were  women 
and  twenty-four  (24)  men.  One  hundred  ninety-one  (191)  were 
graduates  of  our  High  School,  seventeen  (17)  were  collegiates, 
forty-six  (46)  State  Normal  graduates  and  thirty-seven  (37)  wei-e 
educated  at  private  schools  and  academies.  One  hundred  thirteen 
(113)  are  graduates  of  our  training  class,  an  increase  of  ten  over 
last  year. 
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The  customary  monthly  meeting  of  the  Principals  with  the 
Superintendent  were  held  throughout  the  year.  At  these  meet- 
ings, practical  questions  oK  school  management  and  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  were  discussed  and  that  same  concert  of 
action  which  has  so  hnppily  marked  the  histoiy  of  our  schools 
for  many  years  was  promoted  and  sustained  by  these  discussions. 
As  heretofore  the  teachers  of  each  school  held  regular  meetings 
for  the  discus^^ion  of  special  interests  and  needs  ;  while  the  kinder- 
garten teacher's  held  their  usual  weekly  meetings  for  the  arrange- 
ment and  study  of  programs.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  teachers  are  sustaining  the  high  standard  of  previous  years, 
and  throughout  the  entire  corps  there  is  that  progressive  spirit 
and  earnest  and  conscientious  labor  which  must  result  in  produc- 
ing the  kind  of  men  and  women  which  will  furnish  us  citizens  of 
the  highest  type.  ^ 

Six  teachers  died  during  the  year.  Miss  Rebecca  I.  Hindman, 
who  had  been  a  teacher  in  the  High  School  since  its  establishment 
in  1868,  and  taught  for  nine  ycai-s  prior  to  that  time  in  one  of  our 
gi-ammar  schools,  died  on  January  5,  1895.  An  extended  notice 
of  Miss  Hindmaii's  connection  with  the  school  and  the  action  of 
tbe  teachei*s  of  the  High  School  concerning  her  death,  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

Miss  Maria  J.  Brannigan,  of  School  No.  3,  died  on  January 
21, 1895. 

Miss  Ida  A.  Carroll,  of  School  5,  died  December  31,  1895,  after 
nineteen  years  of  faithful  and  successful  semce. 

Miss  Catharine  L.  Murphy,  of  School  No.  13,  died  May  6, 
1895. 

Miss  Rose  A.  Cox,  of  School  14,  died  April  19,  1895. 

Miss  Jennie  F.  CuUeii,  of  School  No.  24,  died  April  18,  1895. 

Miss  Murphy  had  served  seventeen  ^eare,  Miss  Brannigan  and 
Miss  Cox  had  eiich  served  seven  years  and  Miss  CuUen  had  served 
fifteeu  yeai*s.  The  loss  of  so  many  capable,  experienced  and 
beloved  teachei-s  occasioned  lasting  sorrow  and  regret  among  their 
pupils  and  their  associates. 

Public  School  Library. 

The  practical  usefulness  of  the  public  school  library  was  con- 
siderably extended  by  placing  in  each  of  the  grammer  schools 
about  fifty  selected  volumes  for  the  use  of  the  upper  grade 
scholara,  so  that  their  i-eading  might  be  more  directly  influenced 
by  the  judgment  of  the  teachers.     I  recommend  that  the  same 
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libmries  be  increased  l)y  frequent  additions.  The  library  proper 
has  been  in  constant  use  by  the  High  School  pupils  and  its  use- 
fulness is  more  apparent  than  ever.  The  fiicilities  for  consultation 
of  reference  books  has  been  largely  increased  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  libmry  will  soon  become  a  constant  resort  for  real  study 
rather  than  for  the  purpose  of  recreation  alone. 

In  closing  this  i*eport,  I  gladly  take  the  opportunity  offered  to 
express  my  heartiest  thanks  tf>  the  members  of  the  Board  for 
their  constant  support  and  sympathy  in  the  great  work  in  which 
we'  are  engaged  and  to  the  Principals  and  teachers  for  their 
earnest  and  ready  cooperation.

My  Dear  Sir — A  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  the  kinder- 
gartens accompanying  this  report  with  those  of  last  year  will 
show  the  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  kindergartens  to  be 
nearly  two  hundred  less  this  year  than  last.  This  does  not  dem- 
onstrate however  a  lessening  of  interest  in  the  kindergarten  on 
the  part  of  parents,  but  the  wisdom  of  the  attempt  to  keep  the 
number  of  children  to  each  teacher  within  a  proper  limit ;  for  the 
comparison  also  shows  a  higher  per  cent,  of  attendance  this  year, 
and  also  that  the  number  of  children  well  prepared  to  enter  the 
primary  grade  is  within  four  of  that  of  last  year. 

Another  cause  which  has  made  the  work  in  the  kindergarten 
superior  to  that  of  last  year  is  the  fact  that  the  number  of  stu- 
dents pursuing  the  special  kindergai'teu  training  in  the  Teachers' 
Training  Class  has  made  it  possible  to  furnish  an  efficient  assist- 
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ant  to  the  largest  kindergartens  during  all  or  a  part  of  the  j^ear. 

Those  who  have  taken  up  Ihc  studies  of  the  fii-st  year  of  the 
post-graduate  course  are  Misses  Alice  Cassidy,  Genevieve  Cooney, 
£ugenui  Davis,  Justine  M.  DovliU;  Ella  F.  Farnham,  Martha  J. 
Vint  and  Josephine  S.  Winne.  The  following  have  this  year 
completed  the  full  coui*8e  and  received  diplomas  :  Misses  Fmnces 
A.  Cassidy,  Mary  L.  Doody,  Louise  G.  Franklin,  Margaret  A. 
Healey,  Anna  J.  Kelliher,  Mary  W.  Malone,  Marie  L.  Matti- 
more,  Etta  F.  Miles,  Gei'aldine  Mullin,  May  J.  Hogan,  Fannie 
Rorke,  Katharine  F.  Stephens,  Josephine  S.  Winne. 

The  weekly  meetings  of  the  kindergartnei's  for  the  discussion 
of  programs  have  been  continued. 

The  grasp  ot  principles,  awakened  insight,  and  increasing 
breadth  of  thought  on  the  part  of  the  kindergartnei's  have  been 
directly  discernible  in  the  growth  laid  development  of  the  children. 

Our  kindergartens  have  thus  perceptibly  advanced  towards  an 
ideal  standard  during  the  3'ear  just  finished.  The  factoids  which 
have  been  instrumeutiil  in  this  improvement  will  be  effective 
every  succeeding  year,  presumably  increasingly  so. 

The  provision  of  a  good  piano  for  every  kindergarten  not 
already  so  furnished  will  be  an  additional  impetus  which  is  a 
necessity  for  entire  success. 

One  very  encouraging  feature  is  the  increase  of  intelligent  inter- 
est in  kindergarten  principles  and  methods  on  the  part  of  many 
primaiy  teachers.  This  gives  ground  for  hope  that  in  the  near 
future  definite  steps  may  be  taken  by  both  kindergffrtners  and 
first  grade  teachers  towards  the  establishment  of  a  closer  relation- 
ship between  their  lines  of  work.

Dear  Sir — I  respectfully  SBbmit  the  following  report  for  the 
school  j'eur  ending  June  30,  1895  : 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  I  examined  each  of  the  classes 
in  the  several  primary  and  grammar  schools,  and  gave  au  indi- 
vidual oral  examination  to  the  pnpils  of  the  Ninth  Year  grade. 

At  present  only  one  set  of  singing  books,  for  the  Seventh, 
Eighth  and  Ninth  Year  grades,  is  supplied  to  each  school ;  the 
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books  are  passed  from  room  to  room,  and  in  a  short  time  become 
worn  and  dilapidated,  and  the  responsibility  for  their  proper  care 
k  too  much  divided.  I  would  resi)ecttijlly  recommend  that  every 
room  in  these  three  gi-ades  l>e  supplied  with  a  set  of  books  for  its 
own  use.  In  addition  to  the  better  care  the  books  should  receive, 
it  would  enable  the  teachere  to  commence  the  morning  exercises 
with  the  singing  lesson,  a  method  most  of  them  prefer,  but  which 
they  cannot  follow  while  they  have  to  await  their  turn  for  the 
one  set  in  use. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  Normal  Reader  No.  1  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils  of  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Year 
grades. 

The  access  of  new  teachcra  during  the  year,  and  the  changes  of 
grade  due  to  transferals,  made  it  necessary  for  me,  in  very  many 
instances,  to  give  individual  instruction  to  these  teachera.  And 
while  the  teachers  are  gradually  becoming  more  proficient,  I  con- 
sidered that  if  a  plan  could  be  adopted  to  bring  all  the  teachers 
of  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  under  instruction  it  would 
contribute  to  a  uniformity  of  method  which  would  be  of  great 
utility.  I  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  the  Principals,  and  after  careful  consider- 
ation and  discussion,  my  recommendation  of  a  couibc  of  ten  les- 
sons to  the  teachers  of  the  different  grades  was  adopted. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public  In- 
struction, in  compliance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Principals,  requesting  permission  for  this  course  of  lessons, 
shall  authorize  the  work,  so  that  it  may  be  commenced  soon  after 
the  re-openmg  of  the  schools.  In  addition  to  the  advantages  cited 
above,  the  instruction  derived  from  these  lessons  should  enable 
the  several  teachei-s  to  teach  in  all  the  grades.  I  wish  to  acknowl- 
edge my  indebtedness  to  you  and  to  the  Principals  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  year.

Dear  8ir — In  compliance  with  your  request  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  as  loUows,  relative  to  my  work  during  the  last  school  year. 

I  started  out  with  the  determmation  of  making  great  changes, 
although  they  promised  to  involve  me  in  much  extra  responsibility 
and  hard  labor.  I  believe  that  I  am  put  in  this  position  to  serve 
with  my  best  energy  and  judgment  and  I  work  on  that  principle. 
Therefore,  when  I  sisked  the  Board  to  give  me  more  time  in  the 
High  School,  in  order  that  I  might  attend  to  the  mechanical 
classes,  and  when  I  pei>$isted  in  asking  the  Board  to  change  the 
system  for  the  White's  New  ArtCoui-se,  and  the  Thompson  Series, 
I  neither  consulted  my  pei-sonal  pleasure  nor  convenience. 

My  program  has  been  as  follows  during  the  year : 

Monday — Primary  and  Grammar  Schools. 
Tuesday,  a.  m. — Mechanical  Classes,  High  School. 
Tuesday,  p.  M. — Primary  and  Grammar  Schools. 
Wednesday,  A.  m. — Mechanical  Classes,  High  School. 
Wednesday,  p.  m. — Teachers'  Training  Class. 
Thursday — High  School. 
Friday — High  School. 

In  the  lower  schools  I  was  enabled  to  visit  each  class  above  the 
second  year  at' le»ist  four  times.  I  examined  and  marked  every 
class  in  the  technical  part  of  drawing  and  have  the  record.  In 
June  I  examined  and  marked  every  draioing  book  in  the  city.  I 
superintended  all  the  competitive  work  for  honors  and  priz^  and 
carefully  attended  to  all  the  Kegents'  requirements. 

In  addition  to  the  above  duties,  I  held  teachers'  classes  at  the 
High  School,  where,  after  school  hours  I  instructed  the  teachera 
of  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  in  the  new  system  lately 
adopted  by  the  Hoard.  I  also  gave  a  series  ot  twelve  lessons  to 
the  kindergartners  during  the  year. 

I  need  an  assistant  and  should  have  (me  cither  to  help  in  the 
lower  schools  or  prel'erably,  to  do  all  the  work  in  the  High  School 
leaving  my  full  time  to  properly  supervise  in  the  lower  schools. 

1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  rooms,  20  and  21  in  the  High 
School,  be  thrown  into  one  for  the  accommodation  of  the  drawing 
classes  in  that  institution,  and  also  that  the  room  be  properly 
equipped  with  drawing  Uibles.  The  ones  now  in  use  are  a  lot  of 
prima)*y  desksj  so  small  that  they  are  almost  useless. 
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Thanking  you  and  the  inenibei's  of  the  School  Board  for  your 
good- will  and  kind  co-operation  in  my  department,  I  have  the

Communication. 

The  President  of  the  Board  read  the  following  communication, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  printed : 

315  Madison  Avenue, 

Albany,  December  5,  1895. 

My  Dear  Judge  Learned — While  our  committee  is  responsi- 
ble for  bestowing  ou  the   Board  of  Public   Instruction  a   work 
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which,  perhaps,  they  did  not  desire,  or  for  which  they  were 
hardly  prepared,  we  realize  that  our  responsibility  now  ends. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  place  in  the  hands  of  your  proper  commit- 
tee or  officer  the  contract  prices  obtained,  d"ra wings,  list  of  fur- 
nishings, estimates  of  running  expenses,  etc.,  any  information 
which  it  is  in  our  power  to  give,  as  the  result  of  our  study  of  the 
question. 

Naturally  we  are  very  desirous  that  this  school  kitchen  should  be 
a  success,  and  at  Miss  Honian's  suggession,  $100  was  added  to  the 
appropriation  that  the  right  kind  of  a  teacher  might  be  more 
surely  obtained.  We  chance  to  know  of  one  who  has  had  several 
years'  successful  experience  in  what  is  called  the  most  perfect 
school  kitchen  in  Massachusetts,  that  of  New  Bedford.  She  is 
now  taking  advanced  coui-ses  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  in  order  to  command  a  higher  salary  than  is  paid 
there,  and  it  is  possible  she  might  be  secured. 

As  the  Mayor  has  already  signed  the  appropriation  and  it  is 
available  the  first  of  January,  I  take  it  for  grunted  that  the 
kitchen  may  be  at  once  fitted  up  and  instruction  begin  with  the 
new  year,  thus  giving  at  least  twenty  weeks'  training  to  160  or 
more  girls  who  would  otherwise  lose  this  opportunity. 

While  now  resigning  our  lesponsibility,  we  stand  ready  to  do 
anything  in  our  power  towards  making  the  work  of  the  public 
school  kitchen  an  assured  success.

The  extraordinary  decrease  here  shown  is  entirely  due  to  the 
remarkable  epidemic  of  measles  that  has  prevailed  for  the  past 
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two  months.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Board  of  Health  has 
placed  measles  in  the  same  category  with  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever,  and  that  the  strict  quarantine  thus  established  has  caused 
the  absence  of  many  pupils  in  each  school  who,  although  in  good 
health,  belong  to  faroihes  or  live  in  houses  in  which  cases  of 
measles  exist.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  to  the  Board  the  esti- 
mates ooucerning  the  cost  of  establishing  a  school-kitchen  in 
School  No.  11  in  this  city,  which  had  been  furnished  to  the  Boaixl 
on  its  request  by  M.i*s.  Melvil  Dewey,  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Health  of  the  Civic  League. 

Mr.  Hall  then  read  the  following  letter  : 

To  the  Hcnai'able  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,, 

Albany^  N,  Y.  : 

The  action  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  of  the  Civic 
League  in  asking  the  Common  Council  for  an  appropriation  to 
introduce  instruction  in  cooking  in  the  public  schools  of  Albany 
seems  to  have  been  misundei-stood  by  your  honorable  Board. 

This  misundei'standing  arose  from  the  fact  that  no  reply  was  re- 
ceived by  the  committee  to  their  communication  asking  th^  Board 
to  consider  the  matter  and  to  introduce  an  item  for  this  purpose 
in  their  annual  budget  although  individual  members  had  ex- 
pressed a  waiin  interest  in  the  plan. 

In  closing  their  connection  with  this  work  to  which  they  have 
given  so  much  attention,  the  committee  deem  it  proper  to  tile 
with  the  Board  the  following  statement  :^ 
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Statement. 

Before  asking  a  hearing  from  the  Common  Council  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Health  were  informed  that  the  item  for  intro- 
ducing instruction  in  cooking  in  the  public  schools  was  not 
included  in  the  budget  of  the  Board  this  year,  because : 

1.  No  room  was  available  in  the  High  School  building. 

2.  No  definite  figures  as  to  itemized  estimates  of  cost  had  been 
submitted  to  them. 

3.  The  Board  had  not  time  to  investigate  the  subject  for  them- 
selves. 

4.  The  item  would  probably  be  cut  out  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil if  inserted  in  their  budget. 

Appreciating  the  force  of  these  objections  the  committee  went 
to  work  sy$>tematically  to  remove  them,  as  lack  of  time  alone  had 
prevented  them  from  submitting  a  complete  statement  with  con- 
tract prices  and  definite  estimates  of  running  expenses.  They  had 
also  planned  to  hold  a  public  meeting,  with  speakei-s  from  other 
cities,  which  should  make  the  subject  widely  known  before  the 
budget  of  the  Board  was  made  up.  Circumstances  prevented  the 
carrying  out  of  these  plans  in  time. 

Knowing  that  appeals  had  been  made  to  Common  Councils  in 
other  cities  in  undertaking  this  work,  which  is  distinctl}'  tor  the 
people,  and  having  the  encouragement  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
President  of  the  Board,  with  the  assurance  that  the  work  would 
be  adopted  and  carried  on  by  the  Board  if  the  money  were  forth- 
coming, whether  raised  hy  private  subscription  or  otherwise,  they 
deemed  it  unnecessary  to  take  the  time  of  busy  men  with  further 
peraonal  interviews,  as  with  one  exception  the  matter  had  been 
very  favoral)iy  received  when  first  presented  to  each  member  of  your 
Board.  The  committee  therefore  acted  according  to  their  best 
judgment,  relying  solely  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  knowing 
nothing  of  the  relations  existing  between  the  Board  and  the  Com- 
mon Council.  If  the  committee  had  received  a  reply  to  their  firat 
conmiuuication,  doubtless  later  complications  would  have  been 
avoided  by  a  clearer  undei-standiug  of  the  real  facts. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  has  informed  this  committee  that  un- 
less the  appropriation  is  used  for  the  purpose  specified  within  the 
year  for  which  it  was  granted,  it  lapses  and  passes  into  the  con- 
tingent fund. 

It  was  granted  after  a  public  hearing  where  more  than  one  hun- 
dred representative  citizens  showed  their  sympathy  and  interest 
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in  the  work  by  their  presence.  The  aldermen  recognized  that  it 
was  a  movement  really  desired  by  leading  citizens. 

For  the  reasons  given  it  was  supposed  that  the  Board  would  be 
gratified  if  the  appropriation  was  sccui'ed.  It  did  not  for  a  mo- 
ment occur  to  the  committee  that  the  Board  would  feel  that  its 
prerogatives  were  being  ignored,  and  if  such  feeling  exists,  the 
committee  wishes  formally  to  express  its  regret  and  to  disclaim 
any  responsibility  therefor. 

Now  that  the  legislative  branch  of  the  city  government  has  de- 
cided that  the  experiment  may  be  tried,  its  success  or  failui*e 
depends  largely  on  the  attitude  of  the  Board  and  of  those  to 
whom  it  delegates  the  direct  supervision  of  the  work. 

In  behalf  of  the  many  citizens  interested,  this  committee  begs 
to  urge  that  the  plan  productive  of  so  much  good  in  other  cities 
may  l)e  given  a  fair  and  thorough  trial  in  Albany ;  that  it  shall 
not  be  handicapped  by  being  relegated  to  a  building  not  centrally 
located,  and  that  the  teacher  employed  shall  have  had  ample  suc- 
cessful experience  in  this  peculiar  work.

Sir — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health,  held  December  13, 
1895,  the  following  report  from  the  Sanittuy  Committee  was 
adopted : 

The  Sanitary  Committee,  to  whom  wiis  referred  the  communi- 
cation of  Chas.  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools  (see  printed 
minutes,  page  168),  report  as  follows:  **  Diphtheria,  four  (4) 
weeks  or  longer  if  attending  physician  thinks  necessary  ;  scarlet 
fever,  eight  (8)  weeks ;  Gorman  measles,  two  (2)  weeks  ;  chicken 
pox,  three  (3)  weeks  ;  mumps,  three  (3)  weeks  ;  measles,  four  (4) 
weeks.  Children  living  continuously  in  a  house  where  a  conta- 
gious disease  exists,  to  be  excluded  from  schools  as  long  as  quar- 
antine is  necessary  of  the  sick,  if  member  of  same  family,  and 
not  less  than  two  weeks  after  their  firat  exposure. 
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111  case  of  children  of  other  families  in  Che  same  house  where  a 
case  of  contagious  disease  exist,  the  same  rule  to  apply  unless  re- 
lieved at  the  discretion  of  the  Health  Offioer. 

As  to  teachers  the  same  rule  to  apply  as  to  children.  Satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  compliance  with  the  rules  to  be  supplied  either 
by  the  attending  physician,  by  the  parents  or  custodian  of  the 
child,  if  considered  trustwoithy  by  the  Principal,  otherwise  by 
the  Health  Officer.

The  Legislature  of  1895  enacted  the  following  law  : 

Chap.  1031,  Laws  op  1895. 

AN  ACT  to  encourage  and  to  promote  the  professional  training 

of  teachei's. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  asfoUaws : 

Seotion  1.  The  board  of  education  or  the  public  school 
authorities  of  any  city,  except  the  city  of  New  York,  or  of  any 
village  employing  a  superintendent  of  schools,  may  establish, 
maintain,  direct  and  control  one  or  more  schools  or  claases  for 
the  professional  instruction  and  ti'aining  of  teachers  in  the  princi- 
ples of  education  and  in  the  method  of  instruction  for  not  less 
than  thiity -eight  weeks  in  each  school  year. 

§  2.  Towards  the  maintenan^  and  support  of  these  schools 
and  classes  established  pui*suant  to  this  act,  or  heretofore  estab- 
lished and  maintained  for  similar  purposes,  and  whose  require- 
ments for  admission,  and  whose  course  of  studies  ai*e  made  with 
the  approval  of  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
and  under  whose  direction  such  classes  shall  be  conducted,  the 
said  superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  each  year 
to  set  apart,  to  apportion  and  to  pay  from  the  free  school  fund 
one  dollar  for  each  week  of  instruction  of  each  pupil,  provided, 
however,  that  said  apportionment  and  payment  shall  not  exceed 
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in  the  aggt*egate  one  hundi-ed  thousand  dollars  in  each  year. 
Such  apportionment  and  payment  shall  be  made  upon  the  report 
of  the  local  superintendent  of  schools  filed  with  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  state  ti-easurer  for  the  amount  apportioned. 

^  3.  If  the  total  sum  to  be  apportioned  and  to  be  paid,  as  pro- 
vided by  section  two  of  this  act,  shall  in  any  one  year  exceed  the 
said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  said  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  shall  apportion  to  each  school  and 
class  its  pro  rata  of  said  sum  upon  the  basis  described  in  section 
two  of  this  act 

^  4.  After  January  firat,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
no  person  shall  be  employed  or  licensed  to  teach  in  the  primary 
and  grammar  schools  of  any  city  authorized  by  law  to  employ  a 
superintendent  of  schools,  who  has  not  had  successful  expeiience 
in  teaching  for  at  least  three  yeai's,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  has  not 
completed  a  three  years'  course  in,  and  graduated  from  a  high 
school  or  academy  having  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three 
years,  approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
or  from  some  institution  of  learning  of  equal  or  higher  rank, 
^>proved  by  the  ssune  authority,  and  who,  subsequently  to  such 
graduation,  has  not  graduated  from  a  school  or  class  for  the  pro- 
fessional training  of  teachers,  having  a  course  of  study  of  not  less 
than  thirty-eight  weeks,  approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
restrict  any  board  of  education  of  any  city  from  requiring  such 
additional  qualifications  of  te^ichers  as  said  board  may  determine; 
nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act  preclude  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  any  city  or  village  from  accepting  the  diploma  of  any  state 
normal  and  training  school  of  the  state  of  New  York,  or  a  state 
ceilificate  obtained  on  examination,  as  an  equivalent  for  the  prep- 
aration in  scholai*ship  and  professional  training  herein  required. 

^  5.  AH  acts  and  parte  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  the  foregoing  act,  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  **  approve  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three 
three  years  "  to  be  adopted  by  each  high  school  or  academy  in  the 
State  to  enable  their  graduates  to  be  licensed  in  or  employed  by 
aiiy  city  having  a  superintendent  of  schools,  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  thereof. 
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I  have,  therefore,  approved  the  following  course  of  study  and 
recommend  its  adoption  in  all  such  schools  : 

I. — A  three  years'  course  of  study  in  a  high  school,  in  order  to 
receive  the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, as  required  by  chapter  1031  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  entitled 
**  An  act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  professional  training  of 
teachers,"  should  include  the  following  as  a  minimum  requirement: 

1. — English,  three  years,  or  300  recitations.  The  English 
coui-se  should  include  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Literature  and  Cora- 
position.  The  work  in  literature  should  cover  at  lejist  the  ground 
required  for  admission  to  college  by  the  Association  of  {Schools 
and  Colleges  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland. 

2. — Mathematics,  three  years,  or  300  recitations.  The  mathe- 
matical course  should  include  Algebi*a  to  the  end  of  Quadratic 
Equations,  Plane  Geometry,  and  a  review  of  Arithmetic. 

3. — A  foreign  language,  Latin,  French  or  German,  three  yeare, 
or  300  recitations.  The  course  should  include  at  least  the  gram- 
mar of  the  language  and  translation  at  sight  of  simple  prose  and 
poetry  into  idiomatic  English. 

4. — History  and  Civics,  three  yeai*s,  or  200  recitations.  The 
course  should  include  English,  Greek  and  Boman  History,  with 
the  intensive  study  for  at  least  five  months  of  Civics  and  some 
special  period  of  American  History. 

5. — Drawing,  three  years,  or  200  recitations.  The  coui'se  in 
Drawing  should  include  the  principles  and  practice  of  representa- 
tion drawing,  construction  drawing  and  decoration  drawing. 

6. — Physics  and  Botany,  with  individual  laboratory  work,  two 
years,  or  200  recitations.  Chemistry  directly  applicable  to 
physics  and  botany  should  be  taught  in  connection  with  these 
subjects. 

7.-^Physiology  and  Zoology,  one  year,  or  100  recitations. 

8. — Geography,  Physical  and  Mathematicnl,  one  year  or  100 
recitations. 

9. — Vocal  Music,  three  years,  or  100  recitations.  The  course 
should  include  vocal  culture  (in  class),  sight-singing  from  the 
stafi*,  and  the  common  technical  terms  used  in  vocal  music. 

Four  or  five-year  courses  in  high  schools  or  courses  in  institu- 
tions of  higher  rank,  should  include  the  subjects  required  in  the 
three  years'  course. 

II. — Whatever  examination  in  scholarship  may  be  required  for 
a  teacher's  license,  should  be  conducted  before  the  applicant 
enters  upon  a  course  of  professional  tmining,  and  not  after  its  close. 
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BULINGS. 

No  course  of  study  for  a  high  school  or  academy  will  be 
approved  for  the  pui'poses  enumerated  in  section  four  of  chapter 
1031,  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  that  does  not  contain  as  a  minimum 
the  course  above  set  forth.  Boards  of  education  are  at  libetty 
to  add  thereto  in  their  discretion. 

The  attention  of  boards  of  education  in  the  cities  of  the  State 
is  called  to  section  four,  of  the  law  above  quoted.  This  section 
takes  effect  January  ftrst^  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 
After  that  date  no  contract  can  be  entered  into  with  any  person 
to  teach  in  the  primary  or  grammar  schools  of  any  city  employ- 
ing a  superintendent,  unless  such  pei'son  shall  possess  the  qualifi- 
cations enumerated  therein. 

This  statute,  however,  is  not  retroactive,  and  will  not  be  held 
to  prevent  the  continuation  in  employment  of  such  teachers  in 
such  schools  us  shall  be  upon  that  date  under  contitict  and  actually 
teaching  therein. 

Nor  will  this  act  be  considered  retroactive  in  the  case  of 
students  who  are  pui*Buing  a  coui'se  of  study  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  the  coui-se  above  set  forth,  but  such  students  must 
complete  their  studies  for  graduation  under  the  newly  adopted 
course. 

All  boards  of  education  are  requested  to  immediately  notify 
this  Depaitment  of  the  adoption  by  them  of  the  foregoing  course 
of  study.

A  Course  in  Literature. 

Albany,  Febiiiary  11,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Insti^uction : 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Course  in  Literature,  which 
has  been  in  use  for  several  years  in  the  High  School,  and  to  a 
lunited  extent  in  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  Year  Classes,  be  extended 
downwards  through  all  the  grades.  The  English  Literature 
Course  in  the  High  School  was  established  in  1887,  and  has 
become  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  profitable  courses  in  the 
curriculum.  In  1888  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  an  exten- 
sion of  the  course  downward  for  reasons  that  are  fully  set  forth 
in  my  report  of  that  year  and  which  do  not  need  repetition,  be- 
cause they  are  obvious  and  of  universal  acceptance.     In  accord- 
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ance  with  that  recommendation,  the  Board,  in  1892,  modified  the 
the  Course  in  Reading  so  as  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Eighth 
and  Ninth  Year  pupils  a  book  containing  complete  literary  pro- 
ductions, which  displaced  the  detached  and  fragmentary  material 
of  the  ordinary  reading  book.  The  results  of  this  action  have 
been  highly  satisfactory,  and  I  am  sure  that  nothing  except  the 
natural  hesitancy  of  the  Board  to  add  to  the  cost  to  parents  of 
furnishing  text-books,  and  the  impracticability  of  obtaining  funds 
from  the  city  for  this  purpose,  has  deterred  the  Board  from 
extending  the  course  downward  throughout  the  grades  and  of 
enriching  it  in  the  gi*ades  that  now  use  the  one  book  above 
referred  to. 

Fortunately  the  opportunity  has  just  arisen  of  obviating  these 
difficulties.  The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  has 
decided  that  when  a  Board  of  Education  has  adopted  a  regular 
Course  in  Literature  which,  on  examination,  he  approves,  such 
Board  will  be  pennitted  to  use  the  Library  moneys  to  purchase 
sets  of  the  books  named  in  the  approved  course  for  the  use  of 
pupils.  The  Libraiy  money  now  amounts  to  about  $3,000 ;  of 
this  amount  $1,000  will  be  ample  for  the  additions  to  the  reference 
and  circulating  library,  leaving  $2,000  that  may  be  expended  for 
supplementary  reading.  In  these  circumstances,  I  have  deemed 
it  proper  to  submit  herewith  a  graded  list  of  books  to  be  used  in 
a  Literature  Course.  The  books  suggested  have  been  selected 
fii-st  with  regard  to  their  literary  excellence  and  adaptation  to  the 
several  grades,  and .  second  in  respect  to  economy  in  the  expendi- 
ture. 

Should  this  coui'se  or  a  similar  one  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  I  suggest  that  the  first  purchiises  be  made  to  supply  the 
classes  from  the  Fourth  to  the  Seventh  Yeai*s  inclusive,  as  the 
other  grades  have  a  partial  supply  of  supplementary  reading. 
By  purchasing  a  partial  supply  each  year,  all  the  cl&sscs  can  be 
equipped  in  three  years,  with  the  same  proportion  of  the  funds 
ordinarily  received  for  Library  purposes.

Mr.  Shoemaker,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and 
Attendance,  reported  that  the  parents  of  Robert  and  John 
Middauer,  whose  cases  are  detailed  on  page  321  of  the  current 
proceedings  (eighty-third  meeting),  had  given  their  consent  to  the 
commitment  of  the  children  for  a  period  of  four  and  one-half 
months,  through  the  intervention  of  Justice  Adler.  The  cases 
were  now  re-presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration. 

After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  these  cases

Dear  Sir  —  By  the  dii'ection  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion I  am  desired  to  request  your  opinion  upon  the  following 
questions : 

First.  Has  the  Board  power  to  pay  a  teacher  employed  in  the 
High  School  or  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  during  the  time 
of  his  or  her  absence  from  school  duties  when  such  absence  has 
been  caused  by  illness  contracted  in  the  performance  of  duty  ? 

[Note. — ^This  question  arises  in  many  forms,  and  I  will  state 
a  recent  case  :  A  teacher  in  School  No.  7  contracted  a  cold  from 
the  low  temperature  of  her  room,  and  was  ill  for  about  a  month. 
The  Principal  was  not  at  fault  in  failing  to  dismiss  the  school, 
and  for  this  reason  :  the  ventilation  in  the  room  in  question  is 
defective,  and  while  a  temperature  of  about  fifty  degrees  is  found 
near  the  floor,  the  temperature  at  the  height  of  a  man  in  the 
same  room  may  be,  and  has  been,  as  high  as  eighty  degi*ee8. 
This  situation  occura  only  on  cold  days,  and  upon  the  day  in 
question  the  temperature  in  the  room  was  not  below  the  required 
minimum  of  sixty  degrees  at  the  point  where  thermometers  are 
usually  hung.J 
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JSecond.  Has  the  Board  power  ^to  pagr  a  teacher  during  absence 
from  duty  where  the  illness  was  contracted  in  An  ocdiuary  man- 
ner not  connected  with  the  business  of  teaching  ? 

I  should  be  obliged  if  you  could  give  me  your  opinion  upon 
these  points  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  February  '25, 
189i>.

My  Dear  Sir  —  In  reply  to  your  communication  in  writing 
of  the  20th  rnst.,  this  day  received  l)y  me,  I  have  to  say  :  That 
on  the  5th  day  of  Februaiy,  1894,  at  the  request  of  Judige 
Leai*ned  and  other  membei's  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction, 
I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board  in  reply  to  inquiries  similar  to 
those  contained  in  your  communication  above  referred  to.  I 
assume  that  my  letter  is  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board, 
and  in  my  opinion  fully  answers  your  questions. 

"RefeiTing  to  the  particular  case  described  by  you,  it  appears 
that  the  illness  of  the  teacher  wfl8  not  neoessarily  the  direct 
result  of  the  discharge  of  her  duties  as  such,  bi^  was  due  to  the 
atmospheric  condition  of  the  room  in.  which  ^le  was  employ^. 
Such  a  condition  might  have  been  produced  by  a  defective  ven- 
tilation, ii&  intimated  in  your  letter,  or  by  the  carelessness  of  the 
Principal  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  matters  under 
the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  Board.  It  seems  to  me  that 
a  structural  defect  (if  any  existed)  in  the  ventilating  apparatus 
may  ]ye  remedied  without  much  difficulty  or  expense,  and  that  it 
is  but  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  Principal  or  other  person  to 
whom  the  comfoii;  and  health  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  ai*e  en- 
trusted by  the  Board  should  be  a  pei'son  capable  of  exercising 
sufficient  judgment  in  a  matter  of  that  kind  to  prevent  a  i*ecur- 
rence  of  the  circumstances  mentioned  by  you.

Gentlemen — I  have  been  requested  by  ceitain  members  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Instruction  to  express  an  opinion  us  to  what  legal 
authority  exists  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  a  school  teacher 
in  the  employ  of  such  Board  when  such  salary  has  not  been 
earned.     The  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the  particular 
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case  in  view,  as  I  understand  them,  may  be  resolved  into  the  fol- 
lowing question  :  What,  if  any,  power  has  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  to  direct  the  payment  of  the  full  salary  of  a  teacher 
for  a  period  during  which  the  teacher  has  been  incapacitated  from 
rendering  services  as  such,  it  appearing  that  a  substitute  was  sup- 
plied Avho  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  the  regular  teacher 
during  the  period  referred  to,  and  who  received  os  compensation  for 
such  services  a  certain  portion  of  the  salary  of  the  ah^eut  teacher, 
the  latter  receiving  the  balance  of  the  salary.  As  public  ofBcers 
it  is  our  duty  to  consider  the  question  as  an  abstract  legal  propo- 
sition, devoid  of  any  sentiment  and  entirely  separate  and  apart 
from  any  feeling  of  sympathy  to  which  the  subject  might  other- 
wise be  entitled. 

The  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  ai-e  not 
public  officers  ;  they  are  simply  employes  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instmction,  who  are  the  trustees  of  the  schools  in  which  they  are 
engaged. 

They  are  not  appointed  in  the  sense  that  a  public  officer  is  ap- 
pointed, but  are  hired,  and  the  tenure  of  their  employment  must 
be  governed  by  the  same  rule  as  that  which  applies  to  the  case  of 
every  person  employed  in  the  service  of  another  under  a  contract 
ot  hiring.  The  Board  has  the  power  to  fix  the  time  during  which 
such  employment  shall  continue,  and  also  to  make  by-laws  and 
regulations  in  regard  thereto,  and  to  repeal,  change  or  modify  the 
same. 

One  of  the  by-laws  adopted  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  thus 
conferred,  provides  that  **A11  teachers,  salaried  officers  and  em- 
ployes of  the  Board  shall  hold  their  positions  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board."  (See  Article  XI,  Section  9.)  Several  other  by- 
laws have  been  enacted  which  relate  to  teachers  (see  Article  VI), 
including  their  appointment,  tenure  of  office,  attendance,  tardi- 
ness, absence,  and  also  their  salaries. 

It  is  also  provided  i[i  such  by-laws  (section  46),  that  **all  the 
tetichei'S  in  the  public  schools  are  required  to  make  themselves 
familiar  with  the  regulations  (referring  to  the  by-laws),  and  espe- 
cially with  that  portion  which  relates  to  their  own  duties,*'  and 
are  **  required  to  observe  them  strictly,''^  in  every  respect.  The 
by-laws  referred  to  may  therefore  be  considered  in  the  nature  of  a 
contract  of  employment  between  the  Board  and  the  teachers,  and 
define  the  rights,  privileges  and  duties  of  the  respective  pai-tios 
thereto  in  relation  to  each  other  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in 
the  by-laws. 
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A  teacher  to  be  entitled  to  compensation  must  perform  the 
ordinary  duties  pertaining  to  the  employment,  together  with 
those  specifically  stipulated  m  the  contract,  and  it  has  been 
decided  that  **  when  a  teachei'  is  selected  and  employed,  the  con- 
tract is  for  the  pei'sonal  settees  of  the  teacher  so  employed,  and 
he  cannot  fulfill  the  conti^act  by  hiring  a  substitute  however  com- 
petent." The  Board  has,  however,  provided  for  a  gi*ade  of 
teachers  designated  ^'  substitutes,"  teachers  whose  services  are 
made  available  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  regular  teacher,  and 
whose  compensation,  as  I  understand  the  effect  of  the  by-law,  con- 
sists of  the  amount  of  money  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the 
regular  teacher  on  account  of  such  absence.  If  the  foregoing 
provisions  were  not  made  and  the  decision  above  referred  to  were 
enforced  in  the  case  under  consideration,  the  teacher  would  not 
only  be  deprived  of  the  whole  salary  during  the  time  such  absence 
from  duty  continued,  but  in  order  to  hold  the  position  would  be 
obliged  to  personally  defray  the  expense  of  supplying  a  suitable 
substitute. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  has  therefore  not  only  the 
recommendation  that  it  affords  the  opportunity  for  preparing 
prosi)ective  teachei-s  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  undertake  the 
practical  work  appeitaining  to  their  employment  when  engaged 
as  regular  teachera,  but  also  supplies  the  means  whereby  the 
Board  can  allow  a  partial  compensation  to  the  teacher  although 
alisent  from  duty,  without  increasing  the  salary  list  for  that  pur- 
pose. But  the  teacher  is  not  legally  entitled  to  any  gi'eat-er  com- 
pensation than  the  salary  agreed  upon,  subject  to  such  deductions 
for  failure  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  employment,  as  are  spe- 
cified in  the  by-laws,  which  form  part  of  the  contract  and  with 
which  it  was  and  is  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  become  familiar, 
and  **to  observe  strictly  in  every  respect."  Such  being  the  only 
legal  claim  existing  in  favor  of  the  teachers,  no  additional  allow- 
ance beyond  that  claim  can  be  made  (Chapter  298,  Laws  1883, 
Title  XVIII,  Section  3).  The  application  of  the  rule  as  thus  laid 
down  may,  in  certain  individual  instances,  be  regarded  as  harsh 
treatment  of  the  teacher,  but  if  I  am  correct  in  my  interpretation 
of  the  contract  of  employment,  there  can  be  no  other  logical  con- 
clusion in  view  of  the  statute  above  referred  to.

Board  of  Public  Instt^uction  : 

Your  Committee  on  Insti'uction,  to  whom  were  i*eferred  several 
suggestions  in  the  Superintendent's  Annual  Report,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following : 

It  is  undoubtedly  true,  as  stated  by  the  Superintendent,  that 
the  present  method  of  admission  to  the  High  School  is  unsatis- 
factory, and  that  the  preliminai'y  Regents'  examinations  do  not 
afford  a  sufficient  test  of  the  capability  of  the  pupils  for  admission 
to  the  High  School,  and  your  committee  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  special  papei*s  be  prepared,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  that  admission  hereafter  be  determined  on 
the  i*esults  from  such  papers. 

Your  committee  also  coincide  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Superintendent  in  regard  to  having  daily  exercises  in  composition 
in  the  three  higher  grades,  and  frequent  exercises  of  the  same  in 
lower  grades.  Inasmuch  as  the  Board  has  recently  adopted  a 
new  grammar,  and  the  tendency  is  to  strengthen  our  course  in 
English,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Superin- 
tendent be  directed  to  draft  a  plan  for  composition  Work  in  the 
various  grades  of  the  school,  and  submit  same  to  the  Board. 

The  recommendation  in  regard  to  an  assistant  in  drawing  has 
already  been  acted  upon  by  the  Board,  and  no  recommendation  is 
made  by  the  committee  in  regard  to  the  same. 

The  recommendation  in  regard  to  a  two  years'  coui*se  in  the 
Training  School  has  been  carefully  considei'ed,  and  while  undoubt- 
edly it  would  be  a  decided  advantage  to  the  schools  at  large  to 
have  a  longer  course  of  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
teaching  in  the  grammar  grades  before  the  candidates  are  assigned 
to  regular  work,  still  for  the  present  your  committee  are  not 
willing  to  recommend  that  this  additional  work  should  be  placed 
upon  the  students,  and  would  ask  for  further  time  to  consider 
the  same. 

The  i-ecommendation  in  regard  to  night  schools  is  timely,  and 
should  be  carefully  considered,  and  before  detenniuing  upon  a 
course  foi  pupils  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  your  committee  would 
recommend  that  an  advertisement  be  placed  in  the  papers  at  some 
future  time  that  all  thosfe  who  desire  to  pursue  studies  in  the 
grammar  grades  would  notify  the  committee,  and  if  the  number 
should  warrant  it,  the  Board  could  then  take  action  in  extending 
the  course  heretofore  pursued. 

With  the  present  increase  in  expenditures  in  our  schools  your 
committee  do  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  any  addition  to 
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the  Manual  Training  departihent,  and  therefore  make  no  sugges- 
tion at  present  in  regard  to  the  introduction  of  iron  work. 

Last  year  the  Common  Council  inserted  in  our  budget  a  sum 
for  the  purpose  of  introducing  cooking  in  some  of  our  schools. 
The  Board  will  remember  that  the  matter  was  subsequently  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Instruction  for  investigation  and  report 
on  the  same.  Your  committee  has  been  in  correspondence  with 
a  number  of  cities  throughout  the  country  where  cooking  has 
been  taught  in  the  schools,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what 
educational  results  have  flowed  from  the  introduction  of  the  same. 
We  do  not  feel  justified  from  the  replies  which  we  have  received 
in  making  any  recommendation  to  the  Board  yet,  and  before 
making  a  final  repoii;  on  the  same  your  committee  desire  to  visit 
some  city  where  the  plan  has  been  most  successfully  pursued,  and 
ask  leave  to  report  in  regard  to  the  same  at  some  future  time. 

The  communication  of  the  Superintendent  to  the  Board,  of 
February  11,  in  regard  to  a  course  in  supplementary  reading  and 
literature,  is  approved.

The  Special  Committee  on  Course  of  Instruction  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  preliminary  report : 

During  the  past  week  your  committee  met  with  the  principals 
of  the  grammar  schools  and  the  professors  and  first  year  teachers 
of  the  High  School,  and  discussed  various  mattei's  in  relation  to  a 
course  of  study,  and  examined  paiticularly  into  the  matter  of  grad- 
ing in  the  grammar  schools  and  examinations  for  admission  into  the 
High  School.  As  a  result  of  such  discussion  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  resolution  of  the  Board  passed  De- 
cember 10,  1895,  in  relation  to  commencing  the  fii*st  semester  of 
each  yesLV  with  the  first  semester  of  a  grade,  be  suspended  until 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the  next  school  year,  in 
order  to  permit  further  investigation  on  the  part  of  your  commit- 
tee on  this  very  important  subject.     However,  your  committee 
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would  recommend  that  the  principals  be  dii*ected  to  conform  to 
the  spirit  of  the  resolution  at  the  opening  of  schools  in  Septem- 
ber, as  far  as  .same  is  practicable. 

As  there  will  be  no  change  in  the  examination  for  admission  to 
the  High  School,  your  committee  ask  for  further  time  in  order  to 
pursue  their  investigations  before  making  a  final  report  on  this 
subject. 

There  is  undoubtedly  need  for  a  strengthening  of  our  course  of 
instruction  in  the  matter  of  mental  analysis,  and  it  is  evident  that 
the  text-books  now  in  use  do  not  afford  the  mental  drill  which  is 
desirable.  It  would  not  be  wise  to  add  any  more  to  the  burdens 
of  our  pupils  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  by  placing 
upon  them  the  additional  burden  of  a  new  study,  but  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  study  of  arithmetic  as  now 
pursued  in  our  schools  be  further  supplemented  by  a  coui'se  in 
mentiil  analysis,  beginning  with  the  fourth  grade.  And  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Instruction  be  requested  to 
select  and  report  to  the  Board  some  suitable  text-book  on  this 
subject. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  in  the  second  semester  of  the 
ninth  year  there  should  be  some  instruction  given  on  the  subject 
of  algebra,  not  to  be  taken  as  a  regular  study  by  the  pupils,  but 
that  a  course  be  laid  out  under  the  direction  of  your  committee 
for  such  instruction  in  this  subject  as  will  prepare  the  pupils  for 
the  work  after  admission  to  the  High  School. 

Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions  for 
adoption  :

Executive  Session. 
Mr.  Lynch,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
investigate  the  charges  against  Miss  Jennie  R.  Wright,  of  School 
No.  15,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Albany,  Ju7ie  1,  1896. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instiniction  : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  Joseph 
Allen,  a  pupil  in  public  No.  15,  against  Miss  Wright,  a  teacher  in 
the  same  school,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  all 
the  persons  who  have  knowledge  of  the  matter,  including  the  boy, 
his  mother,  the  teacher  and  the  principal  of  the  school.  With 
the  assistance  of  one  of  their  number,  who  is  a  specialist  in  inju- 
ries to  and  diseases  of  the  ear,  they  inspected  the  ear  of  the  boy 
and  came  to  a  conclusion  in  regard  to  the  wound.  They  fouud 
the  injury  much  less  severe  than  had  been  reported,  and  the  boy 
stated  to  the  committee  that  he  had  not  been  confined  to  the 
house  at  any  time  since  he  was  hurt.  He  also  stated  that  when 
the  teacher  took  hold  of  his  ear  he  instantly  struggled  to  get  free. 
While  the  fact  that  he  struggled  was  natural  and  does  not  excuse 
the  act  of  the  teacher,  it  has  a  bearing  upon  the  extent  of  the  in- 
jury ;  upon  the  question  whether  the  teacher  maliciously  intended 
to  injure  the  boy  :  or,  whether  the  act  was  impulsive  upon  her 
part  and  resulted,  because  of  the  struggles  of  the  boy,  in  more 
serious  consequences  than  would  ordinarily  attend  such  an  act 
upon  the  part  of  a  teacher.  The  evidence  given  before  the  com- 
mittee tended  to  show  that  the  boy  had  been  inattentive  for  some 
time,  had  been  kept  aftei*  school  repeatedly  tor  not  doing  the 
work  required  of  him,  and  that  he  wjis  inclined  to  be  mischiev- 
ous ;  that,  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence,  he  had  just  disobeyed  a 
rule  of  the  room  ;  that  the  teacher,  discovering  this,  took  hold  of 
his  ear,  that  he  struggled  to  get  away  and  that  the  injury  resulted. 
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The  conmiittee  liiid  that  no  prior  coiiiplaint  of  any  nature  has 
ever  been  made  against  the  teacher ;  that  she  has  a  good  reputa- 
tion as  an  earnest  employee  of  the  Board,  and  that  she  has,  upon 
the  whole,  been  unusually  faithful  and  zealous.  They  conclude 
that  her  act  was  impulsive  and  led  to  results  which  werc  unex- 
pected by  her. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts,  the  only  question  which  presents  itself 
is  that  of  the  penalty.  \  rule  of  the  Board  strictly  forbids  any 
teacher  to  employ  corporal  punishment  in  the  mamigement  of  a 
pupil,  and  this,  no  matter  what  the  provocation  upon  the  pai-t  ot 
the  pupil  may  have  been.  It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  that  no 
rule  of  this  nature  can  be  broken  and  the  offense  be  repaired  by 
apologies  or  regrets.  Every  teacher  is  bound  by  these  rules  and 
every  pupil  and  the  pai'ents  of  every  pupil  have  an  entire  right 
to  rely  upon  the  safeguard  which  they  extend  to  the  scholar. 

In  determining  the  penalty  in  this  case  we  think  that  weight 
should  be  given  to  the  facts,  that  the  record  of  the  teacher  is  good, 
that  this  is  her  first  oflense,  that  the  injury  to  the  pupil  is,  in  our 
opinion,  superficial  and  not  permanent,  and  that,  as  we  find,  the 
teacher  had  no  intention  nor  expectation  of  inflicting  by  her  acts 
a  physical  injury  upon  the  pupil. 

We  recommend  that  such  a  penalty  be  imposed  by  the  Board 
as  it  deems  commensurate  with  the  gravity  of  the  offense.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  pi*esented  the  following  list  of 
names  of  pupils  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  High  School  on 
examination.

Object  of  Course, 

Correct  onil  and  written  expression  ;  the  study  of  the  science 
of  grammar  must  be  kept  subordinate  thereto.  Instruction  in 
the  use  of  language  is  inseparable  from  proper  instruction  in  every 
branch. 

Suggestions  to  Teachers. 

Nevei^ present  incairect  models. 

When  business  forms  and  models  of  lettei's  have  become  famil- 
iar, insist  upon  independent  work. 

Although  the  science  of  grammar  must  l>e  subordinated  to  the 
ait  of  expression,  it  must  not  be  neglected.  All  the  exercises 
indicated  in  this  coui'se  will  be  made  the  sutjects  of  written  tests 
from  time  to  time  by  the  class-teacher  or  the  principal.  From 
Fourth  to  Ninth  Years,  inclusive,  the  use  of  tablets  will  l^e  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  teachers  and  principtils. 

Written  expression  presupposes  the  possession  of  ideas  to  ex- 
press. During  an  elementary  course,  therefore,  pupils  should 
not  be  asked  to  write  upon  abstract  themes.  The  topics  of  all 
exercises  in  composition  should  be  drawn  either  from  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  regular  studies  of  the  coui-se,  or  from  the  personal 
experiences  or  observations  of  each  individual.

The  following  extract  from  the  annual  repoit  of  1895  describes 
in  full  a  method  of  conducting  these  exercises  that  has  met  with 
success  when  faithfully  carried  out,  and  which  has  been  approved 
by  the  Board.  It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  while  each 
teacher  is  expected  to  use  this  method,  no  one  is  restricted  to  its 
exclusive  use  in  respect  to  details;  especially,  should  it  prove  that 
in  the  higher  grades  the  pupils  have  become  fairly  proficient  in 
the  mechanical  details  of  composition  writing.  The  plan  of 
immediate  correction  of  the  exercises  by  the  pupils  should  be 
adhered  to  throughout  the  course : 

•*  The  results  attained  through  all  the  plans  heietofore  in  gen- 
eral use  intended  to  give  the  pui)ils  even  ordinary  facility  in  the 
written  expression  uf  thought,  have  been  more  discouraging  to 
earnest  teachei"s  than  any  other  problem  they  have  to  ilejil  with. 
I  have  been  long  of  the  opinion  that  this  was  largely  because  the 
teachei-s  have  done  too  much  and  the  pupils  too  little  indei)end- 
ently.  The  device  brought  forward  by  Superintendent  Maxwell, 
of  Brooklyn,  in  an  article  published  in  the  March  number  of  the 
**  Educational  Review,"  impressed  me  so  strongly  with  its  evident 
utility  and  its  philosophical  basis,  that  I  determined  to  make  a 
peraonal  experiment  with  the  Ninth  Year  Classes.  Accordingly, 
last  spring,  I  conducted  the  following  exercise  in  each  of  the  six- 
teen senior  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

'*  While  the  final  result  of  instruction  in  composition  writing 
should  be  the  easy  expression  of  individual  thought,  it  is  essential 
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in  the  eai'Iier  steps  that  expression  should  be  made  easier  to  the 
pupils  by  the  assignment  of  topics  which  call  upon  the  memory 
rather  than  on  the  imagination,  and,  as  in  these  first  efforts  the 
form  is  more  important  than  the  subject-matter,  the  children 
should  be  called  upon  to  relate  those  things  which  they  know. 
Therefore,  the  subject  of  the  composition  exercises  should  be 
taken  from  the  matter  already  studied  up  in  the  pursuance  of  one 
of  their  regular  studies.  Naturally,  in  the  Ninth  Year  Glass  the 
subject  of  history  lends  itself  more  readily  to  this  purpose  than 
any  other.  I,  therefore,  called  upon  each  cl;iss  to  state  what 
topics  they  had  recently  been  studying  in  United  States  History, 
and  selected  one  that  wo.'.ld  give  snffi(^ient  material  for  a  fifteen- 
minute  exercise  in  composition,  and  disked  them  t )  tell  me,  in  the 
best  English  they  could  use,  what  they  lemembered  about  the 
topic  assigned.  The  fifteen  mimites'  work  resulted,  generally,  in 
the  covering  of  fiom  one  to  two  pages  of  letter  paper.  A  pupil 
was  then  immediately  called  upon  to  arise  with  his  paper  in  his 
hand  and  was  asked  what  he  had  placed  at  the  top  of  the  page. 
If  he  had  written  the  title  correctly,  the  attention  of  the  entire 
class  wtis  called  to  this  point  and  each  pupil  made  corrections, 
if  any  were  necessary.  Another  pupil  vvjis  then  called  and  was 
asked  into  how  many  paragraphs  he  had  divided  his  composition. 
Very  often  this  levealed  the  fact  that  no  paragniphing  wiw  u^d, 
whereupon,  the  pupil  was  asked  if  he  knew  what  a  paragraph 
was.  If  he  did  not,  he  and  the  entire  class  were  referred  to 
the  text-book  and  sisked  to  find  the  definition,  when,  not  unfre- 
quently,  much  to  the  suri)rise  of  the  class  teacher,  the  pui)il 
showed  that  he  did  not  know  how  to  use  the  index  of  the  book. 
The  definition  found,  it  was  carefully  icad  aloud  and  discussed 
until  we  were  satisfied  that  the  pupils  understood  its  meaning. 
Immediately  the  whole  class  was  directed  to  divide  their  composi- 
tion into  what  they  should  regard  tis  proper  paragraphs. 
Another  pupil  was  then  called  upon  to  define  a  sentence,  and  the 
whole  class  was  directed  to  investig.ite  eveiy  sentence  in  the 
production,  to  see  that  it  contained  h  subject  and  a  ))i-edicate 
and  that  the  proper  relations  of  the  parts  of  speech  were  main- 
tained. Where  eriors  were  discoveied,  immediate  corrections 
were  made.  The  same  course  was  followed  in  regaid  to  capitaliz- 
ytion,  i)nnctuation  and  spelling,  recourse  being  had  at  all  neces- 
sary points  to  text-books  and  dictionaries  in  proof  of  the  correc- 
tions made. 

**  The  exercises  occupied  about  thirty  minutes,  and,  I  think,  in 
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every  case,  the  teacher  was  convificed  that  this  was  a  practical 
device,  which  must  result  in  the  rapid  progress  of  the  pupils  and 
in  the  conservation  of  the  time  and  energy  of  the  teacher,  which 
had  been  largely  thrown  away  heretofore  in  following  the  beaten 
paths  of  correction  by  the  teacher  and  subsequent  rewriting  by 
the  pupil.  It  should  be  distinctly  observed  that  an  exercise  of 
this  kind  would  bu  of  veiy  little,  if  any,  value,  were  it  given  only 
occasionally.  To  l>e  of  immediate  and  progressive  use,  it  should 
be  a  daily  exercise.  It  should  be  also  observed  that  the  same 
plan  can  etisily  be  followed  in  lower  grades  by  using  the  lessons 
in  geography,  language  or  niunber  Jis  s(mrces  of  written  expres- 
sion. The  leuirth  of  the  exercises  should  be  in  accordance  with 
the  point  of  advancement  of  the  pupils. 

*^  In  this  connection,  another  important  fact  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of,  namely,  that  through  this  means,  the  complete  co-ordi- 
nation of  two,  and  in  some  cases,  more,  subjects,  is  made.  While 
I  do  not  believe  in  contining  teachei's  generally  to  any  one  spe- 
cial device,  I  feel  that  in  this  particular  matter  it  wtmld  be  wise 
to  insist  that  the  plan  above  described  shall  be  carried  on  in  all 
the  grades  untii  it  can  be  at  least  thoroughly  tested.  Composi- 
tion work  would  then  be  made  as  it  should  be,  a  daily  exercise, 
and  the  individual  pupil,  no  longer  leaning  upon  the  teacher,  but 
depending  upon  self-help  only,  must,  with  constant  practice,  ac- 
quire such  a  facility  in  correct  forms  as  to  permit  of  his  subsequent 
development  in  tields  of  inde[)endent  thought  and  imaginative 
writing  far  more  easily  than  heretofore.  He  will  have  made  his 
own  tools  and  need  think  only  of  the  final  production,  without  be- 
ing hampered  by  a  limitation  which  circumscribes  one  who  is  con- 
stantly obliged  to  think  about  how,  and  not  what,  he  is  writing."

Approval  of  Minutes. 
The  question  being  on  the  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting,  Mr.  Bendell  moved  to  strike  therefrom  the  motion  at. 
tributed  to  him  granting  a  request  of  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School  for  a  special  hearing.  He  stated  that  this  entry  was 
erroneous,  as  he  had  made  no  such  motion. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  minutes  as  amended  were  approved. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

Mr.  Ruso,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  instruction,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which,  after  being  i*ead,  was,  on  his 
motion^  ordered  to  be  printed  and  laid  upon  the  table  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board : 

Albanit,  September*  22,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  InMi'uctum : 

The  subject  of  daily  marking  in  the  High  School  has  been  a 
matter  of  discussion  for  many  years.  On  the  opening  of  the  High 
School,  or  the  Free  Academy,  as  it  was  then  called,  in  1868, 
recitations  were  marked  on  a  scale  of  8,  the  markings  being 
announced  at  the  end  of  each  recitation.  At  the  close  of  the 
school  year  the  averages  of  the  pupils  were  computed  and  printed 
in  the  catalogue.  The  deportment  record  of  a  pupil  was  also 
taken  into  account,  and  for  any  misconduct  a  certain  percentage 
was  deducted  from  the  general  average.  Several  years  ago  the 
practice  of  announcing  the  marking  to  the  pupils  was  discontin- 
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ued,  aud  a  system  of  seci-et  marking  was  adopted,  and  instead  of 
publishing  the  averages  opposite  the  names  of  the  pupils,  the 
pupils  were  divided  into  several  classes  of  "  Excellent,"  •*  High," 
and  »*Fair." 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  your  committee  at  various  time^ 
by  individual  pupils  of  the  unfairacss  of  some  marks  which  had 
been  given,  and  of  the  discrimination  that  was  exercised  by  some 
teachers  in  removing  marks  for  impeifect  recitations,  and  also  in 
regard  to  the  matter  of  conditions.     Immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  schools  in  June  of  the  present  year,  a  circular  letter  was 
sent  to  each  of  the  teachei-s  in  the   High  School,  asking  for  their 
opinions  in  detail  as  to  the  advisability  of  abolishing  daily  mark- 
ing, and  in  place  thereof  instituting  a  system  of  written  examina- 
tions from  which  the  rank  of  the  pupils  could  be  determined,  and 
as  to  the  division  of  the  pupils  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
method  of  selecting  the  honor  scholars.     Replies  were  received 
from  each  of  the  teachei*s  giving  their  opinions  on  these  subjects. 
A  careful  examination  of  th^  lettei*s  discloses  that  there  is  a 
want  of  uniformity  in  the  marking  of  the  pupils.     The  standard 
.  of  excellence  is  supposed  to  be  8,  and  all  marks  are  made  on  that 
basis.     It  has  been  the  custom  of  some  teachers  to  adhere  rigidly 
to  this  standard,   and  in  cases  of  failure  in  recitation  to  give  a 
mark  less  than  8,  ranging  from  eight  to  zero,  and  having  that  mark 
stand  unchanged.     Other  teachers  have  i-esorted  to  the  practice 
of  giving  extra  eights  where  good  work  was  done.     Otheivs  have 
consented  to  remove  an   impeifect  mark  where  the  pupil  for  a 
certain  time  made  perfect  i*ecitation8.     Where  a  number  of  pupils 
are  striving  to  attain  high  rank  during  the  four  years  of  their 
attendance  at  school  and  the  competition  is  close  for  the  honor  of 
being  valedictorian,  the  unfairness  of  such  a  system,  which  per- 
mits the  removal  of  an  imperfect  mark  at  the  suggestion   of  a 
pupil  in  some  cases,  and  the  failure  to  have  it  removed  in  other 
cases,  is  evident.     In  one  year  the  competition  was  so  close  that 
one  thousandth  (.001)  determined  the  highest  rank  in  the  class. 
We  now  have  four  coui-Ees  of  study  at  the  option  of  pupils, 
namely,  Chissical,  Latin-English,  English  and  Industrial,  and  un- 
questionably the  pupils  in  all  these  courses  should  be  treated  alike, 
and  there  should  be  a  uniform  system  of  marking  so  that  all  may 
have  the  same  chance  of  attaining  the  highest  rank  in  scholarship. 
At  the  Siime  time,  the  right  should  not  be  taken  from  the  teachers 
to  keep  private  memoranda  of  the  general  work  of  a  pupil  in  the 
class,  but  the  method  of  determining  the  rank  should  be  fixed, 
and  not  on  a  sliding  scale. 
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Tho  practice  has  also  obtained  of  caiTying  couditions  irom  year 
to  year,  and  at  the  close  of  the  four  years'  course  and  about  the 
time  of  gmduatiou  every  year  there  has  been  moi'e  or  less  ques- 
tion about  couditions  which  were  obtained  two  or  thi*ee  yeaiis 
))efore.  After  a  pupil  fails  in  passing  the  final  examiuatiou  in  a 
study,  a  leasonable  time  should  be  given  to  make  up  this  condi- 
tion, but  there  should  be  a  limit  to  this,  and  in  case  the  condition 
is  not  made  up  within  the  prescribed  time  the  further  progress  of 
the  pupil  should  be  stopped  and  he  be  compelled  to  take  the  year 
over  agiun.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions,  which  should  be  incorporated  in  the 
By-laws  of  the  Board,  now  in  course  of  revision  by  a  special 
committee : 

Resolved,  That  daily  marking  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  standing  of  pupils  in  the  High  School  be  abolished. 

Resolved,  That  written  examinations,  to  be  prepared  by  the 
teachers  in  charge,  be  held  in  each  of  the  studies  once  a  month, 
and  that  all  papei*s  be  marked  on  the  scale  of  100.  The  Regents 
examinations,  in  case  they  are  taken,  to  be  in  place  of  one  of  the 
monthly  examinations  by  the  teachers. 

Resolved,  That  a  pupil  whose  aveitige  in  any  study,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  examinations  held,  shall  fall  below  75  for  a  year,  or 
such  portion  of  the  year  as  the  study  is  pursued,  shall  be  condi- 
tioned, and  that  such  condition  must  be  made  up  during  the  fol- 
lowing year,  or  the  pupil  compelled  to  take  the  year  over  again. 

Resolved,  That  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  all  pupils  whose 
marks  obtained  on  the  examinations  held  during  the  year  shall 
average  95  or  more  shall  be  classified  in  a  list  entitled  **  Cum 
laude^\'  those  ol)taining  marks  aveniging  between  85  and  95 
shall  l)e  classified  in  a  list  entitled  *'High";  those  marks  av- 
eraging between  75  and  85  shall  be  classified  in  a  list  entitled 
**Fair*'.  That,  at  the  time  of  graduation,  those  pupils  whose 
average  for  the  four  years  shall  be  between  95  and  100  shall  be 
given  a  diploma  suitably  engraved,  stating  that  they  had  com- 
pleted the  prescribed  coui*se  and  were  graduated  l)y  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction  with  honor,  the  remaining  pupils  receiving  a 
diploma  stating  simply  that  they  had  Completed  the  prescribed 
coiu-se  of  study. 

Resolved,  That  the  valedictorian  shall  l)e  the  i)upil  receiving 
th<'  highest  average  marks  during  the  four  years,  and  that  the 
salntatorian  shall  be  the  pupil  receiving  the  next  highest  average, 
provided  he  hjis  taken  the  Latin-English  or  Classical  course. 
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Resolved^  That  it  Bhall  be  noted  in  the  catalogue  where  a  pupil's 
scholarship  has  been  lowered  on  account  of  misconduct 

Resolved,  That  the  average  of  the  pupils  in  the  second,  junior, 
and  senior  classes  shall  be  computed  on  a  basis  of  100,  and  the 
averasres  obtained  on  the  examinations  hereafter  be  added  to  such 
averages  previously  ol)tained.  In  the  case  of  the  present  fiiist- 
year  class,  all  ranks  to  be  determined  by  the  written  examinations 
each  month.

Mr.  Ruso,  on  behalf  of  the  same  committee,  reported  verbally 
that  feeling  confident  of  the  support  of  this  Board,  he  had 
appeared,  on  Monday  evening  last,  before  the  Common  Council 
and  had  asked  that,  if  in  their  power,  the  Common  Council  would 
appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  schools 
for  the  supply  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  indigent  pupils, 
and  that  after  submitting  the  estimates  of  the  amount  required 
to  that  body,  he  had  received  much  encouragement  and  believed 
that  the  Common  Council  would  give  the  relief  asked  for. 

In  connection  therewith,  he  offered  the  following  resolutions  in 
order  to  bring  the  whole  matter  officially  before  the  Common 
Council  : 

Whereas,  the  requirement  by  State  law  of  the  introduction  of 
the  additional  study  of  Physiology  with  the  use  of  text-books 
during  the  past  school-year,  caused  an  extraordinary  expenditure 
on  the  pail  of  the  Board  of  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000), 
and, 

Whereas,  an  unprecedented  demand  for  text-books  of  all  kinds 
on  behalf  of  the  children  of  families  in  needy  cireumstances,  de- 
pleted this  year  the  ordinary  fund  of  this  Board  provided  for  fur- 
nishmg  text-books  to  such  persons,  to  such  a  degree  that  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  in  June  last  the  fund  was  entirely  ex- 
hausted, and, 

Whereas,  also,  since  the  amount  asked  for  by  this  Board  for  the 
year  1896  was  decreased  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  by  the 
action  of  the  Finance  Board,  and  the  State  moneys  were  also  r^ 
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duced  over  twelve  hundred  dollai^s  ($1,200),  compelling  the 
Board  to  use  all  its  income  from  misoellaucous  sources  in  pay- 
ment of  teachei"s'  salaries,  the  Board  now  finds  itself  unable  to 
furnish  text-books  and  8upi)lies  absolutely  needed  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  schools. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  respectfully  i-eqnests  the  honorable 
the  Common  Council  of  the  city  to  set  apart,  from  any  funds  not 
otherwihe  appropriiited,  the  amount  of  three  thousand  dollai'S 
($3,000),  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  text-books  and  supplies 
for  the  use  of  the  indigent  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  of 
this  city. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolution  be  im- 
mediately transmitted  to  the  honorable  the  Common  Council.

My  Young  Friends : 

You  have  assembled  uow  at  the  etid  of  your  school  days  to 
receive  the  diplomas  showing  your  success  in  studies  and  to  take 
from  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  their  farewell  as  you  go 
out  into  the  world.  The  occasion  is  one  of  interest  to  yourselves, 
to  your  many  relations  and  friends  in  the  audience,  to  the 
instructors  of  the  school  and  to  the  Board.  You  are  to  leave 
behind  the  opportunities  for  cultivation  of  the  mind,  and  at  least 
most  of  yon  are  to  enter  on  the  duties  of  life.  There  you  are  to 
show  whether  or  not  you  have  benefited  yourselves  by  these 
many  yeai's  of  studies  as  you  ought  to  have  done.  You  are  to 
let  our  fellow-citizens  see  that  the  labors  of  your  teachers  have 
fitted  you  to  discharge  with  fidelty  the  duties  of  men  tmd  women, 
or  else  you  are  to  throw  discredit  upon  this  school  and  to  cause 
the  inquiry,  how  are  these  young  peoj)le  the  better  for  all  the 
time  they  have  spent. 

I  cannot  tell  which  of  these  alternatives  will  be  the  course  of 
any  of  you.  For  I  do  not  know  how  faithfully  any  of  you  have 
fulfilled  the  duties  and  pursued  the  studies  which  you  are  uow 
leaving.  If  you  have  been  neglectful  in  the  past,  remember  that 
there  are  still  before  you  many  yeara  in  which  you  can  to  some 
considerable  extent  make  up  for  many  failures  which  you  now 
regret. 

You  are  doubtless  looking  forward  with  some  eagerness  to 
your  entry  in  active  life,  some  hoping  to  gain  wealth,  some  dis- 
tinction. And  probably  there  is  a  feeling,  hardly  acknowledged 
by  youi*selve8,  that  those  who  have  done  so  well  in  this  school 
will  be   readily   welcomed  by    the   world  and  will  find  places 
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quickly  opened  to  them  in  the  struggle  of  life.  Do  not  be  disap- 
pointed if  you  should  discover  that  you  are  of  less  importiince  in 
the  world  than  you  expected.  School  life  has  a  tendency  to 
raise  the  scholar's  opinion  of  his  own  consequence.  He  sees  so 
much  labor  and  time  expended  for  his  8|3ecial  benefit,  and  he  sees 
his  own  successes  so  warmly  cheei'ed  that  he  is  likely  to  think  that 
he  holds,  and  is  destined  to  hold,  an  important  place  in  the  city, 
if  not  in  the  country.  When,  thei'efore,  he  comes  out  of  school 
he  soon  feels  that  he  is  only  one  out  of  many  thousands,  all  hav- 
ing  similar  aims,  and  to  some  extent  all  rivals.  And  he  cannot 
see  where  in  this  great  crowd  there  is  any  place  for  him ;  any 
opening  in  which  he  can  display  his  talents,  or  any  who  care 
whether  he  has  talents  or  not.  Very  often  too  he  learns,  or 
thinks  that  he  learns,  that  much  knowledge  and  skill  on  which  he 
prided  himself  in  school  seems  to  be  of  no  practical  use.  He  will 
know  better  in  time,  and  will  see  the  benefit  of  that  which  now 
appears  to  be  almost  valueless.  But  at  present  this  new  view  is 
disheartenhig. 

If  such  feelings  come  to  any  of  you,  do  not  be  overcome  by 
them.  Thei'e  is  a  place  in  the  world  tor  every  one  who  is  will- 
ing to  work.  When  men  drop  out  of  life,  discouraged,  disap- 
pointed, wondering  whether  life  is  worth  living,  they  are  them- 
selves to  blame.  Unwise  ambition,  foolish  self-conceit,  unwill- 
ingness to  accept  the  place,  humble  it  maybe,  for  which  alone 
they  are  fitted,  these  are  the  frequent  causes  of  what  are  called 
the  failures  of  life.  Do  not  permit  youi-selvcs  to  fall  into  such 
mistakes.  You  are  not  the  subjects  of  blind  chance.  You  have 
been  sent  into  this  world  by  its  Wise  Creator  to  fill  some  proper 
and  useful  place.  Whether,  in  human  estimation,  the  place  is 
high  or  low  is  of  less  consequence  than  that  you  should  perform 
its  duties  faithfully.  Very  often  too  the  fii-st  duty  is  a  patient 
waiting  ;  a  lesson  hard  to  learn,  when  others  arc  moving  foi*ward. 
The  clerk  or  office  boy  who  waits  for  promotion,  the  physician 
who  grows  weary  in  listening  for  the  step  of  his  Hrst  patient,  and 
the  lawyer  whose  cobwebbed  door  is  long  unopened  by  a  client 
learn  to  bear  disappohitment  and  (o  sympathize  with  otheis, 
when  they  themselves  are  at  last  successful.  So  I  repeat  that 
willingness  to  do  honest  work  is  sure  to  find  work  to  do.  What- 
ever it  may  be,  do  it  earnestly  and  thoroughly.  Too  much  that 
is  done  in  these  days  is  scamped. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  do  poor  work  of  many  kinds.  We 
build  houses  which  fall  before  they  are  finished.  Our  cities  are 
80  slightly  constructed  that  they  are    swept  away  by  fires.     A 
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l>o(>k  printed  four  hundred  years  ugo  remains  perfect  to  this  day. 
While  of  the  books  printed  this  year  few  will  hist  a  century. 
Cheap  manutacturps  of  all  sorts  flood  the  market  and  endure 
only  long  enough  to  make  their  purchase  valid.  And  a  similar 
lack  of  thoroughness  is  seen  in  much  intellectual  work.  The 
professional  man  hurries  through  his  one,  two  or  three  yeai-s  of 
study  and  then  is  ready  to  reform  the  lives,  to  cure  the  bodies  or 
to  protect  the  property  of  those  who  can  lie  persuaded  to  tru8t 
his  hastily  acquired  skill. 

It  would  be  very  unjust  to  ssiy  that  (here  is  no  thorough  work 
done  in  these  days.  There  are  many  men  in  life  who  are  honest  in 
their  work  as  well  as  in  their  word.  But  I  wish  you  to  observe 
the  contrary  habit  in  order  that  you  may  shim  it.  I  urge  you 
in  whatever  business  you  may  engage,  to  do  everything  thorougly 
and  faithfully.  Feel  that  you  owe  it  to  yourselves  and  to  the 
world  about  you,  that  you  always  do  the  liestyou  can.  Whether 
your  work  appears  to  be  important  or  not,  do  it  honestly. 

Honestly,  I  say.  For  honesty  does  not  consist  merely  in  truth 
of  speech.  It  includes  also  truth  in  action.  The  man  who  puts 
forth  sham  work  of  any  kind,  mechanical.  commerciaK  profes- 
sional or  political,  acts  dishonestly.  Doing  so,  his  work  re-acLs 
on  himself,  and  he  is  likely  to  become  untruthful  in  his  character. 

Futhermore,  learn  to  love  your  work,  whatever  it  may  Ijc. 
Perhaps  it  may  be  distasteful  at  first  and  wearisome.  You  may, 
therefore.  Ije  tempted  to  slight  it  and  to  turn  your  attention  to 
other  and  more  attractive  pnrsuit^i.  Kesist  this  temptation.  Do 
your  work  faithfully.  Time  will  make  it  a  souice  of  pleasure. 
And  you  will  learn  that  daily  hap[)inoss  conies  best  from  daily 
performance  of  duty,  however  unattractive  such  duty  may  have 
seemed  in  the  outset.  As  an  old  writer  says  :  **  To  labor  and  to 
be  content  with  that  a  man  hath  is  a  sweet  life." 

You  naturally  enter  on  life  at  this  time  with  warm  hopes  and 
ardent  expectations.  You  look  forward  to  success,  of  one  kind  or 
another,  as  plainly  in  sight  and  not  far  distant  from  your  grasp. 
Literary,  pecuniary,  political  or  other,  you  see  prizes  Iwfore 
which  you  feel  confident  of  winning.  Do  not  be  discouraged  if 
the  labor  should  be  long  or  even  if  it  should  be  fruitless.  The 
world  is  large.  It  is  impossible  that  everyone  should  have  what 
he  longs  for.  And  it  may  be  that  the  success  you  wish  is  not  the 
l)est  thing  for  you.  But  be  sure  of  this  that  patient  and  faithful 
discharge  of  duty  will  in  due  time  receive  its  reward. 

Some  of  you  may  be  going  from  this  school  to  some  college  or 
university.     You  will  have    still   further  opportunities.     Do  not 
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neglect  them.  If  you  could  only  stand  in  middle  life  and  look 
back  on  the  advantages  now  offered  to  young  men  and  young 
women  in  our  institutions  of  learning,  you  would  wonder  that  any 
could  be  so  foolish  as  to  let  them  slip  past  unimproved.  There 
is  but  one  youth  for  any  of  us.  Its  powei-s  of  cultui-e  and 
improvement  cannot  be  recalled  in  ailter  life.  See  to  it  that  you 
have  nothing  to  regret  in  the  future. 

This  city  which  has  afforded  you  such  a  rich  opportunity  for 
study  in  this  school  has  a  claim  on  you  for  your  gratitude.  You 
cannot  repay  the  debt  directly,  but  you  can  do  much  by  making 
youi-selves  good  citizens,  by  looking  after  the  best  interests  of 
the  place,  by  encouraging  all  useful  entui-prises,  and  by  setting 
your  faces  against  all  evil  and  misgovernment.  It  is  a  well 
known  truth,  not  always  regarded,  that  with  us,  governments 
must  be  such  as  the  people  choose  to  make  them.  Hence  it  will 
be  largely  in  your  power,  as  educated  peo[)le,  with  a  knowledge 
of  right  and  wrong,  to  make  and  keep  our  government  such  as  it 
ought  to  be.  It  is  for  you  to  encourage  what  is  good  and  to 
remedy  what  is  evil.  It  is  not  so  much  the  foiin  of  govern* 
ment,  but  the  mode  in  which  the  form  is  carried  on.  A  good 
system  in  the  hands  of  dishonest  officers  will  work  evil.  Almost 
any  system  administered  by  honestofficers  will  work  good.  Aim 
therefore  to  put  upright  and  honest  men  in  power,  and  place  little 
confidence  in  new  schemes  of  legislation  without  such  men. 

And  now  as  you  go  forth  from  this  school  take  with  you  the 
good  wishes  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  Board.  They  will  always 
rejoice  in  your  success  and  prosperity.  May  all  good  attend 
your  lives,  and  may  eternal  blessings  crown  their  end.

Teachers. 

The  only  change  in  the  Faculty  during  the  past  year  was  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  Donhausei",  a  former  graduate  of  the  school, 
to  till  the  position  of  Librarian  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Frances  Prentice,  Oct.  2,  1895. 

Owing  to  the  introduction  of  French  in  the  Modern  Language 
and  Industrial  Courses  1  have  been  obliged  to  assign  the  classes 
in  that  subject  to  Miss  Sullivan.  The  number  thus  far  selecting 
French  has  been  small  but  they  have  made  I'xcellent  progress 
One  division  of  the  class  beginning  German  wls  assigned  to  Miss 
Home.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  by  the  Board  it  will 
probably  be  necessary  to  Jissign  French  and  German  pupils  to  the 
same  teachers  the  coming  year. 

Prof.  Hailes  was  unable  to  give  instruction  in  Drawing  before 
the  beginning  of  the  scc(md  semester. 

Our  substitutes  during  the  year  were  Misses  Lillian  Klugmau, 
and  Mary  Greene,  who  gave  general  satisfaction. 

Courses  of  Study  and  Textbooks. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  so-called 
**  Ainsworth  Law"  we  were  compelled  to  put  Physiology  in  the 
place  of  Physical  Geography  for  ten  weeks  which  virtually  pre- 
vented our  tii>»t  year  pupils  from  deriving  any  benefit  from  either 
subject.  To  avoid  a  similar  mi.sfortune  in  the  future  I  recommend 
that  Physiology  i)e  transferred  from  the  Junior  to  the  tirst  year, 
at  least  while  this  mischievous  law  remains  upon  the  statute  books. 

With  the  close  of  the  current  year  we  shall  graduate  our  last 
pupils  in  the  *•  English  Course"  and  our  first  in  the  **  Industrial 
Coui'se."     I  recommend  that  pupils  be  allowed  to  take  Gterman 
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or  French  for  three  (3)  years  in  place  of  Greek  (in  connection 
with  Latin),  the  other  wtndies  of  the  bist  three  (3)  yearsj  to  he 
about  the  same  as  those  of  the  "  Chissical  Coui'se."  Many  of  our 
graduates  desii^  to  enter  college  on  Latin  and  German  or  Latin 
and  French,  instead  of  Latin  and  Greek,  and  such  an  option  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  their  getting  up  the  Geiman  or  French 
as  an  exti-a  study-often  a  great  burden,  and  a  severe  strain  upon 
the  health  of  the  girls. 

The  wisdo!n  of  adding  Gilbert  &  Sullivan's  Algebra  to  our  list 
of  text-books  was  shown  by  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  who  parsed  the  Regents'  examination  in  that  subject. 

Myer's  History  of  Greece,  introduced  in  place  of  Sewell's, 
has  given  general  satisfaction  to  both  teacher  and  pupils. 

The  restoration  to  our  curriculum  of  a  test-word  spelling  exer- 
cise once  a  week  will,  I  believe,  be  a  decided  gain  for  the  great 
majority  of  the  pupils. 

We  ai-e  still  without  a  good  text-book  for  instruction  in  Ad- 
vanced English.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Board  may  soon 
supply  the  great  need  in  this  department  and  thus  relieve  our 
teachers  of  tirst  year  English  from  the  burden  of  dictatinii:  for 
"note  books"  what  would  be  found  in  a  proper  text-book. 

With  the  completion  of  our  new  chemical  labomtory  our 
physical  department  will  have  an  equipment  surpassed  by  but 
few,  if  any,  secondary  schools  in  the  state. 

Public  Exercises. 

The  Christmas  public  was  pronounced  by  the  large  audience 
present  to  be  one  of  the  best  ever  given.  The  usual  Easter  Public 
was  omitted  in  consequence  of  the  Regents'  examination  falling 
ou  the  last  week  before  the  Easter  vacation.  Patriotic  exercises 
were  held  on  the  21st  of  February  and  the  29th  of  May,  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  custom  of  many  yeara.  On  the  latter  date  the 
higher  Regents'  ci*edentials  won  during  the  year  were  given  out 
to  the  pupils.  The  scholars  on  this  occasion  presented  the  school 
with  the  well-known  picture  of  **The  Three  Admirals"  appro- 
priately framed  in  oak.  The  following  brief  account  of  the  events 
are  from  the  Evening  Jomnal  of  Febiiiary  2l8t  and  May  29th, 
respectively :

**  One  of  the  principal  events  of  the  day  at  the  school  was  the 
pi*esentatiou  by  the  young  men  and  young  women  of  a  portrait 
of  the  'Three  Admirals,'  a  companion  picture  to  the  'Three 
Generals,'  presented  last  year.  The  picture  will  have  a  place  in 
the  chapel.     It  was  adorned  by  an  old  flag,  one  with  a  history. 
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It  is  the  banner  cairied  by  the  company  in  which  Prof.  0.  D. 
BobiiiBon  served  during  the  civil  war  and  presented  to  him  at  the 
close  of  the  struggle.  The  program  as  previously  published  was 
carried  out.  It  included  quotations,  declamations,  readings  and 
singing,  in  addition  to  the  awarding  of  Regent's  credentials* 
The  records,  this  year,  show  fewer  cases  of  extraordinary  indi- 
vidual effoit  in  the  matter  of  securing  diplomas,  but  there  has 
been  in  general  an  improvement.  There  are  not  such  very  high 
credentials  taken,  but  the  total  number  awarded  is  larger  than 
that  of  previous  years.  Many  of  the  awards  made  ai'e  under  the 
new  system  adopted  by  the  Regents.  The  preliminary  studies  are 
not  considered  in  the  credentials  under  the  new  system,  so  a  12- 
count  is  equal  to  a  former  3()>count,  and  others  in  like  proportion. 
The  diplomas  and  high  certificates  were  pi-esented  by  Dr.  Albert 
Vander  Veer,  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  diploma  taken  by  Miss  Cora  A.  Deane  is  the  tirst  one  ot 
its  kind  taken  from  the  Regents'  office  under  the  new  system." 

Early  in  the  year  the  Evening  Journal  offered  two  prize  medals 
for  the  first  and  second  best  essays  on  the  ''Chai'acter  of  Lincoln; " 
open  to  competition  by  all  the  secondaiy  schools  of  Albany.  The 
second  medal  was  awarded  to  Wm.  Dewey  Loucks,  of  the  Senior 
Class,  and  both  honorable  mentions  were  won  by  High  School 
pupils. 

The  following  clipping  from  the  Evening  Journal,  of  May  20, 
1896,  is  self-explanatory: 

A  High  School  Girl — Miss  Anna  E.  Fletcher,  Fourteen 

Years  Old,  Wins  a  Valuable  Prize. 

''  Miss  Anna  Elizabeth  Fletcher,  a  member  ol  the  fii'st  year's 
class  in  the  High  School,  has  been  awarded  the  first  of  the  two 
prizes  offered  by  the  Mohawk  chapter.  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  to  the  school  girls  of  Albany  and  Rensselaer  counties 
for  the  best  answer  papei"s  on  the  American  Revolution.  The 
prize  is  a  copy  of  the  Century  Dictionary,  vahied  at  sixty  dollars. 
The  second  prize  went  to  Hoosick  Falls. 

**  The  prizes  were  offered  to  stimulate  the  study  of  American 
history,  and  wei'e  open  to  all  girls  in  the  two  counties  who 
held  Regents'  pass-cards  in  United  States  History  earned  since 
November  25,  1893.  The  examination  covered  the  period  of 
American  history  between  1763  and  1789,  and  those  events  of 
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the  same  period  in  foreign  history  which  hud  special  influence  on 
the  history  of  the  United  States.  A  thorough  and  exhaustive 
knowledge  of*  the  subject  was  necessary.  Tiie  test,  which  was 
held  March  26,  was  given  in  connection  with  the  regular  Regents' 
examination  and  in  accordance  with  Regents*  rules.

The  following  is  the  presentition  address  by  the  class  president, 
Oscar  S.  Pulman,  Jr.  : 

**  In  the  dawn  of  history  it  is  related  that  two  influential  no- 
madic tribes  once  met  on  the  plains  of  Syria.  After  a  brief  in- 
terval of  friendly  intercourse  they  parted,  and  at  their  separation 
set  up  a  column  sis  a  pledge  of  everlasting  friendship.     In  like 
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manner  have  we,  the  members  of  the  Senior  Chiss,  been  brought 
together  in  the  Albany  High  School.  A  short  period  of  the  most 
delightful  work,  of  the  nio»t  pleasant  intercourse,  has  passed  only 
too  quickly. 

**  And  now,  before  we  each  take  up  the  course  of  his  own  life 
and  pm*sue  it  in  different  directions,  we  naturally  review  the  brief 
time  we  have  spent  here  together.  I  am  sure  that  we  realize,  as 
we  never  have  before,  how  much  we  owe  to  the  membei's  of  the 
Faculty  for  the  great  service  they  have  rendered  us,  for  the  friend- 
ship with  which  they  have  honored  us.  Dr.  Arnold  was  wont  to 
say  that  he  considered  beyond  all  wealth,  honor,  or  even  health, 
the  attachment  due  to  noble  souls  ;  because  to  become  one  with 
the  good,  generous  and  true  is  to  be  in  a  manner  good,  generous 
and  true  youi'self.  The  boys  of  Rugby  could  fitly  apply  these 
words  to  Dr.  Arnold  himself.  We  can  truthfully  apply  them  to 
our  teachei-s. 

.**  We  realize,  too,  the  value  of  our  mutual  friendships — friend- 
ships which  we  shall  always  fondly  cherish  and  remember  with  the 
greatest  tenderness.  Hereafter,  when  we  shall  recall  the  incidents, 
which  always  cluster  in  our  memories,  of  the  High  School  and  the 
many  happy  hours  we  have  spent  within  its  walls  we  ma}*^  truly 
say  :   'Ilaec  olim  meminiase  juvabiL' 

**  And  now,  as  we  are  about  to  part,  it  is  eminently  fitting  that 
•we  should  leave  a  token  which  shall  at  once  recall  the  work  we 
have  accomplished  here  and  also  be  a  pledge  of  our  future  loyalty 
to  the  school  and  to  each  other. 

"Therefore,  Mr.  Principal,  on  behalf  of  the  class  of  '96,  allow 
me  to  present  through  you,  to  the  High  School,  this  window, — 
our  remembrance  of  *' golden  days,"  our  **Mizpah,"  our  pledge 
of  eternal  friendship.  Accept  it,  kind  sir,  as  our  assurance  that 
we  will  always  be  faithful  to  each  other,  to  the  cause  of  popular 
education  and  to  our  Alma  Mater." 

Conclusion. 

With  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  our  pupils  and  the 
very  small  addition  to  the  number  of  regular  tc^achers  during 
the  past  ten  years,  the  inci'casing  size  of  classes  has  presented  a 
serious  problem.  A  teacher  having  five  classes  a  day,  immbering 
thirty-five  or  forty  pu[)ils  each,  can  give  but  little  attention  to 
individual  membei"8.  But  I  believe  no  teachei^  ever  labored 
more  zealously  or  successfully  under  similar  conditions  than  do 
the  teachers  of  our  High  School,  while  the  attitude  of  the  great 
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majority  of  our  students  is  one  of  genuine  loyalty  to  the  best 
iutei*ests  of  the  school,  and  hearty,  earnest  co-oi)eration  with  the 
teachers.  No  better  single  evidence  for  the  truth  of  this  last 
stiitement  could  be  cited  than  the  following  record  of  *'  mtio  of 
tardiness  "  in  the  various  study  halls  :

Anmial  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  his  annual  report,  for 
the  year  ending  August  31,  1896,  which  wiis  ordered  to  be 
printed : 
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Albant,  September  1,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  your  regulations,  I  respect- 
fully submit  this,  my  nineteenth  annual  report,  concerning  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city. 

Attendance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  attendance  gave 
promise  of  being  the  largest  m  the  history  of  the  schools  ;  the 
average  for  the  month  of  September  being  11,088,  the  highest 
number  ever  reached.  During  the  month  of  October  an  epi- 
demic of  measlef^  broke  out  in  the  city  which  rapidly,  imd^-  the 
operation  of  our  strict  rules  of  exclusio4i  from  the  schools  of  any 
pupils  whose  presence  might  possibly  spread  the  didettse,  dimin- 
ished the  number  in  attendance.  During  November  and  Decem- 
ber the  epidemic  increased  in  severity  and  the  attendance  in  those 
months  and  even  in  January  fell  far  below  the  normal  figures. 
The  i*esult  of  this  diminution  was  that  the  registered  num- 
ber, 13,418,  was  oiire  hundred  four  (104)  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  the  average  attendance.  10,009,  was  three  hundred  sev- 
enty-two (372)  less.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the 
attendance  became  more  regular,  but  not  sufficiently  so  to  make 
up  for  the  great  decrease  during  the  winter.  The  aimual  repoits 
of  the  Principals  show  the  following  leading  items  :

The  seating  capacity  of  the  schools  apparently  provides  for  all 
who  apply  for  admission,  but  there  is  still  some  overcrowding  in 
one  or  two  localities  and  in  several  of  the  kindergUrten  rooms. 
The  fact  that  this  overcrowding  occura  almost  entirely  in  the 
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lower  primary  grades  inakes  it  impracticable  to  aend  the  pupils  to 
schools  that  have  empty  seats  ou  account  of  the  distance  from  the 
homes  of  the  childi'en. 

The  enlargeoient  of  School  No.  21  by  the  addition  of  four 
rooms  has  fully  provided  for  the  school  attendance  of  that  dis- 
trict. As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  pupils  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  School  No.  6  are  not  yet  properly  boused.  More  than 
one  hundred  (100)  pupils  were  placed  uiK)n  half-day  sessions  and 
many  others  were  denied  admission  ;  while  two  classes,  uumber- 
iug  about  sixty  (60)  pupils  in  all,  are  using  two  very  small  rooms 
that  were  not  designed  to  be  -used  as  school  rooms.  I  cannot  see 
any  relief  for  this  condition,  except  the  alteinative  of  adding  foui* 
school  rooms  to  the  building  or  the  erection  of  a  new  primary 
school  in  the  vicinity.  My  own  opinion  is  that  the  better  plan 
would  be  to  provide  a  new  school  building,  although  the  mimber , 
at  present,  is  not  large  enough  to  fill  an  ordinary  eight  i-oom 
building. 

SoHOOL  Census. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November  last  a  school  cen- 
sus was  completed  enumerating  the  population  of  the  city  l)e- 
tween  four  and  twenty-one  years  of  age.

By  i-eference  to  the  very  complete  table  printed  in  the  appen- 
dix to  this  report,  showing  the  enrolment  of  pupils  in  all  the  priv- 
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ate,  incorporated  and  church  schools  of  this  city  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1896,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  registration 
of  these  schools  waiJ  4,890.  Now,  in  October,  when  the  school 
census  was  taken,  the  enrolment  in  the  public  schools  was  11,891, 
giving  a  total  enrolment  in  the  city  of  li),703,  or  348  more  than 
the  total  number  enumerated  in  the  school  census,  the  difierence 
being  readily  accounted  for  by  additional  enrolments  in  the  pri- 
vate schools  since  October  last.  The  fair  inferences  from  these 
figures  are  that,  as  a  whole,  the  school  population  of  this  city  is 
attending  school  as  required  by  law,  a  result  largely  attributable 
to  the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  the  Compulsory  Education 
Act  and  that  the  school  census  is  substantially  correct. 

• 

Compulsory  Attendance. 

Reference  to  the  table  in  the  appendix  tothi3  report,  showing 
the  work  of  the  Attendance  Officoi's  for  the  last  year,  will  testify  to 
the  constant  activity  and  vigilance  of  these  officere.  The  total  num- 
ber of  cases  investigated  and  re-investigated  was  3,388.  The  facts 
that  two  Hundred  seventy-seven  (277)  truantjd  were  arrested  and 
returned  to  school,  and  three  hundred  thirty-one  (331)  non-at- 
tendants were  placed  in  school  alone  justify  the  employment  of  the 
officei*s  and  the  action  of  the  State  Legislature  in  enacting  the 
law.  It  was  found  necessary  to  send  only  five  pupils  to  Jnstitu- 
tions  that  take  charge  of  habitual  truanta.  These  were  commit- 
ted for  various  ternijj,  varying  from  two  to  four  months,  and 
while  it  is  not  yet  determined  whether  this  action  resulted  in  the 
i-eformation  of  the  individuals,  it  is  believed  that  their  confine- 
ment had  considerable  influence  upon  the  regularity  of  the  attend- 
ance of  many  boys  who  had  hitherto  been  in  the  habit  of  attend- 
ing school  only  occasionally.  The  experience  of  the  year  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  there  is  no  necessity,  so  far  as  this  city  is 
concerned,  of  establishing  a  truant  school ;  the  immber  confined 
being  altogether  too  small  to  justify  any  expenditure  on  this 
account.  Four  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  State  have  their  own 
truant  schools,  but  they  are  not  any  more  than  adequate  for  their 
own  needs  and  only  one  of  them  will  receive  truants  from  other 
places.  At  present,  Albany  can  not  be  leasonably  asked  to  pro- 
vide a  special  truant  school ;  although  such  an  institution  would 
prove  very  convenient  to  the  school  authorities  of  neighboring 
cities  and  villages.  There  is  a  growing  feeling  among  school 
ofiicials  that  the  best  plan  would  be  for  the  State  to  establish  a 
truant  school  which  would  take  charge  of  all  cases  arising  outside 
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of  the  large  cities  which  have  already  imtde  provision  for  the 
confiuement  ot  their  own  truants.  An  effort  will  be  made  during 
the  coming  winter  to  obtain  the  legislation  required  for  the  estab- 
liishment  of  such  a  State  institution. 

The  compulsory  law  has  been  executed  without  friction  and  as 
the  people  ai'e  becoming  better  informed  as  to  its  requirements, 
its  purposes  are  being  fulfilled  iu  a  satisfactory  degree.  It  is  a 
noticeable  fact  that  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  the  arrest  of 
eitlier  parents  or  employers  for  violations  of  the  law.  I  believe, 
however,  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  should  be  carried  out 
with  greater  severity  in  regard  to  the  prompt  arrest  aiid  commit- 
ment of  habitual  truants. 

The  amendment  to  the  law  adopted  last  winter,  giving  tlie 
Superintendent  of  Schools  coordinate  power  with  the  Boards  of 
Education  to  commit  these  offendei^,  will  make  the  execution  of 
the  law  very  much  more  speedy  and  effective.  Heretofore,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  wait  for  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  before 
a  case  could  be  considered  and  decided.  The  result  of  thus  put- 
ting oft*  a  decision  in  these  cases  was  to  weaken  respect  for  the 
law  in  the  minds  of  those  addicted  to  truancy.  When  confine- 
ment follows  immediately  upon  arrest,  it  is  believed  that  the 
deterrent  influence  of  the  law  will  be  largely  increased. 

Another  amendment  to  the  law  gives  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  the  power  to  release  conuuittcd  truants  on  parole  at  any 
time.  A  discreet  use  of  this  power  may  result  in  the  reformatioD 
of  those  who  are  merely  thoughtless  and  wayward. 

The  ungraded  classes  at  Schools  Nos.  13  and  25,  to  which  wei*e 
assigned  pupils  suspended  for  more  than  one  week  and  non- 
attendants  who  could  not  be  properly  graded,  were  small  iu 
numbers  and  proved  quite  eflicient  in  several  individual  cases. 
Whatever  good  result  was  obtained  was,  however,  outweighed  by 
the  fact  that  the  attention  of  the  Principals  of  these  sohools  was 
necessarily  diverted  to  a  considerable  extent  from  the  work  oL 
general  supervision  and  management.  I  feel  that  the  ungraded 
school  is  of  suflicient  importance  to  warrant  its  continuance^  and 
also  believe  that  much  better  results  would  be  obtained  were  one 
building  alone  designated  for  this  purpose  and  a  special  teacher 
provided  whose  constant  attention  would  be  devoted  to  the  un- 
graded and  suspended  pupils. 

Examinations  and  Promotions. 

Promotion  by  recommendation  continues  to  meet  the  i^proval 
of  all   connected   with   the   schools.     It  is  especially   pleasing 
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to  note  .that  although  provision  is  made  for  promotion  upon  writ- 
ten examinations  of  any  pupil  whose  parents  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  class  teacher,  not  a  single  request  for  such  examina- 
tion has  been  made.  This  would  seem  to  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  parents  are  convinced  of  the  justice  and  impartiality  of 
the  teacheiB  in  their  recommendations.  The  Regents'  examina- 
tions were  used  in  determining  the  promotions  to  the  High  School. 
Four  hundred  forty-nine  (449)  applied  for  admission.  Four 
hundred  fouileen  (414)  of  these  were  from  the  city  schools  and 
thirty-five  (35)  from  other  schools  in  the  vicinity.  Four  hundred 
thirty-two  (432)  were  admitted,  of  whom  four  hundred  eight' 
(408)  were  our  own  pupils.  Three  hundred  ninety-three  (393) 
passed  the  Regents'  Preliminary  examinations.  Three  hundred 
sixty-nine  (369)  of  these  were  from  the  city  schools,  being  ninety 
(90)  per  cent,  of  our  pupils  taking  the  examination.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  results  in  the  several  subjects :

A  change  in  the  plan  for  admission  to  the  GUgh  School,  lately 
adopted  by  the  Board,  will  go  into  effect  during  the  coming  school 
year.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  plan  does  not  exclude  the  use 
of  the  Regents'  examinations,  but  simply  displaces  them' as  a  test 
for  admission  to  the  High  School.  The  examinations  will  be  in 
the  same  subjects  as  heretofore  ;  namely,  Arithmetic,  Elementary 
English,  Geography,  Spelling  and  U.  S.  History.  All  the  papers 
will  be  prepared  by,  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  will  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
of  our  own  course  of  study.  The  standard  of  seventy-five  (76) 
per  cent,  of  correct  answei*s  in  each  subject  is  a  much  more  severe 
one  than  any  heretofore  used  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  plan 
to  diminish  simply  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  High  School, 
but  to  base  the  requirements  upon  a  broader  presentation  of  these 
subjects  than  has  obtained  for  some  years. 
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Changes  in  Coubse  of  Study. 

The  most  impoi'tant  change  in  the  course  of  study  adopted  by 
the  Board  was  the  entire  recasting  of  the  coui*se  in  Language  in 
the  elementary  schools.  The  notable  feature  of  this  course  is  the 
purpose  shown  of  co-relating  written  expre^ion  with  all  other 
subjects  of  study.  While  a  progressive  course  in  English  is  pre- 
sented and  the  science  of  grammar  is  not  neglected  but  even  more 
definitely  arranged  than  heretofore,  the  greatest  possible  stress  is 
laid  upon  constant  effort  to  develop  the  pupils  in  the  direction  of 
.facility  and  correctness  in  recording  and  expressing  whatever  they 
have  acquired  in  any  subject.  To  this  end,  the  topics  of  all  writ- 
ten exercises  are  taken  from  subjects  with  which  the  pupils  have 
become  somewhat  acquainted,  in  order  that  they  may  become  ac- 
customed to  express  what  they  know  and  not  merely  reproduce 
what  is  formally  set  liefore  them.  This  modified  courae  will  be 
placed  in  operation  diu'ing  the  next  school  year  and  its  merits,  or 
demerits,  thoroughly  tested. 

The  course  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene  required  by  law  has 
been  modified  as  permitted  by  the  amendments  made  by  the  last 
legislature,  so  that  the  subject  is  disposed  of  in  thirty  lessons,  all 
to  be  taken  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  at  least  two  les- 
sons a  week  being  required.  The  smaller  number  of  lessons  is 
much  more  satisfactory,  but  it  would  l)e  far  better  were  the  use  of 
the  text-book  in  the  hands  of  pupils  in  eiementury  schools  aban- 
doned and  a  return  made  to  the  plan  of  oral  instruction. 

The  introduction  of  text-book  work  in  Mental  Arithmetic  will, 
it  is  believed,  enhance  the  progres-s  of  the  pupils,  it  being  found 
that  too  many  teachei*s  have  failed  to  give  systematic  and  constant 
instruction  in  connection  with  the  ordinary,  arithmetic  lessons. 
The  amended  law  in  relation  to  physiology  permits  that  subject 
to  be  dropped  during  the  Ninth  Year.  This  affords  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  introduction  of  the  study  of  Algebra  during  the 
last  half  of  the  year,  and  the  Board  has  directed  that  this  subject 
shall  be  studied  three  times  a  week.  This  arrangement  permits 
about  sixty  (60)  lessons  to  be  given,  and  uiider  the  skillful  and 
direct  instruction  of  the  Principals  it  is  believed  that  a  foundation 
tor  the  study  of  Algebra  will  be  laid  that  will  make  the  work  of 
the  pupils  in  the  High  School  in  this  di*eaded  subject  much  more 
satisfactory  to  themselves  and  to  their  instructors  than  heretofore. 

The  couise  of  study  in  the  High  School  has  been  modified  so 
as  to  make  it  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  respect 
to  physiology   and  also  to  meet  the   conditions   prescribed  by 
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• 

chapter  1031  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  relating  to  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  training  classes  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Superintendent.  The  amended  course  was  duly  submitted 
to  the  State  Superintendent,  as  required  by  the  law,  and  was 
promptly  approved. 

The  admirable  provision  made  by  the  Board  during  this  year  for 
individual  laboratory  work  in  the  High  School  will  greatly  facilitate 
the  carrying  out  of  the  requirements  of  the  State  in  respect  to 
the  study  of  physical  science.  The  installation  of  the  system  of  in- 
struction in  Drawing,  lately  adopted  by  the  Board,  whose  principal 
feature  is  drawing  from  the  object  i-ather  than  from  the  flat,  was 
successfully  completed.  The  Drawing  Master  conducted  a  long 
series  of  normal  lessons  to  all  the  teachei*s  in  the  city  and  thor- 
oughly established  the  work  in  all  the  classes.  The  change  of 
plan  was  so  radical  that  the  work  h:i8  been  quite  onerous  upon 
the  teachers  during  this  fii*st  year  of  trial.  It  is  evident,  how- 
ever, that  the  greatest  difficulties  have  been  surmounted  and  that 
with  the  ease  which  comes  with  practice,  the  teachers  will  find 
the  work  just  as  agreeable  and  more  sati&ffactory  than  any  hereto- 
fore done.  I  can  not  too  strongly  commend  the  industry  and 
skill  of  the  Drawing  Master  and  his  assistant,  which  have  resulted 
in  the  entire  replacing  of  old  plans  b3rradically  different  ones  with 
so  little  friction  and  so  much  success. 

A  CouBSE  IN  Literature. 

The  school  authorities  of  this  city  have  always  been  alive  to 
the  importance  of  cultivating  in  the  young  a  love  for  the  best 
reading.  For  many  years,  the  several  committees  in  charge  of 
the  public  school  library  have  devoted  constant  care  and  close 
attention  to  the  building  up  of  the  library  on  such  lines  as  would 
direct  the  attention  of  those  usinor  it  to  healthful  and  stimulating: 
books.  Children  need  little  urorins:  to  devote  much  time  to 
reading ;  but  unless  means  are  provided  by  which  that  reading 
shall  be  beneficial,  it  is  very  likely  to  be  harmful.  Those  who 
neither  possess  nor  have  ready  access  to  good  books  easily  fall 
into  the  practice  of  reading  the  meanest  of  the  cheap  and  baleful 
literature  that  is  almost  always  accessible.  The  public  school 
library,  with  its  treasures  of  the  best  reading  selected  with 
unusual  care,  has  undoubtedly  been  a  powerful  lever  in  uplifting 
the  taste  of  those  who  could  avail  themselves  of  this  oi)poitunity. 
In  the  very  nature  of  things,  however,  the  use  of  this  library  is 
confined  very  largely  to  the  High  School  pupils  and  those  of  the 
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higher  grades  of  the  elementary  schools  whose  age^has  allowed 
them  to  draw  upon  its  stores.  The  great  mass  of  the  elementary 
pupils  could  not,  however,  use  the  library,  and  while  it  has  been 
our  aim  and  our  teachei-s  have  endeavored  to  direct  the  reading 
of  their  pupils,  hei'etofore  no  systematic  effort  has  been  made  in 
the  class-rooni  to  counteract  the  influences  of  the  indifferent  and 
bad  reading  which  is  constantly  thrown  in  their  way.  The 
Board  has,  therefore,  determined  to  establish  a  regular  course  in 
the  reading  of  the  best  literature  in  the  schools.  This  course  has 
been  laid  out  with  two  purposes.  Fii'st,  to  instil  in  the  minds  of 
the  pupils  a  taste  for  the  best  i*eading  only,  and  second,  to 
co-ordinate  the  reading  with  other  branches  of  study.  This  is 
effected  by  supplying  in  each  grade  books  whose  trend  is  in  the 
direction  of  culture,  and  also  books  which  lead  up  naturally  to 
acquirement  of  substantial  knowledge,  especially  towards  the 
study  of  history  and  elementary  sciences.  The  plan  adopted  is 
to  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  books  that  are  to 
be  read  to  make  frequent  class-exercises  feasible.  While  the 
funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  will  not  admit  a  complete 
installation  of  the  course  in  one  year,  the  majority  of  the  classes 
will  be  immediately  furnished  with  sets  of  the  books  adopted.  I 
firmly  lielieve  that  our  teaehers  can  do  no  more  beneficieut  work 
than  that  laid  down  in  this  coui'se.  A  teacher  who  does  not  love 
good  reading  can  not  fulfil  the  duties  of  her  office.  In  this  work 
she  should  be  the  leader  of  the  class.  The  primal  object  of  the 
public  school  system  is  to  make  good  citizens.  In  order  that  we 
may  produce  the  best  citizens,  we  must  produce  the  best  men 
and  women.  The  teacher  should  show  by  her  ability  to  i-ead  with 
expression  that  she  herself  is  an  exponent  of  the  influence  of  the 
best  i*eading.  Remembering  that  there  is  no  other  kind  of 
school  work  that  will  make  die  lasting  inijiression  coming  from  a 
coui'se  of  reading  the  best  thoughts  of  the  best  men,  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  teacher  to  exert  her  energies  in  the  highest  degree 
to  this  end.  I  confidently  asseit  that  the  houi*s  spent  by  teachei's 
and  pupils  in  reading  together  the  good  books  provided  for  their 
use  will  be  the  happiest  and  most  fruitful  of  the  year. 

Physical  Culture. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  advance  any  arguments  in  favor  of  phys- 
ical training  in  the  public  schools.  The  doctrine  that  a  sound 
mind  should  have  a  sound  body  in  order  to  bring  about  the  best 
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outcomiB  of  education  needs  only  to  be  stated  to  be  assented  to. 
Hitherto  the  difficulty  has  been  to  establish  an  adequate  system 
in  the  public  schools  without  disproportionate  expense.     It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  full  benefit  of  physical  training  could  not 
be  obtained  without  the  aid  of  considerable  apparatus  and  the  use 
of  special   costumes.     Of  late  years,  however,  these   difficulties 
have  been  shown  to  be  only  apparent,  since  classes  have  been  or- 
ganized whei^by  the  best  effects  can  be  produced  without  the  use 
of  any  apparatus  or  undergoing  the  expense  of  providing  a  special 
dress.     The  experience  of  many  localities  has  proved  that  physi- 
cal exercise  can  be  made  a  pail;  of  the  daily  program  of  every 
school,  provided  the  teacher  has  acquired  the  ability  to  conduct 
the  exercise.     While  this  department  of  training  has  not  been 
wholly  neglected  in  the  past,  as  has  been  shown  by  the  encour- 
agement given  to  athletics  and  to  gymnasium  exercises  in  the 
High  School  and  also  in  school  room  exercises  in  some  of  our 
schools,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  when  this  work 
should  be  done  in  a  systematic  manner  and  so  organized  that 
every  pupil  in  the  city  shall  reap  its  benefits.     A  large  number 
of  our  teachers  have  arranged  to  take  private  lessons  from  an  ex- 
peii;  in  this  work  during  this  coming  year  at  their  own  expense. 
This  action  is  very  praiseworthy  and  will   be  very  useful  in  the 
school  rooms  over  which,  thase  particular  teachers  preside.     This 
will  not,  however,  suffice  to  extend  the  work  throughout  all  our 
schools.     The   kindergarten   instructor  gives  special  lessons  in 
physical  culture  to  the  members  of  the  Training  Class,  and  the 
graduates  of  that  class  will  hei-eafter  have  a  fair  foundation  for 
continuing  the  work  ;   but  this  process  is  extremely  slow  and  it 
will  take  a  number  of  years  to  establish  in  this  way  a  course  of 
physical  training  throughout  the  whole  system.     I  suggest  that 
the  most  feasible  plan  for  the  prompt  introduction  of  the  work  is 
for  the  Board  to  employ  a  skilled  iustructoi*  for  a  year,  whose 
work  should  be  entirely  of  a  normal  character.     Five  months  de- 
voted to  the  direct  instruction  of  the  teachers,  followed  by  five 
more  mouths  of  supervisory  work  on  the  part  of  the  expert,  would 
result  in  establishing  this  important  department  on  a  fair  basis, 
because  thereafter  the  graduates  of  the  Training  Class  would  be 
ready  to  continue  the  work  when  they  obtained  permanent  em- 
ployment. 

Visual  Instruction. 

It  was  announced  last  year  that  the  State  would  provide  the 
means,  in  the  form  ot  lantern-slides,  carefully  prepared  lectures. 
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and  all  other  needed  apparatus,  for  a  course  of  visual  instruction 
on  Geography  and  kindred  subjects.  The  materials  for  thi^ee  of 
the  lectures  have  been  received.  The  first  lecture  furnished  was 
on  Niagara  Falls,  which  was  presented  on  three  occasions  by 
Prof.  A.  F.  Onderdonk.  The  pupils  of  the  Ninth  Year  clagses 
were  assembled  in  the  High  School  chapel  for  the  lecture,  and 
on  the  following  day,  the  pupils  of  the  Eighth  Year  classes  were 
the  auditoi*s:  The  lecture  was  repeated  to  the  High  School 
pupils  alone  on  a  subsequent  occasion.  Principal  John  E. 
Sherwood  presented  the  slides  illustrating  the  city  and  harbor  of 
New  York  and  the  Hudson  river.  The  slides  for  the  other 
lecture  came  too  late  in  the  year  to  permit  of  its  presentation  to 
the  pupils.  The  exhibition  of  the  slides  in  both  lectui*es  was 
highly  pleasing  to  all  who  were  pretcnt.  The  beautiful  pictures 
thrown  upon  the  canvas  stirred  the  pupils  to  gi'eat  enthusiasm, 
and  as  a  means  of  entertainment  the  exhibitions  were  very  suc- 
cessful. In  order  to  test  the  practical  outcome  of  these  exhi- 
bitions, compositions  upon  the  topics  of  the  lectures  were  i*equired 
from  all  the  pupils  who  were  present.  A  large  number  of  these 
compositions  were  submitted  to  me  and  to  the  membere  of  the 
Board  for  inspection  and  were  pronounced  to  be  exceedingly 
creditable  to  the  pui)ils  both  in  form  and  in  content.  The  chief 
difficulties  in  continuing  the  presentation. of  these  lectufes  lie  in 
the  lack  of  time  and  the  proper  places  in  which  to  repeat  them 
so  as  to  make  their  influence  widespread  among  the  children. 
Indeed,  since  the  plan  embraces  the  production  of  something 
like  twenty  different,  lectures,  it  would  appear  that  should  they 
be  given  with  systematic  regularity,  the  almost  constant  atten- 
tion of  one  person  would  need  to  be  given  ti>  this  special  work  in 
order  that  the  various  classes  advancing  in  the  grades  may  all 
have  the  same  opportunities.  The  one  place  in  which  these 
lectures  could  be  given  in  the  past  was  the  High  School  assembly 
hall.  This  room  is  in  such  constant  use  for  High  School  purposes 
that  it  is  not  easy  to  occupy  it  regularly  for  this  special  purpose 
without  interfering  with  other  impoitant  exercises.  In  order  to 
meet  this  difficulty,  I  suggest  that  the  assembly  halls  of  Schools 
Nos.  4  and  24  be  provided  with  the  means  of  darkening  the 
rooms  and  also  with  the  necessary  gas  fixtures  so  that  these 
ample  rooms  may  be  used  for  lectures  in  the  future.  Our 
experience  has  been  so  limited  that  I  reserve  the  expression  of  a 
decided  opinion  as  to  the  relative  value  of  visual  instruction  in 
our  public  schools. 
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Fbeb  Text-Books. 

The  extraordinary  demand  from  parents  for  free  text-books 
during  the  past  winter,  and  especially  for  the  text-book  in  Physi- 
ology, which  was  furnished  to  about  twenty-seven  per  cent,  of  the 
pupils  in  our  schools,  depleted  the  funds  of  the  Board  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  evident  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school 
year  no  text  books  or  ordinary'  supplies  can  be  furnished.  This 
fact  hiis  called  the  attention  of  all  concerned  to  the  proposition 
that  it  would  be  better  to  furnish  everything  needed  in  the  way  of 
text-books  and  school  supplies  at  the  common  expense.  This 
plan  has  been  In  force  in  a  large  number  of  the  cities  and  villages 
of  the  State  for  many  yeai*8  and  is  being  slowly  extended.  In 
several  of  the  New  England  States  the  compulsory  fi'ee  text-book 
law  has  been  in  operation  for  a  long  time  to  the  complete  satis- 
faction of  the  school  authorities  and  the  public  generally.  There 
are  several  cogent  arguments  in  favor  of  the  compulsory  free  text- 
book system.  In  the  fii-st  place,  there  is  economy  in  time.  With 
free,  text-books  the  schools  may  be  fully  supplied  and  organized 
on  the  openhig  day,  while  at  the  present  there  are  frequently  long 
delays  in  fully  organizing  and  equipping  the  classes.  Secondly, 
experience  has  shown  that  the  expense  to  the  community  at  large 
in  supplying  the  books  required  has  been  reduced  nearly  one-half. 
Third,  as  the  books  are  public  propeity,  the  good  opportunity  is 
furnished  for  training  children  to  take  proper  care  with  things 
that  are  not  their  own,  but  which  they  are  allowed  to  use.  There 
is  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  books  loaned  to  school  children 
last  much  longer  and  are  better  cared  for  than  their  own  property. 
Fouith,  the  attendance  on  the  schools  in  the  free  text-book  com- 
munities would  seem  to  be  increased  more  than  ten  per  cent. 
Fifth,  the  public  schools  become  literally  free  schools,  giving  to 
all  on  the  same  terms  the  advantages  of  education  and  thus  re- 
moving all  invidious  distinctions  between  the  so-called  indigent 
pupils  and  the  others. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  local  school  authorities  have  the 
power  to  establish  a  free  text-book  system,  provided  the  city  au- 
thorities will  agi-ee  to  furnish  the  necessary  funds.  Wherever  the 
question  has  been  submitted  to  popular  vote  in  localities  in  this 
State,  the  vote  has  been  overwhelming  in  favor  of  the  free  text- 
book plan.  Believing  that  the  process  of  taking  public  sentiment 
in  every  locality  would  be  an  extremely  slow  one,  and  also  that 
the  time  is  ripe  for  the  passage  of  such  an  act,  a  concerted  and 
determined  effort  will  be  made  to  procure  from  the  next  legis-

lature  the  passage  of  a  law  making  the  furnishing  of  text-books 
and  school  supplies  free  of  cost  compulsory. 

Kindergartens. 

The  kindergarten  has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  public 
school  system.  Its  importance  is  now  recognized  throughout  the 
eutii'e  country,  and  no  better  evidence  could  be  adduced  of  the 
strong  hold  it  has  taken  upon  the  ajSTections  and  judgment  of  om* 
citizens  than  the  fact  that  we  are  constantly  obliged  to  refuse  ad- 
mission to  the  classes.  I  believe  that  if  the  Board  had  the  school 
room,  at  least  font  or  five  more  kindergartens  could  be  success- 
fully  established.  As  it  is.  the  comparatively  large  number  of 
these  rooms  which  Albany  maintains  is  in  very  favorable  contrast 
to  most  of  the  cities  of  the  State,  and  this  city  has  achieved  a  de- 
cided distinction  by  its  progressiveness  in  this  direction.  Dr. 
Wm.  T.  Harris,  who  is  now  recognized  as  the  leader  in  educa- 
tional affaii^s  in  this  country,  lias  summed  up  the  whole  matter  in 
these  words:  **Free  kindergarten  work  is  a  question  of  political 
economy.  Formation  is  better  than  reformation.  Prevention  is 
better  than  cure.  Give  me  the  child  and  the  State  shall  have  the 
man.''  It  is  evident  from  our  experience  that  the  good  influences 
of  kindergarten  training  have  extended  upward  throughout  our 
schools,  atfecting  not  only  the  mental  progress  and  strengthening 
the  moral  fibre  of  the  pupils,  but  also  influencing  for  the  better 
the  plans  and  methods  of  the  teachers.  I  cannot  urge  too 
strongly  the  wisdom  of  continuing  in  our  Teachere'  Training  Class 
the  special  training  of  a  supply  of  kindergarten  instructors.  In- 
deed, I  believe  that  arrangements  should  be  made  by  which  the 
entire  Training  Class  should  have  a  coui-se  in  the  general  principles 
of  kindergaitning,  so  as  to  prepare  them  to  work  in  harmony 
with  the  kindergartners  from  whom  they  are  to  receive  their 
own  pupils.  It  will  not  do  for  us  to  give  up  the  ti*aining  of  our 
own  kindergarten  teachei-s,  as  the  demand  for  well-trained  kin- 
dergartners  so  far  exceeds  the  supply  throughout  the  country  that 
should  we  fail  to  create  our  own  supply,  we  should  soon  be  unable 
to  fill  the  vacancies  that  will  inevitably  occur.  Attention  is  di- 
rected to  the  report  of  the  instructor  in  kindergartning  and  to 
the  statistics  of  attendance  in  this  department,  which  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

Evening  Schools. 

Evening  schools  were  conducted  in  three  buildings  during 
the   past  year;    namely,    Schools   Nos.    1,   12   and    13.      The

schools  were  opened  on  the  twenty-thii'd  of  September  and  con- 
tinued until  the  thirtieth  of  the  following  January.  The  attend- 
ance was  slightly  larger  than  during  the  previous  year  and  the 
schools  were  conducted  with  skill  by  the  excellent  principals  and 
teachers  provided  by  the  Board.  The  school  census  showed 
that  1297  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  sixteen 
were  employed,  and  as  it  is  from  this  number  that  the  evening 
school  pupils  are  necessai'ily  drawn,  it  would  seem  that  there 
must  be  some  special  reason  why  only  twenty-five  per  cent,  of 
these,  at  the  most,  attended  the  evening  schools.  I  am  still 
inclined  to  believe  that  the  small  attendance  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  hitherto  very  little  has  been  offered  in  the  way  of  advanced 
instruction.  An  opportunity  will  be  given  during  the  next  year 
to  those  who  desire  it,  to  pursue  studies  of  a  higher  grade  than 
the  elementary  instruction  heretofore  given.  I  can  only  reiterate 
that  even  the  comparatively  small  attendance  shown  in  the  sub- 
sequent table  fully  compensates  the  very  small  expense  incurred 
for  these  schools.  The  experiment  of  continuing  the  sessions 
after  the  holidays  was  not  an  encoui*aging  one.  The  attendance 
fell  off  rapidly  and  the  interest  lessened  in  proportion.  The 
evening  schools  evidently  should  end  their  sessions  with  the 
advent  of  the  holiday  season. 

Statistics    Concerning    Evening    Schools  —  Period    from 
September  23.  1895,  to  January  30,  1896. 
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Teachers'  Training  Class. 

This  essential  department  of  our  school  system  was  established 
in  1882,  and  during  the  fourteen  years  of  its  existence,  three 
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hundred  sixty-nine  (369)  persons  have  been  graduated  and  certi- 
fied as  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications  to  teach  in  our 
schools.  The  impression  has  been  made  on  the  minds  of  some 
that  this  class  has  cost  too  much  compared  with  the  i*e8ults. 
Now.  the  entire  expense  incurred  by  the  Board  in  maintaining 
the  class  since  its  beginning  has  been  $7,212.35.  The  Board  has 
received  from  the  State,  on  account  of  maintenance  of  this  class, 
the  sum  of  $6,932.  This  makei»  the  net  cost  to  the  city  $280.35, 
or  an  average  of  less  than  one  dollar  for  each  person  prepared 
for  the  work  of  teaching.  While  this  showing  is  a  very  com- 
plete answer  to  those  who  have  regaixled  the  class  as  an  expens- 
ive luxury,  had  the  cost  per  pupil  been  one  hundred  times  as 
great,  the  gain  to  the  school  system  would  have  far  overbalanced 
that  sum.  One  hundred  tweaty-seven  (127)  of  the  graduates  of 
the  Teachei's'  Training  Class  are  now  in  the  employment  of  the 
Board,  while  the  records  show  that  out  of  the  whole  number 
graduated,  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  have  given  service  varying 
from  one  to  thirteen  yeai-s.  No  stronger  proof  than  this  large 
amount  of  service  obtained  could  be  given  of  the  great  utility  of 
this  class. 

Experience  has  shown  that  it  will  be  wise  to  make  an  imme- 
diate change  in  the  plan  of  admission  to  this  depaitment.  For 
some  yeai-s  the  rule  has  been  that  all  persons  obtiiining  at  le4ist 
fifty  counts  in  Regents'  examinations  should  be  eligible  to 
admission.  The  majority  of  those  admitted  in  accordance 
with  this  requirement  have  sustained  themselves  well  during  the 
year  of  training,  but  a  large  minority,  in  spite  of  the  evidence 
of  scholai'ship  presented  in  the  form  of  the  required  number  of 
counts  obtained  at  Regents'  examinations,  have  proved  to  be 
lamentably  weak  in  both  elementary  and  advanced  subjects  when 
tested  in  the  daily  cxei*cises  of  the  class-room.  In  quite  a  large 
number  of  cases  the  deficiency  has  been  so  marked  that  we  were 
obliged  to  refuse  to  grant  certificates  of  qualification. 

It  is  evident  that  severer  tests  must  be  applied  than  heretofore, 
in  order  that  time  and  effort  may  not  be  wasted.  Chapter  1031 
of  the  Laws  of  1895  requires  that  all  candidates  for  admission 
shall  be  graduates  of  a  high  school  or  academic  course  of  not  less 
than  three  years,  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent.  This 
is  good  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  our  experience  shows  that  this  re- 
quirement alone  would  make  the  standai*d  of  admission  far  too 
low  in  many  inst^mces.  The  same  law  provides  that  local  school 
authorities  may  require  any  additional  tests  they  may  deem 
proper.     I  recommend,  therefore,  that  in  addition  to  the  gradua- 
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tion  required  by  law,  all  candidates  for  admission  to  our  training 
school  be  subjected  to  a  special  examination  in  at  least  the  follow- 
ing subjects,  the  candidate  to  obtain  a  standing  of  not  less  than 
seventy-five  per  cent,  in  each  :  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry, 
English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Literature,  Physiology, 
Physics,  American  History  and  either  Latin,  German  or  French. 
Such  an  examination,  rigidly  enforced,  will  guard  the  entrance  to 
the  teachers'  calling  and  exclude  the  weak  and  ill-prepared  who 
may  happen  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  graduation  under  the  terms 
of  the  law.  I  farther  recommend  t'at  the  test  proposed  go  into 
effect  immediately. 

It  is  the  unanimous  testimony  of  all  who  have  watched  the 
progress  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city  that  no  one  act  of  the 
school  authorities  has  done  so  much  to  improve  and  to  make  more 
effective  the  teaching  as  this  work  of  training  the  incoming  tejich- 
ers  in  the  principles  and  best  methods  of  the  science  and  ai*t  of 
education.  The  good  results  coming  from  the  special  training 
classes  for  teachei's  has  been  recognized  by  the  legislatm-e  of  the 
State  in  the  provision  that  has  been  made  that  in  all  the  cities  and 
villages  of  the  State  where  such  classes  are  maintained,  liberal 
State  aid  will  be  given  hereafter. 

The  course  of  study  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  for  teachera'  classes  in  the  cities,  requires  that  in  the 
future  more  time  shall  be  devoted  daily  by  the  pupil  teachei*s  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  This  will  necessitate  some 
reorganization  in  the  conduct  of  the  Teachers'  Class,  because  it  will 
be  clearly  impracticable  for  one  person  to  give  the  four  houi*s  of 
daily  instruction  required  and  at  the  same  time  to  manage  a  large 
and  important  school.  It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  a  spe- 
cial teacher  of  methods,  who  has  had  both  training  and  experi- 
ence for  this  specific  work  shall  be  employed.  I  caanot  see  any 
other  feasible  way  in  which  the  requirements  of  the  State  couree 
of  study  can  be  properly  fulfilled.  The  additional  cost  of  the 
salary  of  one  pei-son  should  count  as  nothing  in  comparison  with 
the  far  greater  benefits  to  be  obtained  in  the  training  of  our  future 
teachers. 

Teachers. 

Two  hundred  ninety-one  (291)  teachers  where  in  the  service  of 
the  Board  during  the  past  year.'  Two  hundred  sixty-seven  (267) 
were  women  and  twenty- four  (24)  men.  One  hundred  ninety- 
five  (195)  were  graduates  of  the  High  School,  sixteen  (16)  were 
coUegiates,  forty-three  (43)  State  Normal  graduates,  and  forty 
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(40)  were  graduates  of  academies  aad  select  schools,  and  one  hun- 
dred twenty-seven  (127)  were  gr.vduates  of  our  Trahiing  Class,  an 
increase  of  fourteen  (14)  over  last  year. 

The  teachers'  meetings  were  held  jis  heretofore  throughout 
the  year.  The  Principals  met  with  the  Superintendent  at 
least  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  general 
management  of  the  schools  and  the  consideration  of  new 
plans  of  instruction  and  government.  The  faculty  of  each  school 
held  reo:ular  meetin«^  either  once  or  twice  a  month  durinu^  the 
year.  The  kindergarten  teachei-s  met  once  a  week  for  the  pur- 
pose of  unifying  their  programs.  This  constant  effort  at  eon- 
certed  action  unquestionably  promoted  the  welfare  of  the  schools 
in  a  marked  degree.  My  impression,  coming  from  constant  ob- 
servation of  the  work  in  the  different  school  rooms  in  the  city,  is 
that  the  spirit  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  was  never  before  of  so 
high  a  type,  and  in  every  direction  I  can  see  coiistant  evidence  of 
progressive  and  intelligent  work. 

Three  teachei's  were  lost  by  deatli  during  the  year.  Miss 
Helen  J.  Bartley  of  School  No.  15,  who  died  August  19  ;  Miss 
Anna  C.  Smith  of  School  No.  7,  who  died  August  27,  and  Miss 
Ellen  C.  O'Neill  of  School  No.  21,  who  died  March  26.  Miss 
Bartley  was  one  of  our  older  and  more  experienced  teachers  and 
had  given  twenty-nine  of  the  best  yeai*8  of  her  life  to  the  work 
of  teaching.  She  will  be  much  missed  by  her  fellow  teachers 
and  the  many  pupils  whom  she  had  guided.  Misses  O'Neill  and 
Smith  had  served  a  much  shorter  time,  but  had  both  given 
excellent  promise  of  usefuhiess  ;  the  former  taught  for  only  one 
year  and  the  latter  five  yeaiu 

Public  School  Library. 

The  library  was  used  to  far  greater  extent  than  heretofore 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  liberal  additions  to  both  the 
reference  and  the  general  reading  departments  will  prove  of  a 
lasting  benefit  to  the  pupils  and  teachers  who  have  the  privilege 
of  access  to  this  valuable  stock  of  books.  Miss  Frances  M.  Pren- 
tice, who  had  been  librarian  since  1881,  resigned  in  October  last 
to  the  regret  of  a  great  number  who  are  constantly  using  the  lib- 
rary and  who  naturally  miss  the  kind  services  extended  by  her  in 
the  fifteen  years  during  which  she. occupied  this  position.  Mrs. 
Alois  Donhauser  was  appointed  librarian  and  has  entered  upon 
her  work  with  enthusiasm  and  evident  determination  to  become 
an  efficient  librarian. 
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In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  I  again  embrace  the  oppor- 
tunity offered  to  return  to  the  Board  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
constant  acts  of  support  and  generous  and  disinterested  assistance 
in  the  midst  of  the  multifarious  and  sometimes  peiiDlexing  duties 
of  my  office.  I  a'so  desire  to  express  my  obligation  to  the  Prin- 
cipals and  teachers  for  their  loyal  and  hearty  cooperation  hi  the 
great  w(n*k  in  which  we  are  engaged.

Kindergartens. 

Dr.  Charles  W.  (3ole, 

Superintendent  of  Schools : 

My  Dear  Sir — I  submit  herewith  the  statistical  report  of  the 
Kindergartens  for  the  year  just  completed. 

The  effort  of  all  concerned  to  make  this  pait  of  our  public 
school  system  a  success  has  met  intelligent  and  cordial  apprecia- 
tion from  Principals,  teachers  and  parents,  and  never  more  so  than 
this  year.  The  aim  of  the  kindergartners  is  to  so  conduct  their 
several  classes  as  to  render  the  kindergartens  the  best  possible 
foundation  for  the  future  school  life  of  the  children.  To  this  end 
they  have  met  weekly  for  the  discussion  of  principles  and  meth- 
ods, believing  that  individual  study,  however  untiring,  is  enhanced 
by  contact  with  other  minds  engaged  in  the  same  work. 

During  the  year  several  of  the  kindergartuei's  have  held 
mothers'  meetings.  This  phase  of  the  work  is  commendable,  as 
it  not  only  aids  the  kindergartner  in  understanding  how  to  deal 
with  the  children  in  her  charge,  but  is  impoilant  in  arousing  an 
intelligent  interest  cm  the  part  of  parents  in  child-life,  in  kinder- 
garten and  in  schools  in  general,  and  serves  to  bring  into  closer 
and  more  vital  relationship  the  home  and  school. 

The  young  women  who  have  pui'sued  the  kindergarten  training 
have  rendered  efficient  and  cheerful  assistance  in  ihe  largest 
kindergai-tens.  Those  who  have  received  diplomas  in  token  of 
their  having  completed  a  full  kindergarten  course  are  Misses 
Alice  M.  Cassidy,  Genevieve   Cooney,   Eugenia  Davis,  Justine 
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Devlin,  Ella  F.  Fariiham,  Edith  A.  Gaus,  Elizabeth  A.  Hallen- 
beck,  Clara  A.  Sautter,  Martha  J.  Vint.  Miss  Elizabeth  6. 
Flaherty  and  Mrs.  Jennie  A.  Maloiie  have  accomplished  one  year 
of  special  study. 

Thanks  are  due  for  the  addition  of  two  pianos.  Those  by 
whose  eflbrts  they  were  obtained  would  feel  amply  repaid  could 
they  simply  have  witnessed  the  joyful  appreciation  of  the  chil- 
dren in  their  new  possession.

Dear  Sir — Following  is  my  report  of  work  done  in  the  de- 
pai*tment  under  my  charge  for  the  year  ending  in  June,  l^i96. 

In  order  to  properly  establish  the  new  system  adopted  by  the 
School  Board  for  the  elementary  schools  it  became  necessary  for 
me  to  abandon  the  High  School  and  devote  all  my  time  to  the 
assistance  of  the  teachera  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools 
until  I  was  given  an  assistant  in  February. 

The  character  of  the  work  required  by  the  change  of  systems 
was  so  widely  diflferent  fron)  what  our  teachei's  were  familiar 
with  that  I  am  astonished  at  the  splendid  results  obtained. 
Every  teacher  attended  a  course  of  instruction  given  by  myself 
at  the  High  School,  and  faithfuU}'  i>erformed  all  the  work 
i-equired  by  pupils  of  their  respective  grades,  so  that  they  went 
1)efore  their  classes  fairly  equipped. 

All  ai'e  enthusiastic  over  their  work,  and  I  have  yet  to  hear 
of  a  single  teacher  who  does  not  approve  of  the  change. 

Of  course,  the  subject  l)eing  new,-  the  tendency  was  to  take 
more  time  than  the  study  was  entitled  to  ;  but  next  year  I  am 
sure  that  the  teachers  will  be  able  to  do  all  that  is  required  of 
them  within  the  proper  limit  of  time  because  of  their  experience 
and  coni>equent  familiarity  with  the  system.  * 

I  desire  to  sincerely  thank  the  Board  foi*  their  confidence,  pa- 
tience and  generous  care  of  my  department,  for  I  have  made 
many  demands  and  seldom  or  never  have  I  been  denied. 

Next  to  changing  the  system,  the  best  thing  the  Board  did  for 
my  depaitnient  was  to  appoint  an  assistant  drawing  teacher ; 
and  an  excellent  appointment  it  was  too,  for  all  interested  will 
bear  witness  with  me  that  Miss  Elizabeth  Hailes  fills  all  the 
requirements  of  her  position.  Since  her  appointment,  on  Feb- 
ruary 17th,  she  has  taken  full  charge  of  the  primary  and  inter- 
mediate grades  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  performed  her 
work  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  Since  March  22d,  I  have 
had  600  pupils  in  the  High  School  who  were  instructed  once  a 
week  until  June  1st  in  the  new  system  adopted  by  the  Board. 
I  regret  that  the  time  was  so  short,  but  a  good  beginning  was  made, 
and  I  hope  to  accomplish  a  great  work  during  the  coming  year. 

Splendid  work  was  done  in  the  Teachei-s'  Training  Class  this 
year,  every  girl  doing  the  actual  work  required  in  the  piimary 
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and  intermediate  grades  of  the  elementary  schools.     I  instructed 
this  class  for  forty  weeks. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  next  year,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  work  required  of  the  members  of  the  Training  Class,  that 
each  one  should  be  obliged  to  teach  a  class  in  School  24  on  6uch 
topic  as  may  be  assigned  to  her  by  myself.  By  this  means  I 
should  be  enabled  to  iiscertain  the  ability  of  the  candidates  to 
impart  instruction. 

The  medals  and  honors  this  year  were  awarded  for  regular 
school  work,  and  I  feel  satisfied  that  this  is  the  proper  thing  to  do, 
and  would  advise  a  continuance  of  the  method. 

During  the  whole  year  I  held  weekly  voluntary  consultation 
classes  tor  the  benefit  of  the  teachei*s  who  met  me  at  the  High 
School  after  school  hours,  and  many  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  increasing  their  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  deep  gratitude  to  you  for  your 
valuable  assistance,  advice  and  cooperation  in  my  department.

SuperirUendeni  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir — ^The  following  report  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1896,  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  in  compliance  with  my 
request  of  bist  year,  furnished  a  supply  of  music  books  sufficient 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils  of  the  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  year 
gnides,  which  was  a  great  advantage  to  these  pupils.  At  the 
same  time  I  asked  to  have  Normal  Music  Reader,  No.  1,  supplied 
to  the  pupils  of  the  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  year  grades.  I 
now  respectfully  renew  the  request  with  the  hope  that  the  books 
may  be  obtained  as  early  as  practicable  during  the  present  ye*ir. 

One  of  the  advantages  in  having  books  is  the  amount  of  time 
that  is  saved.  When  it  is  considered  that  there  is  but  ton 
minutes  of  each  school  day  allowed  to  the  subject  of  Music,  it 
can  be  readily  understood  that  it  would  require  a  teacher  nearly 
half  the  allotted  time  to  place  an  exercise  on  the  board;  whereas, 
if  books  were  available  the  entire  time,  which  is  very  scivnt,  could 
and  should  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  the  subject. 

I  feel  that  I  would  be  neglecting  my  duty  if  I  did  not  again 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  have  noticed  that  it  is  very 
important  that  teachers  should  be  able  to  give  instruction  in 
more  grades  than  the  one  to  which  they  are  assigned.  They  are 
not  able  to  do  this  at  the  present  time.  Their  knowledge  of  how 
to  teach  the  subject  is  so  limited  that  when  they  are  transferred 
from  one  grade  to  another  they  are  unable  to  present  it  in  the 
way  it  should  be  taught,  and  the  pupils  lose  interest  and  their 
progress  is  noticeably  retarded  and  often  permanently  impeded. 
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There  ai*e  a  few  splendid  exceptions,  ot  course,  but  it  is  a  loss 
and  a  regret  that  they  are  so  few.  Not  only  are  some  of  the 
teachers  unable  to  go  ahead  of  their  grade  work,  but  many  of 
the  inexperienced  ones  ai'e  unable  to  approach  it.  For  these 
reasons,  I  would  respectfully  renew  the  request  that  I  made  a 
year  ago,  namely,  that  I  be  allowed  an  opportunity  to  give  some 
instruction  to  the  teachers  of  the  various  grades,  especially  to 
those  of  the  lower  grades.  The  instruction  in  many  of  the  upper 
grades  showed  a  decided  improvement  over  that  of  the  pi'evious 
year,  and  the  results  of  the  oral  examinations  which,  as  usual,  I 
gave  to  the  Ninth  year  pupils  for  admission  to  the  High  School, 
showed  the  best  evidence  of  success  that  I  have  obtained  during 
my  ten  yeai's  of  observation.

The  Clerk  pi'eseiited  a  coinmunicutiou  from  the  University  Ex- 
tenj^^ion  Executive  Committee  enclosing  tickets  for  the  courses  of 
lectures  of  this  season,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Shoemaker,  was 
ordered  to  be  noted  in  the  minutes,  and  acknowledged  with  the 
thanks  of  the  Board. 

A  communication  was  received  from  John  C.  Upton,  applying 
for  a  position  as  janitor,  and  stating  that  he  was  a  veteran  of  the 
late  civil  war.  It  was  ordered  to  be  noted  on  the  minutes  and 
filed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shoemaker,  the  Committee  on  Purchases 
was  authorized  to  purchase  one  copy  of  Welister's  International 
Dictionaiy  for  School  No.  15. 

Ungraded  School. 

Mr.  Hall,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Attend- 
ance, called  from  the  table,  for  consideration,  the  resolution 
printed  on  page  470  of  the  cuiTcnt  minutes,  relative  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  ungraded  school  for  truants,  in  School  No.  11, 
and  the  discontinuance  of  similar  schools  heretofoi*e  established 
in  Schools  Nos.  13  and  25  ;  and  he  moved  to  amend  the  resolu- 
tion by  adding  the  words  **  or  teacher  '*  after  the  words  **  a  mero. 
ber  of  the  substitute  coi'ps.'' 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Bendell  moved,  as  a  substitute,  that  an  ungraded  class  be 
established  in  School  No.  11,  to  be  continued  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board  and  to  be  placed  in  chaige  of  a  regular  teacher 
instead  of  a  member  of  the  substitute  corps. 

The  substitute  was  lost. 

After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  subsequently  agreed,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Hall,  to  strike  out  all  reference  to  the  substitute 
corps  and  to  place  the  ungraded  school  in  charge  of  a  teacher 
now  in  the  employ  of  the  Board,  whose  regular  place  should  be 
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temporarily  filled  by  a  substitute,  and  the  teacher  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Attendance  and  the  Superin* 
tendent  of  Schools. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  resolution  as  amended,  it  was 
adopted. 

The  resolution,  as  amended,  is  as  follows  : 

Resolved^  That  the  open  ungraded  schools  heretofore  established 
in  Schools  Nos.  13  and  25,  by  a  resolution  passed  February  27, 
1895,  be  and  they  2U*e  hereby  discontinued.  That  a  similar  school 
be  opened  at  School  No.  11,  to  which  shall  be  sent  all  truants, 
suspended  pupils,  and  those  whose  conduct  disturbs  the  decorum 
of  schools  upon  which  they  legally  attend;  such  pupils  to  be 
kept  in  said  ungraded  school  until  they  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  reformation,  then  to  be  returned  to  the  schools  upon 
which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  attend.  That  the  ungraded  school 
hereby  established  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  teacher  now  in 
the  employ  of  the  Board  whose  regular  place  shall  be  temporarily 
filled  by  a  substitute,  and  the  teacher  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Attendance  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Resolutions. 
By  Mr.  Bendell : 

Resolved,  That  a  fireman  be  employed  to  assist  the  engineer  of 
the  High  School  for  a  jjeriod  not  to  exceed  four  mouths,  from 
December  1,  1896,  who  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollai-s 
per  month  ;  and  that  an  assistant  to  the  janitor  of  School  No.  6 
be  employed  for  the  time  above  stated,  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  doliai's  per  month.

The  Board  of  Public  Instruction^ 

Albany^  N.  Y.  : 

Gentlemen — Many  inquiries  concern! ug  tlie  proposed  classes 
for  instruction  in  cooking  and  housekeeping  have  been  received 
by  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Health.  There  has 
been  wide-spreud  interest  and  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  many 
citizens  that  the  work  which  has  proved  so  successful  and  of  such 
practical  value  in  many  other  cities  should  have  a  fair  trial  in 
Albany.  The  following  reasons  for  delay  on  the  pait  of  your 
honorable  Board  were  given  a  year  ago  : 

1.  No  room  was  available. 

2.  No  definite  figures  as  to  itemized  estimates  of  cost  had  been 
submitted  to  them. 

3.  The  Boai*d  had  not  time  to  investigate  the  subject  tor  them- 
selves. 

4.  The  item  would  probably  be  cut  out  by  the  Common  Council 
if  inserted  in  their  budget. 

As  these  reasons  do  not  hold  good  this  year,  and  the  time  is 
near  when  the  appropriation  of  last  November  will  lapse  if  not 
used,  the  Committee  on  Publi.  »^alth,  in  behalf  of  many  inter- 
ested citizens,  earnestly  request  that  your  Board  take  action  at  its 
present  meeting  so  that  the  appropriation  granted  after  fiiU  dis- 
cussion last  year  may  be  used  iis  intended  in  making  at  least  a  fair 
trial  of  this  work. 

During  the  two  years  covered  by  the  careful  study  of  this  com- 
mittee, outside  of  your  Board  the  plan  hjis  1)een  received  with 
almost  universal  favor  and  enthusiti^ni  as  a  most  important  factor 
in  the  solution  of  the  great  8ocioU»gical  problem  of  our  day, 
improvement  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  which  means  better 
health,  lictter  morals,  better  citizens. 

This  committee  hiis  reason  to  believe  that  if  the  requested  action 
is  t4iken  by  your  Board  showing  your  willingness  to  use  the  money 
as  intended,  the  appropriation  will  be  renewed  for  the  coming 
year.  We,  therefore,  teel  it  our  duty  to  make  this  earnest  appeal, 
and  we  feel  justified  iii  asking,  in  behalf  of  many  citizens,  that  if 
there  is  any  reason  still  existing  for  delay  or  failure  to  act  ob  the 
part  of  your  Board  we  may  have  it  clearly  stated,  and  ako 
whether  the  Board  will  undertake  the  work  in  case  such  objection 
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COD  be  removed  through  the  efforts  of  this  committee  and  the 
citizens  intei*e8ted.

The  forty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Association  of 
School  Commis^ionei*s  and  Superintendents  will  be  held  at 
Niagara  Falls  on  January  5th,  6th  and  7th  next. 

The  New  York  State  Association  of  School  Boards,  recently 
organized  at  Utica,  will  hold  its  first  annual  meeting  at  the  same 
time  ai.d  place. 

The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Superintendence 
will  he  held  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  February  16th,  17th  and  I8th. 

These  meetings  seem  to  me  of  great  importance,  especially  in 
view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  interest  in  popular  education. 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  school  commissionei*s  and  superin- 
tendents bring  together  represenbitives  from  every  county  in  this 
State  who  are  directly  interested  in  the  supervision  of  schools. 
The  Department  of  Superintendence  hjis  come  to  be  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  important  educational  meetings  of  the  year. 
St'ite  and  city  superintendents  from  every  State  in  the  Union, 
and  men  and  women  distinguished  in  education,  are  brought  to 
get  her  for  the  discussion  of  vitid  questions. 

The  New  York  Association  of  School  Boaids  is  an  organization 
organized  in  October  las^  with  a  view  of  bringing  togethier,  so 
far  SIS  possible,  members  of  school  boards  and  trustees  of  school 
districts. 

It  would  be  in  every  way  creditable  to  the  boards  of  educa- 
tion of  New  York  State  to  be  represented  at  each  of  these  meet- 
ings.
